PRESENT, 

The  QUEEN'S  Most  ExceHent  Majesty  in  Council. 

WHEREAS  there  was  this  day  read,  at  the 
Board,  a  report  from  the  Judicial  Com- 
mittee oi  the  Privy  Council,  dated  the  eighth  of 
December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
three,  in  tiie  words  following;  vis. ; 

Your  Majesty  having  been  pleased  by  your 
Order  in  Council  of  the  first  of  April,  one  thousand 
eight  himdred  and  fifty-threei  to  refer  unto  this 
Committee  the  hnmble  petition  of  the  Mayor, 
Aldermen,  and  Burgesses  of  the  borough  of  Bir- 
mingliam,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  in  Council 
assembled,  on  tbe  twenty-sixth  day  of  October, 
setting  forth  that,  by  your  Majesty's  Royal  Charter 
of  Incorporation  of  the  said  borough,  bearing  date 
the  thirty-first  day  of  October,  in  the  second  ytar 
of  your  Majesty's  reign,  your  Majesty  granted  to 
the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses  of  tbe  said 
borough  and  their  successors,  that  they  and  their 
successors  from  thenceforth  for  ever  might  have 
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and  bold  within  the  borongh  aforesaid,  a  Court  of 

llecord  for  the  trial  of  civil  actions  before  the 
tn&yoT  of  the  said  borough  for  the  time  being,  in 
mj  convenient  place  within  the  said  borough,  on 
tbe  third  day  in  erery  week,  which  Court  ahonld 
have  authority  to  try  actions  of  assumpsit,  cove- 
nant, and  debt,  whether  the  debt  were  by  specialty 
or  simple  contract ;  and  all  actions  of  trespass  or 
trover  for  taking  goods  and  chattels,  provided  the 
sum  or  damages  sooght  to  be  rooovered  sliould  not 
exceed  twenty  pounds;  and  all  actions  of  eject- 
ment between  landlord  and  tenant,  wherein  tiie 
annual  rent  of  the  premises,  of  which  possession  was 
sought  to  be  recovered,  should  not  exceed  twenty 
pounds,  and  upon  which  no  fine  should  have  been 
reserved  or  made  payable  ;  and  it  was  by  the  said 
charter  provided  that  every  presiding  judge  of  such 
Court  respectivdy,  £rom  time  to  time  might  make 
rules  for  regulating  the  practice  of  such  Court,  but 
60  that  no  such  rules  should  be  of  force  until  they 
should  have  been  allowed  and  confirmed  by  three 
or  more  Judges  of  the  Superior  Courts  of  Common 
Law  at  Westminster ;  and  that  no  action  should 
be  tried  in  such  Court  wherein  the  title  to  land, 
whether  freehold,  copyhuld,  or  leasehold,  or  other 
tenure  whatsoever,  or  to  any  tithe,  toll,  market,  £ur, 
or  otherfranchise  should  bein question  in  any  actioni 
and  it  was  by  the  said  charter  also  provided,  thatif  a 
recorder  should  be  thereafter  appointed  for  the 
said  borou;zii,  no  issue  either  in  law  or  in  fact, 
should  be  tried  and  determined  in  the  said  Court, 
in  the  absence  of  such  Becorder :  that  the  said 
Borough  Court  still  continues  to  be  holden  :  that 
by  virtue  of  the  statute  made  and  passed  in  the 
session  of  Parliament,  holden  in  the  ninth  aod 
tenth  years  of  your  Majesty's  reign,  cap.  nine^- 
five,  it  is  declared  that  it  is  expedient  that  one 
rule  and  manner  of  proceeding  i^^v  luu  recovery  of 
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small  debts  and  demands,  should  prevail  through- 
out  England ;  and  by  the  said  Act,  a  Coon^ 

Court  for  Warwickshire  was  established  and  is 
holden  in  the  said  borough,  and  has  jurisdiction 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  said  borough :  that 
the  saifl  Coiintf  Court  has  cognizance  of  all  cauaea 
whereof  the  Boron^  Court  hath  jurisdiction, 
irith  the  exception  of  certain  actions  of  ejectment 
and  a&sumpsit,  for  the  prosecution  of  which  the 
said  Borough  Court  hath  not  heretofore  been  used: 
that  the  officers'  of  the  said  Borough  Court  are, 
Isaac  Spouiier,  Esq.,  Barrister-at-Law,  the  Judge 
(appointed  by  the  Recorder  of  the  borough,  pur- 
suant to  an  Act  passed  in  the  session  of  Parlia- 
ment, holden  in  the  mth  and  seventh  years  of 
the  reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  William 
the  Fourth,  cap.  one  hundred  and  five,  intituled 
•*  An  Act  lor  the  better  administration  of  justice 
in  certain  boroughs") ;  Robert  Kellie  Douglas  the 
Registrar,  and  Joseph  Holl  and  Francis  Osier 
Badham,  the  Serjeants  at  Mace :  that  the  said 
Judge  was  appointed  on  the  first  of  January,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two^  but  no 
salary  is  paid  to  him  by  the  petitioners,  and  the 
other  officers  of  the  said  Court  Aenve  their  emolu- 
ments exclusively  from  fees  received  from  suitors  : 
that  the  proceedings  of  the  said  Borough  Court 
are  dilatory,  complicated,  and  expensive^  the 
powers  for  enforcing  its  judgments  and  orders 
are  in  many  instances  inefiective,  and  no  summary 
means  are  provided  to  remedy  abuses  in  the  con- 
duct of  the  oiiicers  and  practitioners  of  the  Court : 
that  the  proceedings  of  the  Counihr  Court  are 
prompt,  simple,  inexpensive,  and  effective  :  that 
the  County  Court  is  amply  sufficient  to  transact, 
in  addition  to  its  present  businesSi  the  whole 
of  the  bnainesB  which  is  now  transacted  in  the

Borough  Court :  that  the  said  Borough  Court 
has  therefore  become  imnecessarj,  and  its  con- 
tinuanee  is  not  conducive  to  the  due  administra* 

tion  of  justice  in  this  borough,  and  humbly  praying 
that  it  may  please  your  Majesty,  by  and  witli  the 
advice  of  your  Majesty's  Privy  Council,  by  an  Order 
in  Council,  to  declare  diat  the  j  urisdiction  of  the  said 
Court  established  by  the  said  charter  shall, from  the 
date  of  such  Order  be  excluded  in  all  causes 
whereof  tiie  County  Court  hath  coguizance,  or  that 
by  and  with  the  advice  aforesaid,  your  Majesty 
may  make  such  other  Order  in  the  premises  as  to 
your  Majesty  shall  seem  meet  :  and  likewise  a 
counter  petition  of  certain  ratepayers  and  others 
of  the  said  borough  of  Birmingham,  in  pursuance 
of  the  provisions  of  an  Act,  passed  in  the  sixteenth 
year  of  yuur  Majesty's  reign,  cup.  fifty-four,  en- 
titled "  An  Act  further  to  iacilitate  and  arrange 
proceedings  in  the  County  Courts,''  the  Lords  of 
the  Committee,  in  obedience  to  your  Miyesly's 
said  Order  of  Reference,  have  taken  the  said  peti- 
tion and  counter  petition  into  consideration,  and 
having  heard  the  parties  by  their  counsel  and 
witnesses  on  both  sides,  their  Lordships  do  agree 
humbly  to  report  to  your  Majesty,  as  their  opinion, 
that  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said  liorough  Court,  for 
the  borouGfh  of  Birmingham,  ought  to  be  excluded 
in  aU  causes  whereof  tiie  County  Court  hath  cogui- 
sance/' 

Her  Majesty  having  taken  the  said  Report  into 
consideration,  was  pleased  by  and  with  the  advice 
of  her  Privy  Council,  to  approve  thereof,  and  to 
order,  as  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  said  Borough  Court  for  the  borough  of  Bir- 
mingham be  and  the  same  s  hereby  excluded  in 
all  eauses  whereof  the  County  Court  hath  copii- 
zauce.    Whereof  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Bur- 
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gesdes  of  the  borough  of  Birmingham  for  the  time 

being  uiul  all  other  persons  whom  it  may  concern, 
are  to  take  notice  and  govern  themselves  accord- 
ingly.

To  unite  and  consolidate  certain  contiguous 
portions  of  the  parishes  of  Caversham  and  Ship- 

lake,  in  the  county  of  Oxford,  und  of  tlie  parish 
of  Soiuiing,  in  the  county  of  Berks,  and  all  in  the 
diocese  of  Oxford,  and  to  form  the  same  into  one 
consolidated  chapelry  for  all  ecclesiastical  pur- 
poses for  the  consecrated  church  of  Saint  John 
the  Baptist,  situate  at  Kidmore  End,  in  the  said 
parish  of  Caversham,  to  be  called  "  The  Consoli* 
dated  Chapelry  of  Elidmore  End,'*  and  vesting  the 
right  of  presentation  and  appointment  of  an  in* 
cumbcnt  or  perpetual  curate  to  bcrve  the  said 
church  at  Kidmore  End,  whenever  occasion  may 
require^  in  the  Bishop  of  Oxford  for  the  time 
being. 

To  unite  and  consolidate  the  whole  of  the  extra- 
parochial  place  of  Llanerchymedd  (forming  for 
Ecclesiastical  purposes,  part  of  the  parish  of

occasion  may  require,  by  the  Bishop  of  Bangor 
for  the  time  being.

(Translation.) 

The  Board  of  Health,  in  consequence  of  the 
information  it  has  received,  and  considering  thai 
the  present  state  and  progressiTe  improyement  of 
the  Bars  of  Aveiro  and  Yianna,  aLreadj  permit 
vessels  of  a  certain  size  to  enter  and  leave  tho<^c 
ports  without  difficulty,  and  consequently  render 
it  practicable  to  ascertain  the  sanitary  state  of  a 
great  number  of  suqpected  vessels,  and  being 

desirous  to  afford  to  commerce  all  facilities  com- 
patible with  the  security  of  public  licalth,  hereby 
makes  known,  and  enjoins  the  observance  of  the 
f oUowing :~ 

1st  Sutpeeied  vessels  bonnd  to  Oporto  may, 
before  arriving  at  their  destination,  have  their 
sanitary  coudltion  verified  at  either  of  the  ports 
of  Aveiro  or  Vianna. 

2nd.  Snch  vessels,  in  case  they  shall  have  ful- 
filled the  conditions  reqnired  by  the  1  st  Article 
of  the  Edict  of  the  29th  of  September  last  at 
Aveiro  or  Yianna,  shall  be  there  admitted  to  free 
pratique,  and  receive  from  the  chief  of  the  health 
station  a  certificate  in  dne  form  of  their  good 
sanitary  condition. 

3rd.  Vessels  proceeding  originally  from  sus- 
pected ports^  and  appearing  off  the  Bar  of  Oporto 
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provided  with  certificates  of  free  pratique  at 
Aveiro  or  Vianna,  shall  at  once  be  admitted^  in 
free  pratique,  into  the  River  Douro. 

4th.  Vedsels  bound  to  Oporto,  and  having  been 
r^ularly  visited  at  Aveiro  or  Yiannay  but  not 
having  received  the  required  certificates  of  free 
pratique,  shall  continue  subject  to  the  regulations 
established  by  the  Edicts  oi  the  24th  and  25th  of 
October,  1850.

TREASURY  WARRANT. 

Wliernis  hy  an  Act,  passed  in  the  fourth 
year  oi  the  reigu  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled 

An  Act  for  the  regolation  of  the  duties  of 
postage"  certain  scales  of  weight  and  rates  of 
postage  were  fixed  and  made  chargeable  and  pay- 
able upon,  for,  or  in  respect  of  letters,  newspapers, 
parUamentary  proceedings,  and  printed  papers 
transmitted  and  forwarded  by  the  post,  and  various 
regulations  were  made  for  facilitating  the  trans- 
mission of  such  letters  and  papers  by  the  post. 

And  whereas  by  an  Act,  passed  in  the  eleventh 
year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled 

An  Act,  for  giving  further  facilities  for  the 
transmission  of  letters  by  post  and  for  the  regu- 
lating the  duties  of  postage  thereon,  and  for  other 
purposes  relating  to  the  Fost-office,"  the  proviso 
concerning  the  maximum  weight  of  letters  to  be 
sent  by  the  post,  as  fixed  in  and  by  the  said  first- 
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mentioned  Act,  is  repealed  ;  and  in  order  to  pre- 
vent packets  of  an  unwieldy  bulk  or  an  inoonve- 
nient  size  being  transmitted  by  the  post^  power  ia 
given  to  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Mt^estT^a 
Treasury,  at  any  time  or  times  thereafter,  by 
Warrant  under  their  hands,  to  fix  a  maximum 
weight  of  letters  to  be  sent  by  the  post,  and  from 
time  to  time  to  repeal  or  revoke  such  maximam 
weighty  wholly  or  in  part,  and  declare  any  other 
maximum  of  weight  in  lieu  thereof ;  and  all  letters 
are  to  be  forwarded,  conveyed,  and  delivered  by 
the  post  in  conformity  with  any  such  Warrant,  and 
also  in  conformity  with  and  under  and  subject  to 
all  such  orders,  conditions,  limitations,  regulations, 
and  retttrictions  as  to  the  furm,  size,  or  dimensions 
thereof^  whether  iu  proportion  to  the  weight  or 
otherwise,  as  the  Postmaster  General,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  shall  from  time  to  time  direct.  And 
by  the  said  Act  power  is  also  given  to  the 
Postmaster  General  to  collect  and  receive  the 
foreign  and  colonial  postage  charged  or  charge- 
able on  any  letters  sent  by  the  post,  and  dso 
witli  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury  to  require  the  postage,  Bri- 
tish, colonial,  or  foreign,  ot  aay  letters  sent  by 
the  post,  to  be  prepaid,  either  in  money  or  in 
stamps  as  he  majr  think  fit,  on  the  same  being  put 
into  the  Post-office,  and  also  with  such  consent  to 
abolish  or  restrict  the  prepayment  in  money  of 
postage  on  letters  sent  by  the  post,  either  alto- 
gether or  on  certain  letters,  and  to  require  the 
prepayment  thereof  to  be  in  stamps,  and  to  refuse 
to  receive  or  send  by  the  post  any  letters  tendered 
contrary  to  any  regulations  thereby  made.  And  it 
is  also  declared  and  enacted  that  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  th(!  Postmaster*Greneral  and  any  officer  of  the 
Post-oflicc  to  detain  any  letters  which  shall  be 
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posted  or  sent  by  the  poet  contrary  to  the  regu- 
lations of  that  Act,  or  the  first-mentioned  Act,  or 
contrary  to  the  regulations  of  any  Treasury 
Warrant  to  be  issued  under  or  by  virtue  of  that 
Act,  or  which  had  been  or  should  be  issued  under 
or  by  virtue  of  the  said  first- mentioned  Act,  and 
to  open  such  letters,  and  either  to  return  them  to 
the  senders  thereof  or  to  forward  them  to  the 
places  of  their  destination,  charged  in  either  case 
with  such  rates  of  postage  a^  the  Postmaster- 
Gteneral,  with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Her  Mtgesty's  Treasury  shall,  from  time  to 
tune,  direct* 

Now  we,  the  undermgned,  being  two  of  the 
Coiumissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  do,  in 
exercise  of  the  powers  reserved  to  us  in  and  by  the 
said  before-mentioned  Acts,  or  either  of  them,  and 
of  all  other  powers  enabling  us  in  this  behalf,  by 
this  Warrant  under  our  himds,  order  and  direct 
that  printed  books,  printed  magazines,  printed 
reviews,  printed  pamphlets  (whether  British,  co- 
lonial, or  foreign),  may  be  transmitted  by  the  post 
between  any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  and  the 
colony  of  New  Brunswick,  subject  to  the  several 
regulations  and  rates  hereinafter  contained  ;  that 
is  to  say : 

On  every  packet,  consisting  of  a  single  printed 
book,  or  printed  magazine,  or  printed  review, 

or  printed  pamphlet,  the  several  sheets  or 
parts  of  which,  when  more  than  one,  shall  be 
sewed  or  bound  together,  if  not  exceeding 
half  a  pound  in  weight,  there  shall  be  charged 
and  taken  one  uniform  rate  of  postage  of 
sixpence. 

And  on  every  such  packet,  ii  exceeding  half  u 
pound,  and  not  exceeding  one  pound  in 
weight,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  one 
uniform  rate  of  postage  oi  one  shilling. 
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And  on  every  such  packet^  if  exceeding  one 
pound,  and  not  exceeding  two  pounds  in 
weight,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  one 

uniform  rate  of  postage  of  two  shillings. 
And  on  every  such  packet  if  exceeding  two 
pounds,  and  not  exceeding  three  pounds  in 
weight,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  one 
uniform  rate  of  postage  of  three  shillings. 
And  for  every  addiiionul  une  pound  in  weight, 
of  any  such  packet,  above  the  weight  of  three 
pounds,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  an 
additional  rate  of  postage  of  one  shilling,  and 
every  fraction  of  such  additional  pound  bhali 
be  charged  as  an  additional  pound. 
And  we  further  order  and  direct,  that  no  such 
packet,  if  containing  more  than  one  printed  book, 
or  printed  magazine,  or  printed  review,  or  printed 
pamphlet,  or  containing  any  paper  or  thing  besides 
a  printed  book,  printed  magazine,  printed  review, 
or  printed  pamphlet,  or  containing  any  printed 
book,  printed  magazine,  printed  review,  or  printed 
pamphlet,  the  several  sheets  or  parts  of  which 
when  more  than  one  shall  not  be  sewed  or  bound 
together,  or  which  packet,  in  length,  or  breadth, 
or  width,  or  depth,  shall  exceed  the  dimensions  of 
two  feet  or  twenty-four  inches  shall  be  forwarded 
by  the  post  under  the  proviaions  aforesaid. 

And  we  further  order  and  direct  that  as  to  any 
packet  hereinbefore  authorised  to  be  sent  by  the 
post,  under  the  provisions  aforesaid,  which  shall 
be  ported  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  puslage 
thereof  shall  in  every  case  be  prepaid  at  the  time 
of  the  same  being  posted  not  in  money  but  by 
being  duly  stamped  with  the  proper  Britisli 
postage  stamp  or  stamps  afiixed  thereto,  which 
stamj)  or  stamps  shall  in  every  case  be  :jffixed  or 
appear  on  the  outside  of  every  such  packet,  near 
the  address,  and  shall  be  of  the  value  or  amount 
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of  the  postage  duty  payable  thereon  under  or  by 
virtue  of  this  ^rarrant,  unless  any  such  packet 
be  sent  from  any  department  or  otiice  in  or  con- 
nected with  the  public  service  of  Her  Mqesty 
which  shall  keep  a  postage  account  with  the 
General  Post  Office  in  London,  in  which  CclSC  the 
same  shall  he  forwarded  post  paid,  and  the  postage 
thereof  shall  be  charged  in  such  postage  account ;

And  we  further  order  and  direct  that  every 
such  packet  shfill  be  sent  without  a  cover,  or  in  a 
a  cover  or  envelope  open  at  tlie  ends  or  sides,  and 
shall  contain  printed  matter  only,  with  the  binding 
thereof,  and  there  shall  be  no  writing  or  marks 
upon  the  cover  or  envelope  thereof,  or  upon  or 
within  any  part  of  the  contents  thereof,  other  than 
the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  the 
packet  shall  be  sent,  unless  any  such  packet  be 
sent  from  any  department  or  office  in  or  con-

And  we  further  order  and  direct,  that  if  any 
packet  sent,  or  tendered,  or  delivered,  in  order  to 
be  sent  by  the  post,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
present  Warrant,  shall  contain  any  paper  or  thing 
besides  a  printed  book,  printed  magazine,  printed 
review,  or  printed  pamphlet,  and  the  binding 
thereof,  or  shall  have  any  writing  or  marks  upon 
the  same,  or  upon  the  cover  or  envelope  thereof, 
except  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to 
whom  it  is  forwarded  $  and  also  as  to  any  such 
packet  sent  from  any  department  or  office,  in  or 
connected  with  the  public  service  of  Her  Majesty, 
which  shall  keep  a  postage  account  with  the

packet-boat,  and  that  the  several  other  terms  and 
expressions  used  in  this  Warrant  shall  be  construed 
to  have  the  like  meaning  in  all  respects  as  they 
would  have  had  if  inserted  in  the  said  Act,  passed 
in  the  fourth  jear  of  the  reign  of  Her  present 
Majesty, 

And  we  further  direct  that  this  Warrant  shall

Declaration. 

THE  Undersigned,  Her  Britannic  Majesty's 
Charge  d'Affnires  at  the  Court  of  Tuscany, 
having  received  from  His  Eminence  the  Cardinal 
Antonelli,  Secretary  of  State  to  His  Holineaa  Pope 
Pius  IX,  the  afisurance  that  no  other  or  higher 
duties  or  charges  are  levied  in  the  ports  of  the 
Papal  States  on  British  vessels  than  are  payable 
on  national  vessebs  ^or  on  goods  imported  or  ex- 

Sorted  in  British  vessek  than  are  payable  on  the 
ke  goods  imported  or  exported  in  national  vessds, 
has  received  the  commands  of  Her  Majesty  to 
declare : 

1.  That  no  duties  of  tonnage^  harbour,  light- 
house,  pilotage,  quarantine,  or  other  similar  or 

corresponding  duties,  of  whatever  nature  or  under 
whatever  denomination,  levied  in  the  name  or  for 
the  profit  of  the  Government,  public  functionaries, 
corporations,  or  establishments  of  whatever  kind, 
shall  be  imposed  in  British  ports  upon  Papal  yee- 
eels,  fi  um  whatever  port  or  pluce  arriving,  which 
shall  not  be  equally  imposed  in  the  like  cases  on 
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national  vessels ;  and  that  no  duty,  charge,  restric- 
tion,  or  prohibition  shall  be  imposed  upon,  noranj 

drawback,  bounty,  exemption,  or  allowance  with- 
held from,  goo^ls  imported  into  or  exported  from 
British  ports  in  Papal  vessels,  which  shall  not  be 
equally  imposed  upon  or  withheld  from  such  gooda^ 
when  so  imported  or  exported  in  national  vessels. 

2.  That  no  other  or  higher  duties  shall  be  im- 
posed on  the  importation  into  tbe  dominions  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty  of  any  article  the  growth, 
produce,  or  manufacture  of  the  Papal  States,  than 
are  or  shall  be  payable  on  the  like  article,  being 
the  growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of  any  other 
foreign  country.  That  no  other  or  higher  duties 
or  charges  shall  be  imposed  in  the  British  domi* 
nions  on  the  exportation  of  any  article  to  the 
Papal  States,  than  such  as  are  oi  may  be  payable 
on  the  exportation  of  the  like  article  to  any  other 
foreign  country;  and  that  no  prohibition  shall  be 
imposed  upon  tiie  importation  of  any  article  the 
growth,  produce,  or  manufacture  of  the  Papal 
States  into  the  British  dominions,  nor  upon  the 
exportation  of  any  article  from  the  British  domi- 
nions to  the  Papal  States^  unless  such  prohibition 
flhall  extend  to  all  oih^  nations. 

3.  That  Papal  vessels  shall  be  at  liberty  to  im- 
port into  British  ports  any  article  legally  import- 
able, and  to  export  from  British  ports  any  article 
legally  exportable,  on  payment  of  the  same  dutieSy 
and  with  a  right  to  the  same  bounties  and  draw- 
backs, as  are  or  may  be  payable  or  allowable  in 

respect  of  the  same  articles  it  imported  or  exported 
in  national  vessels. 

4.  That  all  vessels  which  according  to  the  laws 
of  the  Papal  States  are  to  be  deemed  Papal  vessels, 
shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Declaration,  be 
deemed  Papal  vessdb. 

5.  That  the  foregoing  stipulations  shall  not 
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apply  to  the  coasting  trade,  which  is  reserved  ex- 
clusively to  nationai  vessels. 

6.  That  if  any  ship  of  war  or  merchant  vessel 
of  the  Papal  States  shall  be  wrecked  on  the  coasts 
of  the  British  dominionsy  such  ship  or  Tessel,  or 
any  parts  thereof,  and  all  furniture  and  appur- 
tenances bclonpring  thereunto,  and  all  goods  and 
merchandize  which  shall  be  saved  therefrom,  or 
the  produce  thereof  if  sold,  shall  be  faithfully 
restored  to  the  owners^  upon  being  claimed  by 
them  or  by  their  duly  authorized  agents.  If  there 
are  no  such  owners  or  agents  on  the  spot,  then  the 
said  ships  or  parts  of  ships,  furniturCi  appur- 
tenances, goods,  and  merchandize,  or  the  proceeds 
thereof  if  sold,  as  well  as  all  papers  found  on 
board  such  wrecked  ships  or  vessels,  shall  be  deli- 
vered to  the  Papal  Consul  or  Vice- Consul  in 
whose  district  the  wreck  may  have  taken  place, 
upon  being  claimed  by  him ;  and  such  Consul,  Vice* 
Consul,  owners,  or  agents  shall  pay  only  the  ex- 
penses incurred  in  the  preservation  of  the  property, 
together  with  the  salvage  or  other  expenses  which 
would  have  been  payable  in  the  like  case  of  a 
wreck  of  a  national  vessel.  The  charge  for  such 
salvage  and  other  expenses  shall  be  made  and 
settled  immediately,  subject  to  such  rig^jit  of  appeal 
on  the  part  of  the  person  paying  the  same^  as  may 
exist  in  the  British  dominions.  The  goods  and 
merchandize  saved  from  the  wreck  shall  not  be 
subject  to  duties  unless  cleared  for  consumption, 
in  which  case  they  shall  be  liable  to  the  same 
duties  aa  if  they  had  been  imported  in  a  British 
ship. 

7.  That  the  foregoing  concessions  are  granted 
on  condition  of  a  peri'ect  and  entire  reciprocity  in 
favour  of  British  vessels  in  the  ports  of  the  Papal 
States.  They  shall  come  into  operation  from  and 
after  the  date  of  the  present  Declaration^  and  shall 
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remain  in  force  for  seven  years,  and  further  until 

the  expiration  of  twelve  months  after  notice  shall 
have  been  given  by  the  British  Govemmeat,  or 
by  the  Papal  Government,  for  terminating  such 
reciprocal  arrangement. 

In  witness  whereof  the  Undersigned  has  signed 
the  present  Declaration,  destined  to  be  exchanged 
against  a  similar  Deckration  on  the  part  of  His 
Eminence  the  Cardinal  Secretary  of  State,  and 
has  affixed  thereto  the  seal  of  his  arms*

they  have  to  make  to  arrive  at  their  destination,

Circular  Memorandum  from  the  Porte. 
December  26»  1853. 

The  Sublime  Porte  having  ascertained  that  the 
measure  recently  adopted  by  Her  and  communi* 
cated  by  memorandum  to  the  Representatives  of 
the  friendly  powers,  relative  to  the  prohibition  of 
the  exportation  of  proviaons  from  the  Ottoman 
States  would  be  productive  of  much  embarraaa- 
ment  in  Europe,  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  pro- 
visions there  this  year,  she  has,  conformably  with 
the  friendly  disposition  entertained  by  her  towards 
all  nations,  decided  upon  modifying  the  measures 
in  question  in  the  manner  hereafter  explained. 

Whereas  the  grain  of  the  provinces  of  Widdin, 
Silistria,  Scodea,  Bosnia,  Herzegovina,  and  Trebi- 
sond,  and  of  the  places  therein  comprised,  is 
exclusively  destined  for  the  subsistence  of  the 
Imperial  Armies  in  Roumelia  and  Anatolia  ; 
and  whereas  the  grain  produced  at  Adrianoplo, 
and  the  districts  and  scalas  of  that  province  has 
been  allotted  to  the  subsistence  of  the  imperial 
troops  which  are  to  be  stationed  in  that  province 
and  to  that  of  the  capital,  all  contracts  entered

When  tlie  lighthouse  recently  erected  on  Heron 
Neck  is  lighted  (on  the  6th  February  next),  the 
foUowing  directions,  furnished  by  Capt.  R.  King 
Porter,  for  Carver's  Harbour  (a  safe  anchorage  for 
Teasels  drawing  10  feet  of  water  and  about  2  miles 
from  Ileron  Neck  Lif^hthouse ;)  and  for  Hurri- 
cane Sound  (wliicli  is  foritied  by  Green's  Island — 
on  which  the  lighthouse  stands— on  the  east,  and 
a  range  of  islands  and  ledges  on  the  west  side,  a 
safe  roadstead  for  vessels  of  any  clasSy)  will  be 
found  useful  to  mai'iners. 

For   Cabvae's  Habboub.'' 

Bring  the  light  to  bear  north-east  and  run  for 
it.  Deep  water  within  a  ship's  length  of  the 
rocks.  Haifa  mile  from  tho  light  you  will  pass 
to  the  eastward  of  Deadman'a  Ledge  (the  Eastern 
Hurricane  Ledge),  dry  at  low  water.

THIS  day  Her  Majesty,  accompanied  by  His 
Boyal  Highness  Prince  Albert,  proceeded  in 
state  from  Buckingham-Palaoe  to  the  House  of 
Peers,  where  she  arrived  soon  after  two  o'clock ; 
and  was  received,  on  alighting  from  her  state 
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ooach,  by  the  Lord  Chancellor,  the  Lord  Presideat 
of  the  CoQDcil,  the  Lord  Privy  Seal,  the  Earl  of 
Clarendon,  G.C.B.,  Deputy  Great  Chamberlain,  (in 
the  absence  of  the  Lord  Willougliby  de  Ereaby), 
and  the  Lord  Steward  of  the  Household,  Garter 
King  of  Arms,  and  the  Yeoman  Usher  of  the 
Black  Rod,  and  proceeded  to  the  State  Robing- 
room  in  the  customary  manner. 

Uer  Majesty  was  there  robed,  and  the  pro- 
cession moved  into  the  Houae  in  the  nsaal 
order; — ^the  aword  of  state  was  borne  by  the 
Earl  of  Aberdeen,  K.T.,  the  cap  of  maintenance 
by  the  Marquess  of  Winchester,  and  the  crown 
by  the  Marquess  of  Lansdowne,  K.G. 

Her  Majesty  being  seated  on  the  Throne,  and 
His  Royal  Highness  Prince  Albert  on  a  Chair 
on  the  left  side  of  the  Cloth  of  Estate,  the  Great 
Officers  of  State  and  others  standing  on  the  right 
and  left,  James  Puhnan,  Esquire,  Yeoman 
Usher  of  the  Black  Sod»  was  sent  with,  a  message 
from  Her  Miyesty  to  the  House  of  Commons, 
commanding  their  immediate  attendance  in  the 
House  of  Peers.  The  Commons  being  come 
thither  accordingly,  Her  Majesty  was  pleased  to 
deliver  the  following  most  gracious  Speech  to  both 
Houses  of  Parliament : 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen^ 

I  AM  always  happy  to  meet  you  in  Parliament ; 
and  on  the  present  occasion  it  is  with  peculiar 
satisfaction  tliat  I  recur  to  your  assistance  and 
advice. 

The  hopes  which  I  expressed  at  the  close  of 
the  last  session  that  a  speedy  settlement  would 
be  effected  of  the  differanoes  existing  between 

Russia  and  the  Ottoman  Porte,  have  not  been 
realized,  and  I  regret  to  say  that  a  state  of 
warfare  has  ensued. 
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I  hmve  continued  to  act  in  cordial  co-operation 
witii  the  Emperor  of  the  French,  and  my  endea- 
vours, in  conjunction  with  my  allies,  to  preserve 
and  to  restore  peace  between  the  contending 
parties,  aldiongh  hitherto  unsuccessful,  have  been 
unremitting.  I  will  not  fail  to  persevere  in  these 
endeavours  ;  but  as  the  continuance  of  the  war 
may  deeply  affect  the  interests  ot  this  country,  and 
of  Europe,  X  think  it  requisite  to  make  a  further 
augmentation  of  my  naval  and  military  foroeSi 
witii  the  view  of  supporting  my  representations, , 
and  of  more  effectually  contributing  to  the  re^tora* 
tion  of  peace. 

I  have  directed  that  the  papers  explanatory  of 
the  negotiations  wfaich  have  taken  place  upon  this 
subjeet  shall  be  communicated  to  you  without 
delay. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons^ 

The  estimates  for  the  year  will  be  laid  before 
you,  and  I  trust  you  wiU  find  that,  consistently 

with  the  exigencies  of  the  public  service  at  this 
juncture,  they  have  been  framed  with  a  due  regard 
to  economy. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

In  the  year  which  has  just  terminated,  the  bless- 
ing of  an  abundant  harvest  has  not  been  vouch- 
sai'ed  to  us.  By  this  dispensation  of  Providence 
the  price  of  provisions  has  been  enhanced,  and  the 
privations  of  the  poor  have  been  increased  ;  but 
<hdr  patience  has  been  exemplary  ;  and  the  care 
of  the  Legislature  evinced  by  the  reduction  of 
taxes  affecting  the  necessaries  of  life,  has  greatly 
tended  to  preserve  a  spirit  of  contentment. 

I  have  the  satisfaction  of  announcing  to  you  that 
the  commerce  of  the  country  is  still  prosperona ; 
tiiat  ti-ade,  both  of  export  and  import,  has  been 
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largely  on  the  iocrease ;  and  that  the  reyenue  of 
the  past  year  has  been  more  than  adequate  to  th^ 

demands  of  the  public  ^e^vice. 

I  recommend  to  your  consideration  a  Bill  which 
I  have  ordered  to  be  framed  for  opening  the  coast-^ 
ing-trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  to  the  ships  of 
all  fHendly  nations  ;  and  I  look  forward  with  satis* 
faction  to  the  removal  of  the  last  leuisl;itive  restric- 
tion  upon  the  use  of  foreign  shipping  ior  the  benefit 
of  my  people. 

Communieations  have  been  addressed  by  my 
command  to  the  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cam- 
bridge, with  reference  to  the  improveiueut  which 
it  may  be  desirable  to  eiiect  in  their  institutions. 
These  communications  will  be  laid  before  you»  and 
measures  will  be  proposed  for  your  consideration, 
witli  the  view  of  giving  ctl'cct  to  such  improve* 
ments. 

The  establishments  requisite  for  the  conduct  of 
the  civil  service,  and  the  arrangements  bearing 
upon  its  condition,  have  recently  been  under 

review  ;  and  I  shall  direct  a  plan  to  be  hiid  before 
you  which  will  have  for  its  object  to  improve  the 
system  of  admission,  and  thereby  to  increase  the 
efficiency  of  the  service. 

The  recent  measures  of  legal  reform  have  proved 
highly  beneficial,  and  the  success  which  has  at- 
tended them  may  well  encourage  you  to  proceed 
with  further  amendments.  Bills  will  be  submitted 
to  you  for  transferring  from  the  ecclesiastical  to 
the  civil  courts  the  cognizance  of  testamentary 
and  of  matrimonial  causes,  and  for  givin<?  increased 
efficiency  to  the  superior  court?  of  common  law. 

The  laws  relating  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  have 
of  late  undergone  much  salutary  amendment ;  but 
there  is  one  branch  to  which  I  trarnestly  direct 
your  attention.  The  law  of  settlement  impedes 
the  freedom  of  labour ;  and  if  this  restraint  can 
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with  safety  be  relaxed,  the  woikaum  may  be 

enabled  to  increase  the  fruits  of  his  industry,  and 
the  interests  of  capital  ami  of  labour  will  be  more 
firmly  united. 

Measares  will  be  submitted  to  you  for  the 
amendment  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  repreaenta* 
tion  of  the  Commons  in  Parliament. 

Recent  experience  has  shown  that  it  is  neces- 
sary to  take  more  effectual  precautions  against  the 
evils  of  bribery,  and  of  corrupt  practices  at  elec- 
tions. It  will  also  be  your  duty  to  consider 
whether  more  complete  etfect  may  not  be  given  to 
the  prineif>le5  of  the  Act  of  the  last  reiqrn,  whereby 
reforms  were  made  in  the  representation  of  the 
people  in  Parliament  In  recommending  this 
subject  to  your  consideration,  my  desire  is  to 
remove  every  cause  ot  just  complaint,  to  increase 
general  confidence  in  the  lej^^inslature,  and  to  give 
additional  stability  to  the  settled  institutions  of 
the  State. 

I  submit  to  your  wisdom  the  consideration  of 

these  important  subjects  ;  and  I  pray  God  to 
prosper  your  counsels  and  to  guide  your  decisions.

should  be  agreed  to,  and  the  clerk  of  the  peace  for 
such  county  should  forthwith  give  or  send  a  true 
copy  of  such  petition^  certified  under  his  hand,  to 
every  coroner  for  such  county. 

And  whereas  the  justices  of  the  county  of 
Northumberland,  in  quarter  sessions  assembled, 
did,  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  October  one  thou- 
*  sand  eight  hundred  and  fifty  three,  resolve  that  a 
petition  should  be  presented  to  Her  Mqesty,  pray- 
ing that  the  said  county  should  be  divided  into  two

said  Act,  and  due  notice  of  the  said  resolution,  and 
of  th«  time  when  the  same  would  betaken  into 
consideration^  was  duly  given  to  the  existing 
coroner  for  the  said  county ;  and  the  said  petition 
was  afterwards  duly  taken  into  consideration  and 
agreed  to  by  tiie  justices  of  tlie  said  county,  in 
pursuance  of  the  said  Act  ;  and  tlic  Clerk  of  the 
i^eace  for  the  said  county  did  forthwith^  on  the 
said  petition  being  agreed  to,  give  a  true  copy 
thereof)  certified  under  his  hand,  to  the  existing 
coroner  for  the  said  county  ;  and  whereas  the  said 
petititm  hath  been  certified  to  Her  Majesty,  under 
the  hands  and  seals  of  two  of  the  justices  present 
when  the  same  was  agreed  to. 

And  whereas  the  said  petition  sets  forth: 
That  the  county  of  Northumberland  is  a  very 
lar^e  district  in  point  of  area,  and  considerable  in 
point  of  population  ;  that  hitherto  there  have  been 
two  coroners  elected  for  the  whole  county  ;  that 
one  of  the  coroners  is  lately  dead ;  that  Her  Ma* 
jesty's  justices  of  the  peace,  in  quarter  sessions 
assembled,  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  October,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  hfty- three,  came  to  a 
resolution  that  it  was  expedient,  for  the  purpose 
of  saying  great  and  unnecessary  expenses  in  the 
election  of  a  coroner,  to  divide  the  county  of 
Northumberland  into  two  districts,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  into  effect  a  statute  passed  in  the 
session  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  of  Her  Majesty's 
reign,  cap.  ninety-two,  intituled  ^An  Act  to 
'amend  the  law  respecting  the  office  of  county 
*  coroner,'  and  that  such  districts  should  be 
the  Northern  and  Southern  Divisions  of  the 
said  county,  as  they  are  thereinafter  more  particu- 
larly described ;  that,  besides  the  saving  of  the 
expense  of  elections  contemplated  by  the  statute, 
by  adopting  the  said  resolution,  much  cost  will 
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also  be  saved  to  the  county,  by  not  having  in 
many  cases  to  bring  the  coroner  from  great  dis- 
tances, and  to  parishes  and  townships,  by  the  con- 
stables thereof  not  having  to  travel  such  distances 
to  the  coroner  to  give  notice  of  deaths ;  that 
notice  of  the  above  resolutions  has  been  given  to 
Stephen  Reed,  Esquire,  the  present  coroner  for 
the  said  county,  amd  that  the  said  petition  would 
be  taken  by  the  said  justices  into  consideration  on 
the  third  day  of  November,  one  thousand  dght 
hundred  and  fifty-three,  at  the  court-house  at 
Morpeth,  in  the  said  county  ;  that  hitherto  the 
two  coroners  of  the  said  county  have,  by  a  com- 
mon understanding,  confined  themselves  to  the 
said  districts,  although,  in  point  of  law,  each  of 
them  had  jurisdiction  over  the  whole  county,  and 
each  ot  them  were  elected  by  the  freeholders 
thereof;  that  the  petitioners  consider  that  it  would 
be  better  to  legalize  this  subdivision  under  the 
statute  above  referred  to  and  that  the  description 
of  the  districts  and  the  boundaries  thereof,  which 
if  is  proposed  by  the  said  petition  to  adopt,  should 
be  as  i'oliows  ;  that  is  to  say  ;  that  the  Northern 
Division  of  the  county  of  Northumberhind  should 
include  the  whole  of  the  several  wards  of  Bam- 
brough,  Coquetdale,  Glendale,  Morpeth  and 
Norhani,  and  Islandsljlies,  but  excluding  there- 
from the  towiihhips  of  Tweedmouth  and  Spittal, 
as  they  now  by  statute  ibrm  part  of  the  county  of 
the  borough  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed ;  and  that 
the  Southern  Division  should  include  the  whole  of 
the  several  wards  of  Tynedale,  Castle,  and  Bed- 
liugtonshire,  but  excluding  therefrom  the  s<'veral 
townships  of  Byker,  Heaton,  Jesmond,  Westgate* 
and  Elswick,  as  they  now  by  statute  form  part  of 
the  town  and  county  of  the  town  of  Newcastle* 
upon-Tyne  ;  that  another  reabon  upon  which  the 
said  petition  is  founded  arises  irom  the  fact  of  the 
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great  increase  of  population  in  the  southern  part 
of  the  county,  near  to  the  town  and  county  of  the 
tcywn  of  Newcastle-upon-Tjme,  which  population 

has  vastly  increased  within  the  last  twenty  years, 
and  that,  therefore,  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
countj,  the  duties  of  coroner  have  very  much 
increased,  so  much  so  as  to  make  it  necessary  that 
a  coroner  should  reside  constantly  in  that  district 
of  the  county.'* 

And  wliereas  it  appears  to  Her  Majesty,  with 
the  advice  of  Her  Privy  Council,  that  the  cus- 
tomary division  of  the  said  county,  mentioned  in 
the  said  petition,  had  subsisted  for  more  than 
seven  years  before  the  passing  of  the  said  Act ;

of  tiie  county  of  Northumberland,  and  the  Southern 
Division  of  the  county  of  Northumberland  respec- 
tively ;  that  the  district  called  the  Northern  Divi- 
sion  shall  consist  of  and  include  the  whole  of  the 
wards, of  Bambrough,  Coquetdale,  Glendale,  Mor- 
peth, Norham,  and  Islandshires,  excluding  the 
townships  of  Tweedmouth  and  Spittal,  and  that  the 
court  for  the  election  of  coroner  for  the  said  dis- 
trict shall  be  held  at  Alnwick  ;  that  the  district 
called  the  ^Southern  Division  shall  include  the 
whole  of  the  wards  of  Tynedaie,  Castle,  and  Bed* 
UngtODshire,  excluding  the  townships  of  Byker^ 
H^too^  Jesmond,  Wesfgate  and  Elswickt  and 
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that  the  court  for  the  election  of  coroner  for  the 
BAid  cUstrict  shonld  be  holden  at  the  Moot  Hall  of 

the  Castle  of  Ne\vca8tle-u[>ou-  lyne, in  the  county 
of  Northumberland  ;  that  the  district  in  and  for 
which  the  said  Stephen  Reed,  Esquire,  usually 
acted  before  the  passing  of  this  Act^  being  the 
district  called  the  Southern  Diyision,  shall  be 
aijsigned  to  the  said  Stephen  Reed,  in  pursuance 
of  the  said  Act.

light,  lias  been  erected  on  Cape  Carbon,  at  the 
entry  and  on  the  west  side  of  the  Guli'  oi  Bougiu  ; 
and  from  the  1st  of  Mai  eh  next,  the  lighthouse 
will  be  lighted  up  every  night  from  sunset  to  son* 
rise* 

The  lighthouse  is  situated  in  latitude  36^  49 

nor  til,  and  in  longitude  2^  49'  40"  east  of  the 
loiigitude  of  ParU. 

Tlie  centre  of  the  light  apparatus  stands  at  an 
elevation  of  722  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea^ 
and  S3  feet  above  the  platform  where  the  building 
is  situated. 

Its  interval  of  re\ulutiuu  is  once  in  every 
minute. 

In  ordinary  weather  the  light  is  seen  at  a  di&« 
tanoe  of  27  marine  miles  f  and  when  the  weather 
is  clear  will  be  visible  at  40  miles.

Cape  Carbon  will  disappear,  when  the  ligliihouse

TREASURY  WARRANT. 

Whereas  by  an  Act,  passed  in  tlie  fourth  year 
of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled 
"An  Act  lor  the  regulation  of  the  duties  of 
postage/'  power  is  given  to  the  Commissioners  of 
Her  Majesty  Treasury,  irom  time  to  time,  by 
Warrant  under  their  hands,  to  alter  and  fix  any  of 
the  rates  of  British  postage,  or  inland  postage, 
payable  by  law,  on  the  transmission  by  the  post  of 
foreign  or  colonial  letters,  or  newspapers,  or  of 
any  other  printed  papers,  and  to  subject  the  same 
to  rates  of  postage  according  to  the  weight  thereof, 
and  a  scale  of  weight  to  be  contaiiK  d  in  such 
Warrant ;  and  from  time  to  time,  by  Warrant  as 
aibresaidy  to  alter  or  repeal  any  such  altered  rates^ 
and  to  make  and  establish  any  new  or  other  rates 
in  Uea  thereof ;  and  from  time  to  time,  by  War- 
rant as  aforesaid,  to  appoint  at  what  time  the 
rates  which  may  be  payable  are  to  be  paid  ;  and 
it  is  provided  that  the  powers  thereby  given 
should  extend  to  any  increase^  or  reductioni  or 
remission  of  postage. 

And  whereas  further  powers  are  given  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  JVI^esty's  Treasury  by

another  Act,  passed  in  the  eleventh  year  of  the 
reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled  An  Act 
for  giving  further  faeilities  for  the  transmission  of 

letters  by  post,  and  for  the  regulating  the  duties 
of  postage  tliereon,  and  for  other  purposes  relating 
to  the  Post-office." 

And  whereas  a  postal  convention  has  been 
made  and  entered  into  between  Her  Msgesty's 
Government  and  the  Government  of  the  Republic 
of  the  Uruguay. 

Now,  for  the  purpose  of  better  carrying  into 
effect  the  terms  of  such  convention^  wcy  the  under- 
signed, being  two  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her 
l^jesty's  IVeasury,  do,  in  exercise  of  the  powers 
and  authorities  in  us  for  such  purpose  vested  in 
and  by  the  said  recited  Acts,  and  of  all  other 
powers  and  authorities  enabling  us  in  this  behalf, 
direct : 

That  on  every  letter  not  exceeding  half  an 
ounce  in  weight,  posted  in  or  addressed  to 
any  part  of  tiie  Bepublic  of  the  Uruguay, 
and  transmitted  by  the  post  between  any  part 
of  the  United  Kingdom  and  any  port  in  the 
Republic  of  the  Uruguay,  there  shall  be 
charged,  taken,  and  paid,  in  lieu  of  any  rates 
of  British  postage  now  payable  by  law  on 
Buch  letters,  an  uniform  rate  of  British 
postage  of  one  shilling. 

And  we  further  direct,  that  on  every  letter, 
not  exceeding  half  an  ounce  in  weight,  posted  in 
or  addressed  to  any  part  of  the  Republic  of  the 

Uruguay,  transmitted  by  the  post  between  any 
port  in  the  Repui)lic  of  the  Uruguay  and  any  of 
Her  M^esty's  colonies  or  possessions,  or  any 
foreign  country,  through  the  United  Kingdom, 
there  shall  be  charged  and  taken,  in  lieu  of  any 
rates  of  British  postage  now  payable  by  law  on 
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mch  letters,  the  rates  of  British  postage  foUowiog ; 
that  is  to  say : 

For  the  conveyance  of  every  such  letter  between 
any  port  in  the  Republic  of  the  Uruguay  and 
any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom,  a  rate  of 
one  shilling. 

And  for  the  conveyance  of  every  such  letter 
between  tlie  port  in  tlic  United  Kingdom 
of  the  departure  or  arrival  of  the  packet 
or  ship  conveying  the  same,  and  the  colony 
or  foreign  country  to  or  from  which  the 
siime  ehall  be  forwarded,  such  a  further 
or  additional  rate  of  postage  as  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  charged  and  payable  for 
British  postage  on  letters  posted  or  delivered 
at  the  port  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  the 
departure  or  arrival  of  the  packet  or  ship 
conveying  the  same,  and  transmitted  direct 
between  such  port  and  such  colony  or 
foreign  country. 

And  we  further  direct,  that  on  every  letter 
transmitted  as  is  mentioned  in  this  Warrant,  ex- 
ceeding half  an  ounce  in  weight,  there  shall  be 
charged,  taken,  and  paid  progressive  and  addi- 
tional rates  of  postage  as  follows ;  that  is  to  say : 

For  every  letter,  exceedinor  half  an  ounce  in 

weight,   but  not  exceeding  one  ounce  in 

weight,  two  rates  of  postage. 
If  exceeding  one  ounce  but  not  exceeding  two 

ounces  in  weight,  four  rates  of  postage. 
If  exceeding  two  ounces  but  not  exceeding 

three  ounces  in  weight,  six  rnte^»  ol  postage. 
If  exceeding  three  ounces  but  not  exceeding 

four  ounces  in  weight,  eight  rates  of  postage. 
And  for  every  ounce  in  weight  above  the  weight 

of  four  ounces  there  shall  be  charged  and 

taken  two  additional  rates  of  pobiuge,  and

every  fraction  of  an  ounce  above  the  weight 
of  four  ounces  s)in!l  bf  charged  as  one 
addiiiuaai  ounce,  and  each  prc^essive  and 
additional  rate  chargeable  under  this  danae 
shall  be  estimated  and  charged  at  the  sum 
which  any  sucli  letter  would  be  charged  with 
under  this  Warrant  if  not  exceeding  half  an 
ounce  m  weight. 

And  we  further  direct,  that  printed  books, 
printed  magazines,  printed  reviews,  printed  pam* 
phlets  (whether  British,  colonial^  or  foreign), 
posted  in  the  United  Kingdom,  addressed  to  the 
Republic  of  the  Uruguay,  or  posted  in  the  Re- 
public of  the  Uruguay,  addressed  to  the  United 
Ejngdom,  may  be  transmitted  bj  the  poet  between 
any  part  of  the  United  Eingd(»a  and  the  Republic 
of  the  Uni;;uay,  subject  to  tli**  si'vcrnl  regulations 
and  British  rates  hereinaiter  contained ;  that  is 
to  ^ay : 

On  every  packet,  consisting  of  a  single  printed 
book,  or  printed  magazine  or  printed  review, 
or  printeil  pamphlet,  the  several  sheets  or 
parts  of  which,  when  more  than  one,  shall  be 
sewed  or  bound  together,  if  not  exceeding 
half  a  pound  in  weight,  there  shall  be  diarged 
and  ti^^  one  uniform  rate  of  postage  of 
six  pence. 

And  on  every  such  packet,  if  exceeding  half  a 
poand,  and  not  exceeding  one  pound  in 
weight,  there  shall  be  charg^  and  taken  one 

uniform  rate  of  postage  of  one  shilling. 
And  on  every  such  packet,  if  execfdin^  one 
pound  and  not  exceeding  two  pounds  in 
weieht,  there  shall  be  chaii^  and  taken  one 
uniform  rate  of  p<wtage  of  two  stnUings. 
And  every  such  packet,  if  exceeding  two 
pounils  and  not  exceeding  three  pounds 
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in  weight,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken 

one  uniform  rate  of  pojitage  of  three 
shillings. 

And  for  every  additional  one  potmd  in  weight 
of  any  «nch  packet,  above  the  weight  of  three 
pounds,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  an 
additional  rate  of  postage  of  one  shilling,  and 
every  fraction  of  such  additional  pound,  shall 
be  charged  as  an  additional  pound. 

And  we  f  urther  order  and  direct,  that  no  such 
packet,  if  containing  more  than  one  printed  book, 
or  printed  magazine,  or  printed  review  or  printed 
pamphlet,  or  containing  any  paper  or  thing  besides 

a  printed  book,  printed  magazine,  or  printed 
review  or  printed  pamphlet,  or  containing  any 
printed  book,  printed  magazine,  printed  review,  or 
printed  pamphlet,  the  several  sheets  or  parta 
of  which,  when  more  than  one,  shall  not  be  sewed 
or  bound  together,  or  which  packet,  in  length  or 
breudili,  or  width  or  depth,  shall  exceed  the 
dimensions  of  two  feet  or  twenty-four  inches,  shall 
be  forwarded  by  the  post  under  the  provisions 
aforesaid.

or  written  thereon  or  upon  the  cover  or  envelope 
thereof,  the  words  "  On  Her  Mi^esty's  service,** 
and  also  the  name  of  the  department  to  pablie 
office  from  which  the  packet  shall  be  forwarded, 
together  with  the  name  of  :nty  public  officer 
employed  in,  or  belonging  to,  any  such  department 
or  office  who  may  be  authorised  to  affix  hia 
name  to  letters  and  padcets  sent  by  the  post  as 
a  certificate  that  they  are  on  the  public  service. 

And  in  order  to  prevent  any  obstacles  to  the  due 
and  regular  transmission  of  letters  by  the  post, 
we  fnr&er  direct,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any 
officer  of  the  Poet-office  in  the  United  Kingdom 
to  delay  tlie  transmission  of  any  book  packet, 
posted  or  forwarded  by  the  post  under  the  pro- 
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Tisions  of  this  Warrant,  either  for  the  space  of 
tvrciitv-four  hours  from  the  time  at  which  (or,  at 
bis  option,  until  the  despatch  of  the  mail  next  after 
that  by  which)  the  same  oaght  otherwise  to  have 
been  forwarded  by  him. 

And  we  further  order  and  direct,  that  if  any 
book  packet  sent,  or  tendered,  or  delivered,  in 
order  to  be  sent  by  tlie  post  under  the  provisions 
of  tliiH  present  Warrant,  shall  contain  any  paper 
or  thing  besides  a  printed  book,  printed  magazine, 
printed  review,  or  printed  pamphlet,  and  the 
binding  thereof,  or  shall  hare  any  .writing  or 
niarks  upon  the  same,  or  upon  the  cover  or 
envelope  thereof,  except  the  name  and  address  of

DECLARATION. 

IT  is  with  deep  regret  that  Her  Majesty  an- 
nounces the  failure  of  Her  anxious  and  pro- 
tracted endeavours  to  preserve  for  Her  People 
and  for  Europe  the  blessings  of  peace. 

The  unprovoked  aggression  of  the  Emperor  of 
Russia  against  the  Sublime  Porte  has  been  per- 
sisted in  with  such  disregard  of  consequences, 
that  after  the  rejection  by  the  Emperor  of  Russia 
of  terms  which  the  Emperor  of  Austria,  the 
Emperor  of  the  French,  and  the  King  of  Prussia, 
as  well  as  Her  Majesty,  considered  just  and 
equitable.  Her  ^fajesty  is  compelled  by  a  sense 
of  what  is  due  to  the  honour  of  Her  Crown,  tor 
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Ihe  interests  of  Her  People,  uid  tofhe  independ- 
ence of  the  States  of  Europe,  to  come  forward  in 
defence  of  an  Ally  whose  territory  is  invndefl,  and 
wbofie  dignity  and  independence  are  a&sailed. 

Her  Majesty,  in  justification  of  the  coone  she 
is  about  to  pursue,  refers  to  the  tnnaectiooa  in 
which  Her  JNInjesty  has  heon  enirnir*'^!. 

The  Emperor  of  Russia  had  some  cause  of  com- 
plaint against  the  Sultan  with  reference  to  the 
setdement,  which  His  Highness  had  sanctioned,  of 
the  conflicting  claims  of  the  Greek  and  Latin 
Churches  to  a  portion  of  the  Holy  Places  of 
Jerusalem  and  it^  neighbourhood.  To  the  com- 
plaint of  the  Emperor  of  Ku.s.-ia  on  this  head, 
justice  was  done;  and  Her  Majesty's  Ambassador 
at  Constantinople  had  the  aatiafacUon  of  promoting 

arrangement  to  which  no  exception  was  taken 
by  the  Rus^^u'.n  Government. 

But  while  the  Russian  Government  repeatedly 
assured  the  Government  of  Her  Majesty  that  the 
IGsaion  of  Prince  Menchikoff  to  Constantinople 
was  ezdnsively  directed  to  the  settlement  of  the 
question  of  the  Holy  Place?  nt  Jerusalem,  Prince 
Menchikoff  himself  pressed  upon  the  Porte  otlier 
demands  of  a  far  more  serious  and  iuiportaai 
character,  the  nature  of  which  he  in  the  first  in- 
Etance  endeavoured,  as  far  as  possible^  to  conceal 
from  Her  Majchty'.-^  Ambassador.  And  these 
demands,  thus  studiously  concealed,  alTected  not 
the  privileges  of  the  Greek  Church  at  Jerusalem, 
bnt  the  podtion  of  manj  millions  of  Turkish  sub- 
jects in  their  relations  to  their  SoTcretgn'the 
Sultan. 

These  demands  were  rejected  by  the  spOQ* 
taneous  decision  of  the  Sublime  Torte. 

Two  assurances  had  been  given  to  Her  Majesty; 
one,  that  the  SCasion  of  Ft&ce  Menchikoff  only 
regarded  the  Holy  Places ;  the  other,  that  his 
M^on  would  be  of  a  conciliatory  character. 
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In  both  respects  H«r  Migestjr'B  josfcezpeotatioiu 

were  disappointed. 

Deomndfi  were  made  whicli,  in  the  opiiuua  of 
tbe  Sidtaiit  extended  to  the  sttbstftatiofi  of  the 
Emperor  of  Basna'B  authority  for  Ids  own, 

over  a  large  portion  of  his  subjects  ;  and  those 
demands  were  enforced  by  a  thront :  and  wiien 
Her  Mi^esty  learnt  that^  on  Hunouucing  the 
termiiistioa  of  his  Mission,  FriDce  MeDchilcoff 
declared  that  the  refusal  of  his  demands  would 
impose  upon  the  Imperial  Government  the  neces- 
sity of  seeking  a  guarantee  by  its  own  power,  Her 
Majesty  thought  proper  that  Her  Fleet  should 
leave  Malt^  and,  in  co-operation  with  that  of 
His  Miyesty  the  Emperor  of  the  Firencb,  take  up 
its  station  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Dardanelles. 

So  long  as  the  negotiation  bore  an  amicable 
character  Her  Majesty  refrained  from  any  de- 
monstration of  torce.  But  when,  in  addition  to 
the  assemblage  of  large  military  forces  on  the 
frontier  of  Tutkey,  the  Ambassador  of  Russia 
intimated  that  serious  conspqufnces  would  ensue 
from  (he  refusal  of  the  >Sultan  to  comply  with 
unwarrantable  demands,  Her  Majesty  deemed  it 
right,  in  conjunction  with  the  Emperor  of  the 
Fhmch,  to  giye  an  taiquestionab\e  proof  of  Her 
detcnni nation  to  support  the  SoTereign  rights  of 
the  Sultan. 

The  Russian  Government  has  maintamed  that 
the  determination  of  the  Emperor  to  occupy  the 
Prindi»litie8  was  taken  in  consequence  of  tiie 
advance  of  the  Fleets  of  England  and  France. 
But  tlic  menace  of  invasion  of  the  Turkish  ter- 
ritory was  conveyed  in  Count  Nesseirode's  Note 
to  Rechid  Pacha,  of  the  Alay,  and  re-stated  in 
his  Despatch  to  Baron  Brunnqw,  of  the  ^j-j^ 
which  announced  the  determination  of  the  Em* 
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peror  of  Russia  to  order  his  troops  to  occvpj  the 
Principalities,  if  the  Forte  did  not  within  a  week 
eomplj  with  the  demands  of  Russia. 

The  Despatch  to  Her  M^estj's  Ambassador, 
at  Constantinople,  anthoriaing  him  in  certain 
specified  contingendes  to  send  for  tiie  British 
Fleet,  was  dated  the  31st  May,  and  the  order  aent 
direct  from  England  to  Her  Majest/s  Admiral 
to  proceed  to  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Dardanelles^ 
was  dated  the  2nd  of  J une. 

The  determination  to  occupy  the  Principalities 
was  therefore  taken  before  the  orders  for  tlie 
advance  of  the  combined  squadrons  Avore  i^iveu. 

The  Sultan's  Minister  was  iniorrnt  d  that  unless 
he  signed  within  a  week,  and  ^vitllout  the  change 
of  a  word,  the  Note  proposed  to  tlie  Porte  by 
Prince  MenchikoflT,  on  the  eve  of  his  departure 
from  Constant! !M J )lc,  tho  Principalities  of  Molda- 
via and  Wallachia  would  bo  occupied  by  Russian 
Troops.  The  Sultan  could  not  accede  to  so 
insulting  a  demand  ;  but  when  the  actual  occupa- 
tion of  the  Principalities  took  place,  the  Saltan 
did  not,  as  he  might  have  done  in  the  exercise  of 
bis  undoubted  right,  declare  war»  but  addressed  a 
Protest  to  his  Allies. 

Her  Majesty,  in  coigunetion  with  the  Sovereigns 
of  Austria,  France,  and  Fmssia,  has  made  various 
attempts  to  meet  any  just  demands  of  the  Emperor 
of  Russia  without  affecting  the  digni^  and  inde- 
pendence of  the  Sultan ;  and  had  it  been  the  sole 
object  of  Bussia  to  obtidn  security  fbr  the  enjoy- 
ment by  the  Christian  subjects  of  the  Porte  of 
their  privileges  and  immunities,  she  would  have 
found  it  in  the  otFers  that  have  been  made  by  the 
Sultan.  But  as  that  security  was  not  oflered  in 
the  shape  of  a  special  and  sejiarute  stipulation  w  ith 
Bussioy  it  was  r^ected.  Twice  has  this  oifer  been 
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made  by  the  Sultan,  and  recommended  hy  the 
Four  Powers,  once  by  a  note  originally  prepared 
at  Yi«Diia,  and  snbaeqiieiitly  modified  bj  fbe 
Forte,  once  by  tlie  proposal  of  bases  of  negotiation 
agreed  upon  at  Constantinople  on  the  31st  of 
Decembor.  and  approved  at  Vienna  on  the  13th 
of  January,  as  otfering  to  the  two  parties  the 
means  of  amTing  at  an  understanding  In  a  be- 
ooming  and  honourable  manner. 

It  is  thus  manifest  that  n  right  for  Russia  to 
interfere  in  the  ordinary  relations  of  Turkish 
subjects  to  their  Sovereign,  and  not  the  happiness 
of  Christian  commomties  in  Turkey,  was  ^ 
olgect  sought  for  by  the  Russian  Goyemment ;  to 
such  a  demand  the  Sult;in  would  not  submit,  and 
His  Highness,  in  self-defence,  declared  war  upon 
Russia,  but  Her  Majesty  novertlieless,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  Her  Allies,  has  not  ceased  h^  endeavours 
to  restore  peace  between  the  contending  parties. 

The  time  has  however  now  arrived  when  the 
advice  and  remonstrances  of  the  Four  Powers 
having  proved  wholly  ineflTectual,  and  the  military 
preparations  of  Russia  becoming  daily  more  ex* 
tended,  it  is  but  too  obvious  that  tiie  Emperor  el 
Russia  has  entered  upon  a  course  of  policy  whicb^ 
if  unchecked,  must  lead  to  the  destruction  c£  the 
Ottoman  Empire. 

In  this  conjuncture,  Her  Majesty  feels  called 
upon  by  regard  for  an  Ally,  the  integrity  and 
independence  of  whose  empire  have  been  recog* 
nized  as  essential  to  the  p-'tu-f  of  Europe,  by  the 
sympathies  of  Her  people  with  right  against  wrong, 
by  a  desire  to  avert  from  Her  dominions  most 
izyurious  conseqnences,  and  to  save  Europe 
tnm  the  preponderance  of  a  Power  which  has 
violated  the  faith  of  Treaties,  and  defies  the 
Opinion  of  the  civilized  world,  to  take  up  arms  in 
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oonjunctioii  with  the  Emperor  of  the  Freneh,  for 
the  Mence  of  the  Salteo. 

Her  Majesty  is  persuaded  that  in  so  acting  she 
will  }ui\  0  tilt  cordial  support  of  Her  people  ;  and 
that  tlie  pi  i'ti  xt  of  zeal  for  tlie  Christian  religion 
will  be  ubed  in  vain  to  cover  an  aggression  under- 
taken in  disregard  (tf  its  holj  precepts,  and  of  its 
pure  and  beneficent  spirit. 

Her  Majesty  huniiily  trusts  that  Her  efforts 
may  be  successful,  au  l  that,  by  the  l)le.<sing  of 
Providence,  peace  may  be  re-establi&hed  on  safe 
and  solid  foandations.

DECLAEATION. 

Her  Miqestj  the  Qoeen  of  the  XTnited 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  having 

been  compelled  to  take  up  arm'^  in  support  of  an 
Ally,  is  desirous  of  rendering  the  war  as  little 
onerous  as  possible  to  the  Powers  with  whom  6lie 
remains  at  peace.  ' 

To  preserve  the  commerce  of  neutrals  from  all  • 
unnecessary  obstruction,  Her  M^esty  is  willing, 
for  the  procnt,  to  waive  a  part  of  the  bellip^eront 
rights  appertaining  to  Her  by  the  law  of  nations. 

It  is  impossible  for  Her  M^esty  to  forego  the 
ezereise  of  her  right  of  seiang  articles  oontrsband 
of  war,  and  of  preventing  neutrals  from  bearing 
the  enemy's  despatches,  and  <hi'  must  maintain 
the  right  of  a  belligerent  to  pn  vent  neutrals  from 
breaking  any  effective  blockade  which  may  be 
established  with  an  adequate  force  against  the 
enemy*s  forts,  harbours,  cor  coasts. 

But  Her  ]Vffijf"^ty  will  waive  the  rip:lit  nf  seizing 
enemy's  propertv  ladon  on  board  a  neutral  VCSSely 
unless  it  be  conuabur.d  oi  war. 
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It  is  not  Her  Mi^et^t  intentum  to  datm  the 

conti5/*ntion  of  neutral  property,  not  being  contra- 
band of  war,  found  on  board  enemy's  ships,  and 
Her  Miyesty  further  declares,  that  being  anxioua 
to  leaeen  as  much  as  potdble  the  e?i]s  ^war,  and 
to  restrict  its  operations  to  the  regakrlj  ovganuBed 
forces  of  the  country,  it  is  not  her  present  intention 
to  issiui  letters  of  marque  fot  the  <wmpiigaM>!W"g 
of  pri\  :it  eers.

within  any  of  his  countries,  territories,  or  do- 
minioBSi  and  bring  the  ssme  to  judgment  in  sodi 
Cotirts  of  Adniniltj  within  Her  Ifqesty's 
dominions,  possessions,  or  colonie?,  ?hnll 
be  duly  commissionated  to  take  cognizance 
Uiereof.

shall  extend  to  any  ships  or  vesstjls  specified  or  com- 
prized in  a  certain  Order  of  Her  Majesty  in  Council, 
dated  this  twenty-ninth  day  of  March,  for  ex- 
empting from  capture  or  detention  Russian  vessels 
under  special  circumstances  ;  and  Her  Majesty  is 
pleased  further  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered, 
that  the  utmost  care  be  taken  for  the  preservation 
of  all  and  every  part  of  the  cargoes  on  board 
any  of  the  said  ships  or  vessels,  so  that  no  damage 
or  embezzlement  whatever  be  sustained  ;  and  the 
Right  Honourable  the  Lords  Commissioners  of 
Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  the  Lords  Commissioners 
of  the  Admiralty,  and  the  Lord  Warden  of  the 
Cinque  Ports,  are  to  give  the  necessary  directions 
herein  as  to  them  may  respectively  appertain.

Whereas  by  Our  Ottlcr  in  Council,  bear- 
ing date  the  twenty-ninth  «i;iy  nf  March,

against  the  ships,  goads,  and  subjects  of  the

which  Our  license  has  been,  or  may  be  granted, 
or  which  liovo  ])een  directed  to  be  released  from 
the  embargo,  uud  have  not  since  arrived  at  any 
foreign  port),  so  that  Our  fleets  and  ships  shall 
and  may  lawfully  sdse  all  shipib  vcisele,  and  goods 
belonging  to  the  Emperor  of  all  the  Rosaias  or 
his  subjects,  or  others  inhabiting  within  any  of 
his  countries,  lcrritori»'«,  (^r  doiniiiions,  and  bring 
the  same  to  judgment  in  any  of  the  Courts  of 
Admiralty  within  Our  dominioiu^  duly  autho* 
rized  and  i*equired  to  take  cognizance  thereof.

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thereoni  dial!  appoation  to  audi  Ally  or  AIlieB  a  shawi 
or  ibares  of  ihe  proceeds  of  audi  prue  or  piiie^ 

proportionate  to  the  number  of  officers  an(!  men, 
&c.,  pre-Sf-nt  and  employed  on  ihe  part  of  such 
Ally  or  Allies,  as  compared  with  the  number  of 
offieera  aod  men,  &c,  preient  and  employed  on 
Oar  behalf  in  such  capture  or  d^ttores,  without 
reference  to  their  rr?pcrtivf  rafika;  and  the  share 
or  share?  so  set  apart  tor  such  Ally  or  Allies 
fihali  be  transmitted  to  such  persons  as  may  be 
duly  amhorifled  on  behalf  <^  audi  All j  or  AJUoa 
to  receive  the  aame. 

Ships  or  vessels  being  in  sight  of  the  prize,  as 
ftlsio  of  the  captor,  under  circumstances  to  cause 
intunidation  to  the  enemy  and  encouragement  to 
the  captor,  shall  be  alone  entitled  to  shue  aa  joint 
captors. 

After  having  deducted  the  portion  set  apart  as 
aforesaid  for  Our  Allies,  a  diPtribntiou,  so  far  as 
r^ards  Her  Majesty's  Forces,  shall  be  as  follows: 

The  flag  officer  or  officers  shall  have  one* 
twentieth  ^urt  of  the  whole  net  prooeeda  arising 
from  prizea  captured  from  the  enemy,  by  any  4^ 
the  ships  or  vessels  under  his  or  their  command, 
and  of  the  rewards  conferred  for  the  same,  accord- 
ing to  the  I'oilowing  conditions  aud  modifications, 
sare  and  ezc^t  aa  hereinafter  provided  and 
directed,  that  is  to  say : 

When  there  is  but  one  flag  oflicer,  lie  shall 
have  the  entire  one-twentieth  part;  when  two  flag 
officers  shall  be  sharing  together,  the  chief  shall 
have  two^hlr^,  and  the  other  flag  officer  diaU 
have  the  remaining  one-third  of  the  one*twentieth 
part;  and  when  there  sliall  be  more  than  two  flag 
offiof'rs,  the  chief  shall  have  one  half  of  the  said 
oiie-iweutieth  part  and  the  remaining  half  sliall  be 
equally  divided  among  the  junior  flag  officers; 
eommodores  of  the  fint  cdaai  and  captaina 
of  ihe  fleet  to  share  aa  flag  offioera:  provided 
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•Iwsya  that  no  flag  officer,  miless  nctuaDjr  on 
board  anj  of  Our  ships  or  vessels  of  war,  and  al 
the  actnal  taking,  nnking,  homing,  or  otheririae 

destroying  any  ship  or  ships  of  war,  privateer  or 
privateers,  belonging  to  the  enemy,  shall  share  in 
the  di^tiibiition  of  any  head  money  or  bounty 
money  granted  as  a  reward  for  taking,  sinking, 
burning,  or  otherwise  destroying  any  such 
ship  or  vessel  of  the  enemy. 

That  no  flag  ofTicer  coniinaiKliitg  in  any  port  in 
the  United  King  i  iu  shaii  share  in  the  proceeds 
of  any  prize  captured  from  tlie  ^-neravj  by  any 
ship  or  vessel  which  .shall  sail  i'mm  or  leave  such 
port  hy  order  of  the  Lord  High  Admiral,  or  of 
Our  Commis'^i oners  for  executing  the  OMce  of 
Lord  High  AdmiraL 

That  when  ships  or  vessels  under  the  command 
of  several  flag  officers  belonging  to  separate  stations 
shall  be  joint  captors,  each  flag  officer  shall  reoet^e 
a  proportion  of  the  one-twentieth  part,  accordiiig 
to  the  number  of  officers  and  ynen  present  under 
the  command  of  each  such  flag  officer ;  and  when 
any  ship  or  vessel  under  orders  from  the  Lord 
High  Admiral,  or  from  Our  (Tonimissionen  for 
executing  the  Office  of  Lord  High  Admiral,  are 
joint  captors  with  other  ships  or  vessels,  under  a 
flag  or  flags,  the  like  regulations  as  to  the  appor* 
tionment  of  the  flag  share  to  the  flag  officer  or 
officers  is  to  be  observer!. 

With  reference  to  Hag  officers,  it  is  to  be  noted  : 
that  when  an  inferior  flag  officer  is  sent  to  rein- 
force a  superior  officer  on  any  station,  the  suprrior 
flag  officer  shall  not  siiare  in  any  prize  taken  by 
the  inferior  flag  officer  before  he  ha<  arrived 
within  the  limits  of  that  station,  unless  the  interior 
otiicer  ?hn\\  have  received  some  order  directly 
from,  and  shall  be  acting  in  exeention  of  fiome 
order  issued  by,  such  superior  tlag  otiicer.

has  passed  the  limits  of  the  station,  or  after  hr;  haa 
surrendered  the  command  to  onotlier  tiag  officer 
appointed  by  the  Admifilty  to  eonunaiid  In  cfaidT 
i^Min  such  station. 

An  inferior  flag  ofRcer  quitting  nny  station 
(except  when  detached  by  orders  from  his  com- 
mander-in-chief upon  a  special  service,  accom- 
panied with  orders  to  retnm  to  audi  station  as 
soon  as  the  seirioe  has  been  perfimnad),  shall 
have  no  share  in  prizes  taken  by  the  ships  and 
ve8S<'1>^  remnining  on  the  station,  after  he  haa 
passed  liie  limits  thereof.  In  like  manner,  flag 
othcers  remaining  on  such  station  shall  not  share 
in  the  prises  tsken  by  sneh  inferior  officer,  or  by 
ships  or  veuels  under  his  inunediatc  command^ 
after  he  bus  r[nittpd  the  limits  of  the  Station^ 
except  he  Las  been  detached  as  aforesaid, 

A  commander-in-chief  or  other  tiag  officer  be- 
longing to  any  station  shall  not  share  in  any  prize 
or  prizes  taken  out  of  the  limits  of  that  station 
by  any  ship  or  vessel  under  the  command  of  a 
flni!  olHcer  of  any  other  station,  or  under  orders 
from  Our  Ck>mmis8ioncr8  of  the  Admiralty,  unless 
soeh  eonimander*in-chief  or  flag  officer  is  expressly 
anthorised  by  Our  said  Commissioners  to  take  the 
oonunand  of  that  station  in  which  the  prize  or 
prizes  i«  or  are  taken,  and  shall  actually  have 
taken  upon  him  such  command. 

Every  commodore  having  a  captain  under  him 
diaU  be  esteemed  a  flag  officer  with  renect  to  the 
twentieth  part  of  prizes  taken,  whether  he  be 
etnnmanding  in  chief  or  serving  under  command. 

The  first  captain  to  the  admiral  and  com- 
mander-in-chief of  Our  fleet,  and  also  the  tirst 
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captain  to  any  flag  officer  appointed  to  oommand 

a  fleet  of  ten  ships  of  the  line  or  upwards,  shall 
bo  (locmer!  to  be  a  flag  officer  for  the  purpose  of 
sharing  iu  prize,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  share 
therein  as  the  junior  flag  officer  of  such  fleet. 

Any  officer  on  board  any  of  Our  abtps  of  war 
at  the  time  of  eaptnring  any  pvise  or  prizes,  who 
liive  more  commissions  than  one,  shall  be 
entith'fl  only  to  share  in  such  prirc  or  prized 
according  to  the  share  allotted  to  him  hy  the 
abore-mentioned  diatribotion  in  respect  to  lua 
superior  commission  or  office. 

And  with  reference  to  other  ofTinf-r^  it  is  to  be 
noted  :— that  a  captain,  commander,  or  either  com- 
manding officer  of  a  ship  or  vessel,  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  under  the  command  of  a  flag,  when  he  shall 
hare  reeeiTed  some  order  from,  or  be  acting  in 
the  execution  of  some  order  issued  by,  a  flag 
officer,  whether  he  be,  or  be  not  within  the  limits 
of  the  station  of  such  iiag  officer ;  and  in 
the  event  of  his  being  directed  to  join  a  flag 
offleer  on  any  rtatikm  be  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
under  the  command  of  such  flag  officer  from  the 
time  when  he  arrives  within  the  limits  of  the 
station,  which  circum;«tance  is  always  to  be  care- 
fully noted  in  the  log  book  ;  and  it  bhall  be  con* 
sidered  that  he  continoes  under  the  flog  officer  of 
such  station,  until  he  shall  have  received  some 
order  directly  from  or  be  acting  in  the  ♦•xefiition 
of  some  order  issued  by  some  other  fliirr  ofii  n  r,  duly 
authorized,  or  by  the  Lord  High  Adiiurai,  or  Our 
Commissioners  ibr  executing  the  Office  of  Lord 
High  AdmiraL 

And  We  hereby  direct,  that  the  captain,  com- 
mander, lieutenunt  commanding,  mn-ti  r  connuand- 
ing,  or  any  other  othcer,  duly  commanding  any  ship, 
sloop  or  veMd  cf  war,  singly  taking  any  prize  froin 
the  enemy,  that  is  to  say,  the  o&er  actoally  In 
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command  at  the  time,  shall  have  one-eighth  of  the 
remainder,  or  if  there  is  no  flag,  one-eighth  of 
the  entire  net  proceeds,  except  that  if  the  single 
capturing  ship  be  a  rated  ship,  having  a  com- 
mander under  the  captain,  the  commander  shall 
take  a  portion  of  the  one-eighth  part,  as  if  he 
were  commander  of  a  sloop,  according  to  the  pro- 
portion hereinafter  set  forth ;  and  if  more  than 
one  commanding  officer  of  the  same  rank  of  com- 
mand shall  be  entitled  to  share  as  joint  captors, 
the  one-eighth  shall  be  equally  divided  between 
them;  but  when  captains,  commanders,  lieutenants 
commanding,  and  masters  commanding  respec- 
tively Our  ships  and  vessels  of  war,  and  com- 
manders under  captains  in  rated  ships  shall  share 
together  in  whatever  variety  of  combination,  the 
one-eighth  shall  be  so  divided  into  parts  for  a 
graduated  apportionment  as  to  provide  for  each 
captain  receiving  six  parts;  each  commander  of 
a  sloop,  or  commander  under  a  captain  in  a  rated 
ship,  three  parts;  and  each  lieutenant  commanding, 
or  master  commanding,  or  other  officer  actually 
commanding  a  small  vessel  of  war,  two  parts; 
which  We  hereby  direct  shall  be  the  proportion  in 
which  they  shall  respectively  share  ;  commodores 
of  the  second  class  and  field  officers  of  marines, 
or  of  land  forces  serving  as  marines,  doing  duty 
as  field  officers,  above  the  rank  of  major,  to  share 
as  captains;  and  field  officers  of  marines,  or  of  land 
forces  serving  as  marines,  and  doing  duty  in  the 
rank  of  major,  to  share  as  commander  of  sloops. 

And  we  further  direct,  that  after  provision  shall 
thus  have  been  made  for  the  flag  share  (if  any) 
and  for  the  portion  of  the  commanding  officer  or 
officers,  and  others,  as  above  specified,  the  re- 
mainder of  the  net  proceeds  shall  be  distributed 
in  ten  classes,  so  that  each  officer,  man,  and  boy, 
composing  the  rest  of  the  complements  of  Our 
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diipi,  sloops,  and  Tesflels  of  war,  and  actnaU  j  on 

board  at  the  time  of  any  such  capture,  and  every 
person  present  and  assisting^,  shall  recoivp  shares 
or  a  share  according  to  his  class,  as  set  torth  in 
the  following  scale  : — 

First  Class.— Master  of  the  fleet,  inspector  of 
steam  machinery  afloat,«lien  embarked  with  a  fleet, 
medical  inspector,  or  deputy  modical  inspector, 
when  embark «hI  whh  a  licet,  forty-five  shares  each. 

— Senior  lieuteouuts  of  a  rated 
ship,  sot  bearing  a  commander,  nnder  the  cap- 
tain, secretanr  to  the  admiral  of  the  fleet  or  adnii> 
ml  commanqing  in  diief: — Tiurtj-five  shares 
each. 

Third  Class. — Sea  lieutenant,  master,  captain 
of  marines,  of  marine  artiUorj,  or  of  Umd  forces 
doing  duty  as  marines,  whether  having,'  higher 

brevet  rank  or  not,  secretary  to  an  aclmiral,  or  to 
a  commodore  of  the  first  class,  not  commanding  in 
chief,  chief  engineer  : — Twenty -eight  shares  each. 

Fourth  Class. — ^lieatenant  or  quartermaster  of 
marines,  lieutenant  of  marine  artiUery,  lieutenant, 
quartennaster,  or  ensign,  of  land  forces  doing 
duty  as  marines,  secretary  to  a  commodore  of  the 
second  class,  chaplain,  surj^eon,  paymaiitex',  naval 
instructor,  mate,  assistant-surgeon,  second  master, 
deriL  in  charge,  passed  derit,  assistant  engineer, 
gunner,  boatswain,  carpenter; — Kighteen  shares 
each. 

Fifth  Class. — Midshipman,  master's  as:<!Stant 
pilot,  clerk  {not  passed),  muster-at-uxius,  chief 
gunner's  mate^  diief  boatswain's  mate^  chief  car- 
penter's mate^  chief  captain  of  the  foreeaatle* 
admiral's  coxswain,  chief  quartermaster,  seaman's 
schoolmaster,  ship's  steward,  ship's  cook:— Ten 
•bares  each. 

Sixth  CJass.— Nml  cadets,  dei&'i  assistant, 
captainls  conwain,  ship*8  corporali  quartermaster. 
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gunner's  mate,  boatswain's  mate,  captain  of  the 
forecastle,  captain  of  the  afterguard,  captain  of 
the  hold,  captain  of  the  maintop,  captain  of  the 
foretop,  coxswain  of  the  launch,  sailmaker,  rope- 
maker,  caulker,  leading  stoker,  blacksmith,  serjeant 
of  marines,  of  marine  artillery,  or  of  land  forces 
doing  duty  as  marines: — Nine  shares  each. 

Seventh  Class. — Captain  of  the  mast,  captain 
of  the  mizentop,  yeoman  of  the  signals,  coxswain 
of  the  barge,  coxswain  of  the  pinnace,  coxswain

hy  the  Lord  High  Admiral,  or  by  our  Cornmia* 
sionera  for  executing  the  Office  of  Lord  High 
Admiral,  by  the  senior  officer  of  the  fleet  or 
squadron,  or  if  none  senior,  then  by  tlie  captain 
or  commanding  officer  of  the  capturing  ship  or 
vessel,  if  not  by  special  authority  employ^  in 
higher  capadties,  dull  share  aooording  to  the  rank 
which  thej  respectively  hold  in  the  service ;  bat 
in  all  cases  to  qualify  them  for  so  sharing,  and 
not  merely  as  supemnraeraries  in  the  ninth  class, 
due  notation  of  their  being  thus  respectively 
ordered  to  do  duty  must  have  been  made  on  the 
muster  books. 

And  with  respect  to  supernumeraries  of  ratings 
in  the  service,  below  the  dcuoini nations  of  those 
specified  in  the  fourth  class  of  this  Our  Proclama- 
tion, and  who  at  foil  ▼icttials  are  engaged  in  the 
ordinary  dnties  of  the  ship,  it  is  Our  will  and 
pleasure  that  they  sliall  always  share  according  to 
the  ratings  which  they  bear  in  thf  sfTvice. 

And,  in  order  that  Our  Koyal  iuicntions  herein 
may  be  duly  carried  into  effect,  We  further  direct 
diat  when  any  eapture  is  made  from  the  enemy, 
the  captains  or  commanding  officera  of  Our  ships 
or  vcR?;el-;  of  war  making  the  same  shall  transmit, 
or  cause  to  be  transmitted,  as  soon  as  may  be,  to 
the  Secretary  to  the  AUiuii'alty,  a  true  and  perfect 
list  of  all  the  offieers,  seamen,  and  marines^  soldieiB 
and  otfaen^  who  were  actuary  on  board  on  the 
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occasion,  accompanied  by  a  separate  list,  coiituin- 
ii^  the  Dttmes  of  thoie  belcmging  to  the  crew  who 
were  absent  on  duty  or  otherwise  at  the  time, 
specifying  the  cause  of  such  absence.  cnc\\  list  to 
contain  the  quality  of  the  service  oi  eru  !s  person, 
together  with  the  respective  descriptions  oi  men, 
taken  from  the  description  book  of  the  ship  or 
vessel,  and  their  sereral  ratings,  to  be  sabseribed 
by  the  cajitain  or  commanding  oflBcer,  and  three 
or  four  more  of  the  chief  officers  on  board. 

And  when  the  list  of  those  actually  on  board, 
and  the  separate  list  of  persons  absent,  thmigh  be- 
longing to  the  ship  or  vessel,  shall  have  been 
verified,  on  examination  with  the  muster  books 
hvlnrf  d  as  official  records,  the  Accountant- General 
ot  Uur  Navy  shall,  upon  request,  grant  to  the 
agent  or  agents,  n<»ninated  or  appointed  by  the 
eaptors,  a  eertificate  that  snch  lists  are  correct,  or 
have  been  corrected,  as  oecaaton  uajr  reqiur^  in 
order  that  distribution  of  the  prise  or  other  pro- 
ceeds may  be  duly  made. 

And  in  the  event  of  diiHoulty  arising  with 
respect  to  any  of  the  regulations  hereby  CKrdered, 
or  if  any  case  should  occur  not  herein  provided 
for,  or  not  sulliciently  provided  for,  We  are 
pleased  hereby  to  authorise  the  Lord  High  Ad- 
miral, or  Our  Commissioners  for  executing  the 
Office  of  Lord  High  Admiral,  for  the  time  ^ng^ 
to  issoe  sudi  directions  thereupon  as  may  appear 
just  and  expedient,  which  tfirections  shall  hare 
the  same  force  and  etleet  as  if  specially  provided 
for  in  this  Our  Royal  Proclamation.

*'  Iler  Majesty  tlio  Queen  of  the  Unitr<l  King- 
dom of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  having  been 
compelled  to  take  up  Arms  in  support  of  an  Ally, 
is  desirous  of  rendering  the  War  aa  little  onerouB 
as  possible  to  the  Powers  with  whom  she  remains 
at  Peace. 

**  To  preserve  the  commerce  of  neutrals  from 
an  unnecessary  obstractioni  Her  Majesty  is 
willing,  for  the  present^  to  wsive  a  part  of  the 
belligerent  rights  appertaining  to  Her  by  the  law 
of  nations. 

^  It  is  impossible  for  Her  Majesty  to  forego  the 

exercise  of  Her  Right  of  seizing  articles  contraband 
of  war,  and  of  preventing  neutrals  from  bearing 
the  enemy's  despatclies,  and  she  must  maintain 
the  right  of  a  belligerent  to  prevent  neutrals  iVom 
breaking  any  effective  blockade  which  may  be 
established  with  nn  adequate  force  against  the 
eneiiiy's  forts,  harbours,  or  coasts. 

"  But  Her  ^Injesty  will  waive  tho  right  of 
seizing  enemy's  property  laden  on  board  a  neutral 
vessel,  unless  it  be  contraband  of  war. 

It  is  not  Her  Majesty's  intention  to  claim  tho 
confiscation  of  neutral  property*  not  being  contra- 
band of  war,  found  on  board  enemy's  ships  i  and 
Her  Mijesty  further  declares,  that  being  anxious 
to  lessen  as  much  as  possible  the  evils  of  war,  and 
to  restrict  its  operations  to  the  regularly  organised 
forces  o<  the  country*  it  is  not  Her  present  inten- 
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6on  to  issue  l€tter<«  of  marque  for  tbe  commii- 
aioning  of  privateers."

Whereas   by  an   Act,   passed  in   the  fourth 
year  of  (he  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled 
An  Act  lor  the  regulation  of  the  duties  oi 
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{MMta^B,"  certam  icales  of  weight  sad  rates  of< 

postage  were  fixed  and.  imide  chargeable  and  paj<* 
able  upon,  for,  or  in  respect  of  letters,  newspapers^ 
parliamentary  proeeedings,  and  printed  papers, 
ttansmitted  and  forwarded  bj  the  po«t»  and  varkMa 
regulations  were  made  for  fiunlitathig  tlie  trans- 
mission of  such  letters  and  papers  by  the  post 

And  whereas  hj  an  Act,  passed  in  the  eleTenth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  J^lnjestj,  intitnled 
"  An  Act  for  giving  further  facilities  for  the 
transmission  of  letters  by  post,  ami  for  the  regu- 
lating the  duties  of  postage  theri'on,  aiul  lor  uther 
purposes  relatin*?  to  the  Post-office,"  the  proviso 
concerning  the  maxitnum  weight  of  letter^  to  be 
sent  by  the  post,  as  fixed  in  and  by  the  said  tirst- 
mentioned  Act  is  repealed  ;  and  in  order  to  pre- 
Tent  packets  of  an  unwieldy  bulk,  or  an  incon- 
venient size,  being  transmitted  by  the  post,  power 
is  given  to  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Tr^cRj,  at  any  time  or  times  thereafter^  by 
Warrant  under  their  hands,  to  fix  a  mazimom 
weight  of  letters  to  be  sent  by  the  post,  and  from 
time  to  time  to  repeal  or  revoke  such  maximnm 
weight  wholly  or  in  part,  and  declare  any  other 
maximum  of  weight  in  lien  thereof ;  and  all  letters 
are  to  be  forwarded,  conveyed,  and  delivered  by  the 
post,  in  confbrmity  with  any  sneh  warrant,  and 
also  in  conformity  with^  and  under  and  svbjeet  to, 
all  snch  orders,  conditions,  limitations,  regulations, 
and  restrictions,  as  to  the  form,  size,  ordiuien  ions 
thereof,  whether  in  proportion  to  the  weight  ur 
otherwise,  as  the  Postmaster- General,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Mnjesty'g 
Treasury  shall  from  time  to  time  direct.  And 
by  the  said  Act  power  is  also  given  to  the 
Postmaster  General,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury, 
to  require  the  postage^  Britishy  Coloniali  or 
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Foreign,  of  .mj  l(?ttcrs  sent  by  the  post,  to  be 
pre-paid,  either  in  money  or  in  stamps,  as  he  may 
think  fit,  on  the  earae  being  [uit  into  the  l\)Pt- 
oilice  :  and  also,  with  such  consent,  to  al)olish  (^r 
restrict  the  pre- payment  in  money  of  postage  oa 
letiers  sent  by  the  post,  either  altogether  or  on 
certain  letten^  nod  to  require  the  pre^jment 
thereof  to  be  in  stampei  and  to  refuse  to  receive 
or  send  bj  the  poet  any  letters  tendt^red  contrary 
to  any  regulations  thereby  made.  And  it  is  also 
declared  and  enacted,  that  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Postmaster-G^eneraiy  and  any  ofllcer  of

Hauritius,  or  Hong  Kong,  skati  not  be  duly 
and  properly  pre-paid  in  money,  or  by  colonial 
atampsi  when  posted^  the  same  shall  and  may  be 
detained  and  opened  atluiy  place  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  and,  at  the  option  of  the  Postmaster- 
Cieaerait  shall  he  either  latuxBcd  4>r  given  ap  to

the  tender  thereof^  or  be  given  np  to  the  peraoa 
to  whom  it  shall  be  addreaeed,  or  be  forwarded 
to  the  place  of  its  dotftiiuttion  ;  and  any  such 
packet,  on  being  so  retamed,  given  up,  or  for- 
warded, shall  be  chargeable  with  the  like  amount, 
of  postage  to  which  it  would  have  been  liable  aa 
a  letter. 

And  we  further  direct,  that  noihiiig  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  extend  to  any 
packets  -cut  throtigh  France,  or  any  other  luiciga 
country  to  which  a  transit  rate  of  postage  would 
be  payable  thereon,  nor  to  any  packets  4ent  by 
private  sliips. 

And  we  further  direct,  that  the  terms,  *'  printed 
books"  and  printed  booki"  used  in  this  Warranty 
•hall  include  a  prints  mngazine,  printed  review, 
and  printed  pamphlet ;  and  that  the  term«  **  by 
the  post***  need  in  this  Warrant  shall,  aa  to 
the  sea  conveyance  include  thQ  conveyance  by. 
packet-boat,  and  shall  also  include  the  conveyanca 
through  Kgypt,  so  long  aa  no  transit  rate  of  post- 
$ge  be  payable  thereon  ;  and  that  the  term  East 
Indies,"  used  in  this  Warrant,  shall  be  eonstnied 
to  mean  every  port  or  place  in  Asia  within  the 
limits  of  the  Charter  of  the  East  India  Company 
(Cliina,  Ilun^ic  Kong,  Ceylon,  the  Mauritius,  Java, 
Borneo,  and  Australia,  excepted),  and  that  the 
several  other  terms  and  expressions  used  ia  this 
Warrant,  shall  be  cunairued  to  have  the  lik^ 
nieaning,  in  all  respects,  as  tliey  m  ouid  have  had 
if  inserttd  ii)  the  said  Act,  passed  in  the  fourtl;^ 
year  of  the  reign  of  Iler  present  Majesty. 

And  we  further  direct,  that  this  W^arrant  shall 
come  into  operation  on  the  nineteenth  day  o( 
April,  18o4. 

Provided  lastly,  and  we  do  hereby  declare  and 
direct,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Conimisaionera 
for  the  time  beings  of  Her  Aliyeity'a  XreaSHry^  o« 
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any  two  of  them,  hy  Warrant,  under  their  hands, 
at  any  time  hereafter,  to  alter  or  reptiul  any  ol'  the 
rates  hereby  fixed  or  ahered,  or  the  veguLaions 
hereby  made,  and  to  make  and  establish  any  new 
or  other  rates  or  reguhitions  in  lieu  thereof,  and, 
from  time  to  time,  to  apiMiint  at  what  time  thd 
rates  that  may  be  payable  are  to  be  paid.

NOTIFICATION, 

General  Board  of  HeaUh^  fFhUekatt^ 
AprU  17,  1854. 
The  General  Board  of  Health  deem  it  their 
doty  to  warn  Boards  of  6iiardianB»  Local  Boards 
of  Health,  Parochial  Boards,  and  other  local 
authorities  against  placing  a  false  security  in 
the  prcbciit  apparent  disappearance  of  epidemic 
cholera. 

It  is  of  the  last  importance  to  bear  in  mind  that 
a  similar  decline  ot'  the  pestilence  took  place  at 
corresponding  periods  ol  its  progress  on  both  its 
former  visitations. 

The  attack  of  1831  was  premonitory  of  a  more 
severe  and  wide-spread  outbreak  in  1832. 

The  epidemic  of  1848,  which  in  the  autumn  of 
that  jear  numbered  nearly  one  thousand  victims 
in  the  metropolis^  almost  wholly  disappeared  in 
the  spring,  yet  returned  with  redoubled  violence 
in  the  summer,  destroyed  nearly  two  thousand 
persons  weekly  for  several  weeks  in  succession, 
and  produced,  including  deaths  from  diarrhcesi  a 
total  mortality  of  more  than  17,C)00. 

In  like  manner,  the  outbreak  of  last  autumn, 
which  eommoDoed  with  greater  virulenee  than  the 
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epidemic  of  1848,  and  destroyed  in  the  metropolis 
during  the  first  months  of  its  coarse  double  the 
number  of  victimsy  has  been  followed  by  n.  lull, 
which  lias  been  more  complete  than  that  of  1849. 
But  within  the  last  month  the  disease  has  again 
become  more  active,  and  a  gradual  increase  has 
taken  place  in  the  number  of  deaths,  raisings  for 
this  mouthy  the  total  deaths  in  England  and 
Scotland  to  twice  the  amount  of  the  corresponding 
period  of  1H49.  The  analogjr  of  the  preceding 
yisitntions  therefore  justifies  the  apprehension  that 
the  disease,  instead  of  havin*:^  ceased,  is  in  its 
period  of  incubation,  and  that  the  epickjiiic,  in 
its  decided  Ibriii  and  full  force,  is  yet  to  come. 

The  modifications  in  its  character  which  the  pes- 
tilence has  recently  exhibited,  are  of  a  nature  to 
render  it  doubly  necessary  that  the  first  indications 
of  its  appearance  in  n  locality  should  be  vigihinllj 
watched.  In  the  maiority  oi  the  places  which  it 
has  hitherto  attacked,  it  has  seized  its  victims  more 
suddenly  and  hurried  them  through  its  fatal  course 
with  greater  rapidity  than  on  anj  preceding  yisi* 
tation. 

One  stage  of  the  disease,  formerly  well  marked, 
and  of  the  utmost  value  with  reference  to  the 
opportunity  afforded  for  the  application  of  the 
means  of  prevention^  is  now  generally  much 
shorter  in  duration«  and  often  even  suppressed, 
namely,  that  denoted  by  the  term  approaching 
cholera.**  Premonitory  diaTThosa  does  sdll  indeed 
exist,  but  that  also  is  commonly  of  shorter  duration, 
and  passes  more  directly  and  rapidly  into  chulera, 
and  cholera  itself  into  eollapse. 

During  its  first  visitation  in  1831  and  1832,  the 
attacks  of  the  epidemic,  with  few  exeeptionp,  were 
confined  to  the  poorer  portions  of  the  population 
residing  in  the  most  tk  i:!'  rted  and  unhealthy  dis- 
tricts.   In  1848  and  ib-ky,  it  was  fatal  to  larger 
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numbera  of  the  middle  classes  inliflbiting  better 

conditioned  localities  and  houses.  As  far  as  the 
disease  has  yet  advanceil,  the  proportion  of  the 
better  class  attacked  is  still  greater  than  in  1849. 

In  that  year,  amon*^  the  total  number  of  persons 
who  perished  by  llie  epidemic  in  the  metropolis,  8  I 
per  cent,  were  labourers  and  artizans,  and  I  .l  per 
cent,  were  tradesinen  ;  but  in  the  placos  ia  which 
the  disease  has  late  ly  prevailed,  the  proportion  of 
deaths  among  Inbourn  s  and  artizans  has  been  only 
72  per  cent.,  while  the  mortality  amongst  trades- 
men has  reaclu  d  *24  per  cent.  In  like  manner  in 
the  epidemic  of  ib49,  the  proportion  of  the  deaths 
of  the  gentry  and  professional  persons  to  the  total 
deaths,  was  2*6  per  cent.,  but  recently  it  has  risen 
to  3*2  per  cent.  In  other  countries  the  disease 
has  not  spared  the  highest  classes,  and  if  the  safe-* 
guards  against  it  are  neglected,  there  is  no  reason 
why  it  should  in  our  own. 

It  is  further  indicative  of  an  increasing  activity 
and  intensity  in  the  pestilence,  that  while  the  in- 
terval between  its  first  and  second  visitations  was 
sixteen  years,  the  interval  between  its  second  and 
third  visitations  has  been  only  four  years  ;  and 
that  its  second  visitation  was  far  more  extensive 
and  mortal  than  the  hrst.  In  liie  absence  of"  more 
efficient  precauti<»ns  against  it,  there  appears  no 
reasonable  ground  for  the  expectation  that  the 
third  will  be  less  extensive  and  mortal  than  the 
second. 

Besides  the  loss  of  life,  the  pecuniary  loss  occa- 
sioned by  these  local  oiit-breiiks  demands  atten- 
tion. Irrespective  of  the  permanent  expense  en- 
tailed on  towns  both  by  public  rates  and  private 
contributions  for  the  maintenance  of  widows, 
orphans,  and  others  pauperized  by  the  epidemic, 
the  losses  sustained  by  individual  tradesmen,  from 
the  intermptiony  and  in  some  instances,  the  almost 
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total  auspeoaon  of  commerea^  are  moat  severe^ 
In  some  recent  inatances  the  aum  thve  loat  would 
hare  sufficed  to  defray  a  very  large  proportion  of 

the  outlay  rcMjuired  to  place  the  town  in  a  pt-rnia- 
neiuly  safe  and  satistuctory  sanatury  condition. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  total  cost  of  the  visitation 
of  1848  and  1849  to  Kngland  and  Scotland,  ex- 
clusive of  the  cost  to  Ireland*  could  not  have  beea 
less  than  2,000, 000/. 

From  these  confJiderationa,  the  Board  have 
learnt  with  great  re;rret  t!i;it,  since  the  lull  in  the 
epidemic,  local  authorities  in  numerous  instances 
have  suspended  the  preventive  measures  which 
they  had  actively  commenced,  under  the  assump- 
ttoD  that  the  viaitation  of  ciiolera  is  over,  and  that 
therefore  the  occaaioii  for  further  watchfulneas 
and  effort  has  ceased. 

While  it  ia  aatisfactory  to  state  that  a  great  and 
growing  number  of  local  authoritiea  now  inanifeat 
an  earneat  desire  to  carry  into  effect  every  practi* 
cable  means  of  prevention^  there  are  some  who 
ahow  the  same  reluctance  as  formerly  to  admit  the 
plainest  facta  evidencing  the  near  approach  of  an 
outbreak.  Instead  of  preparing  to  m«*et  the 
danger,  they  shut  their  eyes  against  it.  Cases  of 
diarrhoea  occurrin;^  in  unusual  intensity,  in  un- 
usual numbers,  and  at  uii  umisual  season,  they  re- 
gard as  of  no  real  significance.  Successive  deatiis, 
witii  the  symptoms  of  malignant  cholera,  tlipy  call 
d»^:ith-  from  Kngli:>h  Cholera,  as  if  changing  tiie 
iiunit'  altered  the  evil.  '1  liey  suppress  a?  f;ir  uud 
as  long  as  possible  the  knowledge  of  all  local  tore- 
warnings,  whence  a  false  security  is  maintained^ 
which,  uu  the  outbreak  of  the  pestilence,  gives 
place  to  panic.  On  the  arrival  of  one  of  the 
board'a  medical  inspectors,  who  under  such  cir* 
cumstances  ia  usually  sent  for,  he  finds  the  Union 
medical  offices  distracted  with  the  auidden  demanda 


made  Qpon  them^emands  grwiter  than  thej, 
could  poisibly  aatiafy  were  they  to  devote  day  and 
night  to  the  serrice,  which  indeed  many  of  tliem 
do  to  the  peril  and  some  to  the  loss  of  their  own 
lives.  Thus  occupied  witli  ilic  tnatment  of  casesv, 
they  are  wliolly  unable  to  devise,  organise,  and 
superintend  measures  for  preventing  the  spn  ud  of 
the  pestilence  amonir  the  population  as  yet  un- 
attac  ked.  A(iduioiml  mediral  a>-i>tance  has  now 
to  be  sought  from  a  distance  ;  [)r{>pprlv  qualified 
hon;^f^  to  house  visitor**  to  perform  tlie  service  of 
bringing  the  premonitory  cases  under  immediate 
treatment,  are  to  be  obtained ;  houses  of  refuge 
are  to  be  procured ;  dispensaries  are  to  be  opened  ; 
in  ahort»  the  whole  preventive  system  has  to  be 
oi^^ised,  and  before  these  arrangements  can  be 
made,  which  ought  to  have  been  completed  before 
a  single  case  of  the  disease  occurred,  the  pestilence 
is  at  its  height. 

One  consequence  of  this  neglect  of  the  proper 
period  of  prefiaration  is,  that  in  the  actual  presence 
of  the  epidemic,  some  of  the  most  poweiful  pie* 
disposing  causes  of  the  disease  cannot  be  removed 
without  the  risk  of  increasing  the  evils  intended 
to  b»  remedied.  Cleansing  operations,  which  at 
all  times  require  caution,  are  then  hurriedly  and 
precipitately  resorted  to,  and  are  sometimes  per- 
fom)ed  in  such  a  manner  as  tu  proihice  positive 
aggravation  of  the  disease.  In  some  instances 
cesspool  matter  has  been  disi'barged  even  into  the 
kennels  of  the  streets,  ami  the  contems  of  foul 
ditches,  in  n  state  to  pive  oil  poisonous  exhalations, 
on  tlie  sligiitebt  a^ntLiti(^n,  have  been  spread  on 
the  banks  close  to  habitations.  The  Board  deem 
it  necessary  again  to  caution  local  authorities 
against  such  a  culpable  mode  of  proceedinor,  which 
even  in  ordinary  seasons  would  be  attendied  with 
imminent  danger}  but  that  danger  ia  greatljr  inr 
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creased  at  an  epidemic  period.   Though  aecmna- 

lations  of  filth  may  be  removed  with  perfect  safety, 
with  the  proper  use  of  di-iiifectiiit^  substances, 
and  under  the  superintendence  of  persons  of  com- 
petent knowledge,  yet  in  an  epidemic  st  ason  the 
emanations  from  decomposing  animal  and  vegetable 
matter  acquire  so  much  potency  that,  at  that  time, 
it  is  better  to  leave  large  collections  of  foul  refuse 
undisturbed,  and  to  cover  tliem  tpmporarUy  with 
layers  of  quicklime  or  of  fresh  earth. 

Wherever  it  has  not  been  already  done,  an 
eificient  scavenging  staff  should  be  immediately 
organized  and  kept  ia  unremitting  action.  The 
mortality  from  the  epidemic  in  towns  well  sea- 
▼enfi^ed  has  in  some  iostances  been  only  one  half 
of  that  in  ill  scavenged  towns^  both  being  in  other 
respects  in  similarly  imperfect  sanitary  conditions* 

It  is  sometimes  observed,  as  a  ground  lbrin« 
action,  that  extraordinary  epidemics  merely  take 
the  place  of  ordinary  epidemics,  and  only  destroy 
in  a  shorter  space  of  time  those  who  would  have 
perished  probably  within  the  year,  by  some  form 
ol  zyuiutic  disease. 

But  even  if  this  were  true,  it  canjiut  be  too 
strongly  impressed  on  local  authorities  thatordinary 
epidemics,  which  may  take  the  place  of  an  extraor- 
dinary epidt'iriic,  are  themselves  preventible  and 
are  in  great  measure  prevented  by  proper  sanitary 
arrangements  ;  as  is  seen  in  the  coin[)arative  im- 
munity trom  these  diseases  among  the  inmates  of 
well-managed  Union  houses  and  prisons^  of  welU 
regulated  lodging-houses,  and  of  improved  dwell* 
ings  for  the  labouring  classes*  If,  therefore,  from 
the  favourable  state  of  the  weather,  or  from  some 
unknown  cause,  the  disease  should  return  only 
with  diminished  force,  or  should  not  recur  at  all  as 
a  general  epidemic,  no  properly  direeted  efibrt  can 
fail  to  be  of  benefit,  equivalent  to  the  expense 
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incurred.  It  should  not  require  the  occurrence  of 
an  extraordinary  disease,  territyinj?  tlie  imagina- 
tion by  the  suddenness  of  ii^  attack  and  the 
rnjiitlity  ui  its  rour-e,  to  call  forth  such  efforts: 
they  are  <  alli  d  tVir  by  ordinary  epidemics,  which, 
though  less  shinning  m  being  always  present,  are 
for  that  very  reason  tar  more  mortal  than  any 
extraordinary  epidemic 

It  is  however  ao  far  from  being  trae  that  an 
extraordinary  epidemic  does  not  increase  the  aye- 
rage  mortality,  that  it  sometimes  swells  that  mor- 
tality nearly  by  the  whole  number  of  persons  who 
perish  by  it.  This  was  the  casCt  to  a  considerable 
eztenty  in  the  epidemic  of  1H49.  Out  of  its 
72,000  victims,  40,(K)0  were  added  to  the  mortality 
of  that  year.  Judging  from  past  experience,  there 
is  no  reasonable  ground  to  hope  that  a  similar  loss 
of  life  will  not  tdte  place  in  the  approaching  sum- 
mer, unless  timely  exertions  are  made  to  prevent 
the  calamity,  and  it  is  now  only  that  timely  exer?- 
tion  can  be  made.  It  is  at  the  present  juncture, 
that  the  extraordinary  powers  conferred  by  the 
Order  in  (/ouncil  for  enforcing  external  and  inter 
nal  cleansing,  and  for  the  removal  of  nui^auccs, 
should  be  exercised  with  the  utmost  activity, 
▼igilanci*  and  string^^ncy. 

Nor  hhnuid  it  be  for^^utti  ii,  that  within  tlie  time 
of  preparation  which  may  yet  be  allowed  us,  in  the 
actual  condition  of  great  numbers  of  places  in  all 
our  towns,  it  is  only  palliatives  that  can  be  applied. 
Where  there  is  no  drainage,  no  proper  water 
supply,  no  water-closets,  nothing  but  foul  cess- 
pools, only  limited  benefits  can  be  expected. 

For  this  reason  the  Board  would  urge  on 
Local  Boards  of  Health,  whose  works  under  the 
Public  Health  Act  are  the  most  advanced,  the 
great  importance  of  hasteniiig  on  the  completion  of 
such  operations  as  are  necessary  for  the  abolitioa 
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of  Cesspools,  and  the  substitution  of  the  water* 
closet  apparatus  ;  by  layini]^  down  whercTer  pos- 
sible, especially  in  <  [li  lf  niic  districts  and  localities, 
impermenble  and  m  if-(  lr;ni>ing  house  drains,  and 
by  providinj^  ample  siip[)lies  of  water.  Hitherto, 
almost  exohjf;ive  attention  has  hemi  given  to  the 
construction  of  main  sewers,  but  experi^-nre  has 
shown  that  these  alone,  without  systematized  con- 
nexion with  8elf-<:leansinp:  house-drains  and  ample 
supplies  of  water,  are  of  little  avail  in  the  preven- 
tion of  disease  ;  but  that  where  fool  cesspools  have 
been  the  priDcipal  sanitary  evil,  as  from  house  to 
house  these  have  been  filled  up,  and  the  nter* 
closet  substitutedi  the  outbreak  and  spread  of  fever 
and  other  forms  of  symotio  disease  have  been  at 
•nee  arrested. 

At  the  same  time  that  these  works  are  proceeded 
with,  the  damp  and  mtrj  sarface  in  front  and  at 
the  back  of  houses  should  be  removed  by  paving. 
There  are  instances  in  which  this  sin«;le  improve- 
inent  has  apparently  protected  the  inhabitants  of 
courts  and  strc<'ts  from  the  recurrence  of  ordinary 
epidemics.  A  flng^^ed  surtace  further  aH'ords  the 
means  of  more  effectual  cleansing  bv  ihn  hose  and 
jet.  Paving  may  be  done  in  nianv  instances  with- 
out waiting  for  the  completion  of'  drainage  works, 
and  where  the  principle  lias  been  adopted  of  drain- 
ing from  the  backs  of  houses,  instead  of  through 
them  into  sewers  in  the  front  streets,  there  will  bo 
comparatively  few  instances  in  which  it  will  be 
necessary,  on  the  completion  of  the  works,  to  break 
np  the  pavements,  in  order  to  put  in  house-drains; 

The  Board  regard  with  satisfaction  the  pro* 
gress  made  by  some  Local  Boards  in  spite  of  much 
opposition  and  misrepresentation  in  carrying  into 
effect  in  their  respective  towns  a  combinL'd  and 
complete  system  of  sanitary  works  at  moderate 
coat   €Hit  of  182  cities  and  towns,  comprittng 
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Upwards  of  2,000,000  of  town  population  under 
the  Public  lieakii  Act,  \26  have  had  surveys 
made,  the  first  step  for  <  trtcting  improved  works. 
In  70  towns,  phins  lor  such  works  have  been  laid 
out,  and  in  13  more  tlie  main  or  public  works 
have  been  completed*  It  is  expected  that  in  about 
35  other  towns  similar  works  will  be  in  operation  * 
in  the  course  of  another  year. 

The  Act  itself,  constituting  the  neo^sary  autho* 
rity  and  conferring  the  requisite  powers  for  carry- 
ing out  these  works,  has  been  obtained  at  the 
average  expense  of  £U2  ;  that  is,  at  little  more 
than  a  tw^th  part  of  the  average  expense  of  a 
local  AcL 

In  the  towns  In  which  the  works  are  the  most 
advaneedy  and  which  may  be  taken  as  average 
examples  of  the  whole,  the  public  wcsks  of  drain- 
age have  been  completed  at  the  average  cost  of  Id. 

per  week  per  house. 

The  supply  of  water,  including  the  works 
within  the  h(>use,  the  service- pipes,  sinks,  vvater- 
cU)>et  and  house-drains,  has  been  ad'orded,  with 
prineii)al  and  interest,  at  a  rate  under  2^//.  per 
week  per  house  ;  making  the  total  expense  tor  the 
whole  of  the?<'  works  Sjd.  per  week  per  house. 

Sanctions  for  the  expcnlion  oC  such  works,  alter 
eareiul  examination  of  their  elHciency,  economy, 
and  completeness,  have  been  given  to  the  amount 
of  upwards  of  i»iH)0|()Oii/.;  and  it  is  estimated  that 
there  will  be  required  for  the  towns  already  under 
the  Act  the  further  sanction  of  upwards  of 
6,000,(H)0/. 

Though  the  most  ad  vanced  of  these  works  are 
as  yet  too  recent  for  the  development  of  their 
results  on  the  public  healthy  the  diminution  of 
sickness  which  has  already  been  elfected  in  some 
ef  the  worst  localities)  the  removal  of  the  sense  of 
iqpffeasion,  which  was  before  so  generally  felt  in 
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these  districts,  and  the  cleanliness  and  comfort 
experienced  hj  the  inhabitaDtSi  justify  the  hope 
that  these  amendments  will  act,  in  some  degree  at 
least,  as  saf^uards  against  the  threatened  pesti* 
lence.  ' 

But  no  external  works,  however  perfect,  can 
prevent  the  operation  of  the  causes  of  disease 
which  arise  from  residence  in  dwellings  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  audi  as  underground  kitchens 
and  cellars,  in  which  no  families  can  maintain 
health.  Jsor  can  the  most  perfect  extern jil  works 
stop  the  diseases  caused  by  internal  lilili  and  over- 
crowding. The  C'ommon  Lodji^ing  Houses  Act, 
indeed,  which  enfore<'.s  certain  conditions  of 
internal  cleanliness,  and  prevents  overcrowding, 
reaches  the  l  irt*  r  evils  for  the  class  oi  liouses 
under  its  control  ;  but  there  are  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  the  people  who  live  in  teneraented 
houses,  placed  back  to  back  ;  each  house  being 
divided  into  many  rooms,  and  each  room  being  in 
fact  the  house  of  the  entire  family,  in  which  ther« 
is  a  total  and  habitual  disregard  both  of  cleanliness 
and  of  the  amount  of  breathing  space.  These 
dwellings  are  considered  as  private  houseSi  and 
consequently  the  Common  Lodging  Honses  Act 
does  not  touch  them. 

Wiih  these  and  other  conditions  favourable  to 
the  generation  and  diffusion  of  epidemic  disease^ 
too  common  in  all  our  villages  and  towns,  local 
outbreaks  of  the  pestilence  must  be  expected,  and 
prejKii  at  iMii  must  be  made  to  milipite  the  calamity 
as  lar  as  may  be  practicable.  With  a  view  to 
assist  local  authoritit-s  in  the  preparation  of  pre- 
ventive measures,  the  Board  has  issued  revised 
instructions,  particulnrly  with  n4erence  to  the 
organization  of  the  systvin  of  house  to  house 
visitation,  and  experience  has  sliown  tiiat  the 
saving  of  life  in  an  outbreak  of  epidemic  cholera 
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will  mainly  depend  on  the  promptitude  and  effi« 
ciency  with  which  this  measure  is  carried  into 
execution. 

The  Board  would  call  the  earnest  attention  of 
Boards  of*  Guardians  and  Local  Boards  of  Health 
to  the  evidence  widcli  has  been  adduced  of  the 
siirprisirio-  and  almost  incredible  success  tliat,  in 
Boine  instuiici'S,  has  attended  well  directed  exer- 
tion, even  under  circumstances  in  wliich  tempo- 
rary measures  only  were  available,  and  when  an 
outbreak  seemed  inevitable.  Hecently,  at  Tyne- 
mouth,  where  the  local  authorities  exerted  them- 
selves with  extraordinary  energy*  no  case  of 
cholera  occurred  though  neighbooriDg  towns  were 
devastated  by  the  pestilence. 

Within  the  barracks  at  Newcastle,  where  all  the 
means  at  command  for  cleanaiog,  for  the  remoral 
cf  nuisances,  and  for  the  avoidance  of  over- 
erowdtngy  were  employed  with  great  promptitude 
and  energy,  no  case  of  cholera  occurred,  though 
premonitory  diarrhcea  was  so  prevalent  among  the 
garrison  tliat  out  of  519  men*  forming  its  total 
atrengtb,  451  suffered  from  this  affection ;  while 
in  the  town  there  were  upwards  of  1,600  deaths 
from  cholera,  and  nearly  45,000  persons  received 
relief  at  the  public  expense. 

At  a  settlement  in  the  Bahamas,  in  which 
energetic  measures  of  cleansing  were  promptly 
effected,  tlie  mortality  Irom  the  disease  scarcely 
reached  one  per  cent,  of  the  affected  population  ; 
whereas  in  a  neigiibouring  settlement,  in  which  no 
such  measures  were  adopted^  the  mortality  ranged 
from  12  to  20  per  cent. 

At  Baltimore,  in  the  United  States,  during  the 
epidemic  of  1849,  which  ravaged  neighbouring 
cities,  neither  money  nor  labour  was  spared  to 
purify  the  town,  and  the  cleansing  operations 
were  so  energetically  performed  that  it  was 
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tlnftlod  dnt  IIm  tovn  lud  wtw  fcofim  ton 
•0  dem  •  ftatt.  For  Ike  moe  of  Hives  wocfci  <or 
a  month,  premonitory  ^amiQea  and  odMr  cyBip- 

toms,  denoting  the  presence  of  the  cholera  pfNSon, 

were  &s  prevalent  throughout  the  city  as  in  the 
barracks  at  Newcastle  ;  yet  no  outbreak  of  tha 
pestilence  took  place,  though  at  tlie  Baltimore 
Almshouses,  situated  about  two  miles  from  the 
city,  and  close  to  which  a  large  mass  of  putrifying 
filth  had  been  left  uncleansed,  99  deaths  occurred 
from  cboilora,  out  of  a  populatioD  of  less  than  600 
Bonis. 

These  results  recal  tlic  observation  of  a  p:rcat 
physician  of  that  country,  made  nearly  a  canturj 
ago,  with  reference  to  another  epidemic^  but 
iduch  is  equally  applicable  to  this : — 

**  To  all  natural  evils,"  aays  Dr.  Rush,  the  emi- 
nent phyneian  oC  the  United  States,  "  the  Awthor 
**  of  nature  has  kindly  prepared  an  antidotal 
FMilential  fevers  fnrntah  no  exception  to  tint 
remark.   The  meant  of  preventing  them  are  ne 
«  mueli  mder  Ilia  power  of  hnman  veaaon  and 
^  induatfy^  as  the  means  '•f  preventing  the  evils 
^  of  lightning  and  common  fire.   I  am  so  satisfied 
of  this  opinioi^  that  I  look  ftr  Iha  time  whes 
oor  courts  of  law  dball  pniddi  dties  and  villages 
^  for  permitting  any  of  the  sources  of  maHgnant 
*'  fevers  to  exist  within  their  jurisdiction."

Article  XXXVI.  The  Imperial  Commission 
will  also  provide  a  numerous  and  active  stafif  for 
watching  the  objects  exhibited  ;  but  they  will  not 
be  responsible  iior  any  thefts  or  frauds  that  maj 
be  committed.

The  consi^juTiu  nts  may  be  ad- 
dressed to  agi'nts  named  by  the  Imperial  Commis- 
sion in  each  of  these  ports  or  towns  ;  these  agents 
will,  for  a  certain  tartf  previously  arranged,  under- 
take ail  the  necessary  formalities  regarding  cus* 
toms,  and  forward  the  goods  to  the  Exhibition 
building.

The  interior  organization  and  ' 
police  of  the  Exhibition  will  be  placed  under  the 
authority  of  an  ExecutiFe  Committee^  composed 
of  different  Heads  of  Department,  who  will  de* 
termine  all  questions  under  their  j  urisdiction. 

Article  L.  A  notice^  which  will  be  published 
before  the  time  fixed  for  the  reception  of  goods, 
will  be  j^uated  in  the  building,  and  will  determine 
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ail  points  relative  to  the  inlerior  r(»^iilation?,  and

Article  LU.  Foreign  Governments  are  requested 
to  aocrodit  to  the  Imperial  CommisdoUi  Special 
Cdmmistianert^  charged  to  represent  their  countries 
at  the  Exhibition  during  the  operations  of  recep- 
tion, classifying,  and  placing  the  guo  Is,  as  well  as 
under  any  other  circumstances  where  their  in- 
terests are  in  t^ue^tion. 


Pbot£cxio:n  oi*  Designs  and  Lrvsimoiis. 

Article  LIII.  Every  exhibitor,  the  inventor  or 
le*?al  proprietor  of  any  process,  machine  or  design 
admitted  to  the  Exhibition,  but  which  lias  not 
been  recristered  or  pntf»ntcd,  by  making  a  demand 
betori  the  opening  <«t  the  Exhibition,  or  durini:  the 
fir.^t  month  ot'  the  opening,  may  obtain  from  the 
Imperial  Commission  a  certificate  describing  the 
object  exhibited. 

Article  LIV.  This  certificate  ensures  to  the 
holder  of  the  object  described  the  exclusive  pri* 
Tilege  of  using  it  for  the  period  of  one  year,  com- 
mencing from  the  1st  May,  ISHo^  without  pre- 
judicing anj  patent  that  the  inventor  may  take  out 
before  the  expiration  of  that  period. 

Article  LY.  Every  demand  for  a  certiflcate  of 
invention  must  be  accompanied  by  an  exact 
description  of  the  object  or  objecta  to  be  pro- 
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tected,  and,  if  necessary,  of  a  plan  or  drawing  of 
the  said  objects. 

Article  LVI.  These  demands,  as  well  as  the 
decisions  which  will  be  taken  regarding  them,  will 
be  inscribed  in  a  register,  opened  for  that  purpose, 
and  which  will  be  ultimately  deposited  with  the 
Ministers  of  Agriculture,  Commerce,  and  Public 
Works  (Otfice  of  Industry)  to  serve  as  proof  when 
needed  during  the  time  fixed  on  for  die  Yalidl^ 
of  these  certificates. 

Article  LYII*  These  certificates  will  be  given 
gratuitousljr. 

Juries  and  Rewabds. 

Article  LVI  1 1.  The  decisions  as  to  the  rewardn 
for  articles  rxhil)itorl,  will  be  confided  to  a  great 
International  Mixed  Jury.  This  Jury  will  be 
composed  of  Jurors  and  Deputies,  who  will  be 
divided  into  thirty  Special  Juries,  corresponding 
to  the  thirty  classes  indicated  in  Article  16.

Article  LX.  The  number  of  Jurors  to  be  ap* 
pointed,  will  be  for  Francei  and  likewise  for  each 
foreigrn  country,  in  proporiion  to  the  number  of 
eiJiibitorB  furnished  by  each  countrj. 
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Artide  LXl.  The  Offieid  Committee  of  each 
nation  exhibiting,  will  appoint  the  persons  form- 
ing the  number  of  Jurors  which  it  is  entitled  to 

nominate. 

The  French  Jurors  for  the  first  twenty- seven 
classes,  will  be  nominated  by  the  members  of  the 
Imperial  Commission  Ibniii ng  the  section  of 
Agriculture  mid  indnstry,  and  for  the  three  last 
classes,  by  the  members  of  the  section  of  Fine 
Arts.

Article  LXIIL  The  Imperial  Commission,  will 
divide  the  tlurors  amoDgst  the  different  classes;

will  serve  as  the  basis  of  operations  for  the  Special 
Juries. 

Article  LXIV.  Each  Special  Jury  will  have  a 
President  who  will  be  named  by  the  Imperial 
Commissioni  also  a  Vice  President  and  a  Reporter, 
who  will  be  nominated  by  a  migority  of  votes  of 
the  Jury. 

Article  LXY*  In  the  case  of  no  member  obtain^

The  rewaixls  of  the  first  class 
will  not  be  granted  until  alter  tbej  have  been 
revised  by  a  Council  composed  of  the  Presidents 
and  Vice  Presidents  of  the  Special  Juries. 

The  Jury  of  Fine  Arts  is  excepted  from  thii 
rule. 

Article  LXX.  Each  Special  Jury  is  allowed  to 
call  ill  to  its  assistancH",  as  associates  or  experts, 
one  or  mure  persons  teelmicaliy  acquainted  with 
any  particular  articles  submitted  for  their  exami* 
nation.  These  persons  may  be  either  selected 
from  among  the  members  of  other  Juries,  or 
from  among  persons  not  members  of  the  Juij, 
poflsessing  the  required  information.

Ist.  White  light,  situated  on  Malandar  Point, 
inside  the  harbour  and  on  its  northern  coast ;  ita 
elevation  above  the  level  of  the  sea  is  of  39^  feet, 
Burgos  measure,  and  is  visible  at  a  disiance  of  six 
miles. 

2nd.  White  light,  established  on  the  higk  and 
most  northern  building  of  Bonanza,  in  the  interior 

part  of  the  harbour,  and  on  its  eastern  coast ;  its 
elevation  above  the  level  of  the  sea  is  of  57\  feet, 
Burgos  measure,  and  it  is  visible  at  the  distance 
of  7^  miles.

•    In  consequence  of  the  information  received  of 

the  Dechu  iiiioii  ot  War  apiin.st  Russia  by  En|»land 
and  France,  tlie  Miiiistrv  of  Finance  considers  it 
its  duty  to  make  universally  known  the  measures 

which  will  be  adopted  by  the  Imperial  Grovem- 
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ment,  with  respect  to  the  English  and  French 

Subjects,  their  mercantile  vessels  and  property. 

In  conformity  with  the  Declarations  of  the 
English  and  French  Governments  the  Imperial 
Government  has,  in  its  sincere  desire  to  remove  as 
inoch  as  possible  from  private  individuals  the 
ruinous  consequences  of  Wart  established  the  fed* 
lowing  rules. 

A  term  of  6  weeks  shall  be  allowed  to  English 
and  French  JSklerchaut  Vessels,  at  present  in  our 
Harbours  to  load  and  sail*  without  hindrance  to 
foreign  ports.  This  term  will  count  from  the  2oth 
April,  in  the  Ports  of  the  Black  Sea,  the  Sea  of 
Azoff  and  the  Baltic,  but  in  the  White  Sea  from 
the  day  on  which  the  navigation  opens. 

As  an  exr-eption  to  this  ruley  for  military 
considerations^  two  English  vesselss  the  Ann 
McAlister^  and  the  "William  Broderick,'*  of 
whicli  tlie  former  is  lying  at  Cronstiiclt  and  the 
latter  at  Kevtl,  will  ho  detained  for  a  certain 
period  ;  these  vessels  will  not,  under  any  cirqum- 
stances,  be  liable  to  confiscation,  and  will  eventu- 
ally be  relftased,  as  soon  as  circumstances  render 

it  jyractieable. 

English  and  French  mercliant  vessels  which 
may,  after  leaving  our  ports,  be  met  at  sea  by  our 
cruisers  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  appointedi 
will  be  free  to  continue  their  voyagCi  if,  on  ex- 
amination of  their  ship's  papers,  it  should  appear 
that  the  cargo  on  board  of  these  vessels  liad  been 
taken  in  befure  the  expiration  of  the  six  weeks. 
The  property  of  iiritish.and  French  subjects 
'on  board  neutral  vessels  will  be  regarded  as 
inviolable  by  our  cruizers*  English  and  French 
goods,  even  should  they  belong  to  subjects  of 
Great  Britain  or  France,  will  be  allowed  to  be 
imported  under  neutral  iiags  into  our  ports, 
in  accordance  with  the  usual  Custom*house  tariff 
regulations,  without  any  hindrance  on  our  part. 
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Moreover  tbe  property  of  neutralsi  found  on 
board  of  the  enemy's  yesselB,  will  not  be  subject 
to  confiscation.  But  it  is  self-evident  that  a 
neutral  flag  will  not  cover  such  cargoes  or  articles 
as  by  international  law  are  considered  articles  of 
contraband  ;  in  consequence  of  which,  the  vessels, 
on  which  such  contraband  may  be  found,  will  be 
stopped  by  our  cruizers,  and  declared  lawful 
prizes  of  war,  in  cont'onnity  with  the  Declaration, 
issued  from  tbe  Ministry  of  Finance  the  27th 
November  of  the  foregoing  year. 

The  Government  of  His  Imperial  Mqesty, 
whilst  leaving  all  its  mercantile  harbours  open  to 
the  merchant  vessels  of  neutral  countries,  can, 
neverthijleas,  not  take  upon  itself  any  responsibility 
for  injuries  and  losses  which  these  vessels  may 
sustain  from  tbe  operations  of  war. 

The  Minister  of  Finance,  as  far  back  as  the 
month  of  October  last  year,  when  rumours  of  war 
became  prevalent,  declared  in  the  name  of  His 
llnjestj  the  Emperor,  to  the  English  Merchants 
trading  in  St.  Petersburgb,  that,  even  in  case  of 
war,  they  need  have  no  apprehension  either 
for  themselves  or  their  property,  and  they  might 
dept'iid  upon  tlie  same  protection  which  they 
had  hitherto  enjoyed,  such  protection  and  free- 
dom from  danger,  as  far  as  their  persons  and 
property  are  concerned,  will  continue  to  be 
extended  to  all  British  and  Freneh  subjects, 
without  exception  (to  whatever  trade  or  pro« 
f<,'8sion  they  may  belong),  who,  (piietly  attend- 
ing to  their  own  business,  observe  the  established 
laws  of  the  country,  and  refrain  from  all  acts  for- 
bidden by  them.

privation  :  all  such  persons,  intending  to  go  over 
to  France  for  the  same  purpose*  are  hereby 
cautioned  and  warned  of  the  inconvenience  to 
which  they  will  be  exposed,  unless  they  shall 
liave  entered  beforehand  into  some  contract  or 
engagement  with  some  person  in  France,  who  is 
able  to  employ  them  ;  or  unless  they  shnll,  before 
leaving  their  own  country,  have  provided  them- 
selves with  funds  sufficient  to  preserve  them  from 
want  while  abroad,  and  to  enable  them  to  return, 
if  they  cannot  find  the  employment  they  have 
sought  for. 


Board  of  Trade,  IVhitehall, 
May  4,  1854. 

The  Bight  Honourable  the  Lords  of  the 
Committee  of  Privy  Council  for  Trade  and  Plan- 
tations have  received,  through  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  a  copy  of  a  Despatch 
from  Her  Majesty's  Charge  d' Affaires  ot  Stork- 
holm,  enclosing  a  Declaration  which  has  been 
issued  by  the  King  of  Sweden,  for  the  guidance 
of  the  trade  and  navigation  of  that  country  in  times 
of  war  between  Foreign  Powers,  a  translation  of 
which  is  hereunto  subjoined. 

We,  Oscar,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of 
Sweden  and  Norway,  &c.,  recognizing  the  neces- 
sity, in  the  face  of  the  collisions  threatening  to 
take  place  between  foreign  maritime  Powers,  of 
the  rigorous  obbervaiice  by  our  faithful  subjects 
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engaged  in  trade  and  navigatioD,  of  the  obligations 
and  precautions  requisite  to  ensure  to  the  Swedish 
Flag  aU  the  rights  and  privileges  appertaining  to  it» 

in  its  quality  of  neuti  al,  and  also  with  a  view  to 
avoiding  everything  that  might  render  it  in  any 
way  suspected  bj  the  Belligerent  PowerSi  and 
exposed  to  insult,  have  judged  it  expedient,  in  xe» 
pealing  previous  orders  on  the  subject,  to  decree 
that  the  following  rules  shall  be  generally  observed 
ill  future: — 

1.  In  order  to  be  admitted  to  enjoy  the  riglits 
and  privileges  accruing  to  the  Swedish  l^'lag,  in 
its  neutral  quality,  every  Swedish  vessel  must  be 
furnished  with  the  documents  which,  by  existing 
Ordinances,^  are  required  to  prove  its  nationality, 
and  these  documents  must  always  be  on  board  the 
vessel  during  its  voyages. 

2.  Captains  are  strictly  forbidden  to  have  double 
or  false  papers  and  bills  of  lading,  or  to  hoist  foreign 
colours  on  any  occasion  or  under  any  pretext 
whatever, 

3.  If,  during  the  stay  of  a  Swedish  vessel  at  a 
foreign  port,  the  crew,  whether  by  desertion,  death, 
illness,  or  any  other  cause,  should  be  so  diminished 
as  not  to  be  sufficient  for  the  working  of  the  vesselt 
and  foreign  sailors  should  be  therefore  engaged, 
the  preference  must  be  given  to  the  subjects  of 
Keutral  Powers  ;  but  in  any  case  the  number  of 
the  subjects  of  the  Belligerent  Powers  on  board 
the  ship  must  not  exceed  one-third  of  the  total 
crew.  Every  change  of  this  nature  in  the  crew  of 
the  ship,  with  the  causes  which  have  led  to  it, 
must  be  marked  by  the  Captain  in  the  ship's 
books,  and  tlie  fidelity  of  the  annotation  certitied 
by  the  proper  Swedish  Consul  or  Vice-Consul,  or 
if  there  be  no  such  person  at  the  spot,  by  the  civil

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mthoritiea,  the  Notary  FubUc^  or  some  other 
person  of  the  same  authority,  porsuaat  to  the 

customs  of  the  respective  Countries. 

4.  The  Swedish  vessels  in  their  neutral  quality 
may  navigate  freely  to  the  ports  and  on  the  coasts 
of  the  nations  at  war;  but  the  Gaptaiua  must 
abstain  from  all  attempts  to  enter  a  blockaded 
port,  as  soon  as  they  have  been  formally  warned 
of  the  state  of  that  port  by  the  officer  commanding 
the  blockade. 

By  a  blockaded  port,  is  meant  a  port  which  is 
closed  by  one  or  more  of  the  enemies'  vessels  of 
war,  stationed  so  near,  that  it  cannot  be  entered 
without  evident  danger* 

5.  All  merchandize,  including  property  of  sub- 
jects of  the  Belligerent  Powers,  may  be  freely 
carried  on  board  Swedish  vessels  in  their  quality 
of  neutrals,  with  the  exception  of  contraband  of 
war.  By  contraband  of  war,  are  meant  the  fol- 
lowing articles:  cannons,  mortars,  arms  of  all 
sorts,  bombs,  grenades,  balls,  flints,  matches,  gun- 
powder, saltpetre,  brimstone,  cuirasses,  pikes, 
belts,  cartouch-boxes,  saddles,  and  biidles,  as  well 
ns  all  articles  directly  serving  for  warlike  pur^ 
poses,"— excepting  always  such  a  quantity  of 
those  articles  as  may  be  necessaiy  for  the  defence 
of  the  siiip  and  the  crew. 

In  case  any  changes  or  additions  should  be 
made  in  the  definition  of  articles  composing  con- 
traband of  war,  consequent  upon  conventions  with 
Foreign  Powers^  further  notifications  wiU  be 
issued. 

6.  Every  Swedish  Captain  is  forbidden  to  employ 
the  vessel  which  he  commands,  in  the  transport, 
for  any  of  the  Belligerent  Powers,  of  despatches^ 
troops,  or  munitions  of  war,  without  being  forcibly 
compelled.  In  this  case  he  should  protest  for^ 
mally  against  such  an  employmcat  of  force* 
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7.  The  ships  of  the  Belligerent  Powers  may 
import  into,  and  export  from»  the  ports  ot  Sweden, 
ail  commodities  and  merchandise,  provided  their 
importation  or  exportation  be  permitted  hj  the 
general  Cnstom  House  TariiT,  with  the  exceptioa 

'    of  articles  reputed  contraband  of  war. 

8.  All  Swedish  subjects  are  forbidden  to  arm 
or  equip  vesseis,  as  Privateersi  against  anjr  of  the 
Belligerent  Powers,  their  subjects,  and  property, 
or  to  take  part  in  the  equipment  of  vessels  in- 
tended for  that  purpose*  They  are  equally  for- 
bidden to  serve  on  board  any  t'oreign  Privateer. 

9.  No  Foreign  Privateer  shall  be  allowed  to 
enter  a  Swedish  port,  or  to  stay  in  our  roads. 
PHses  are  not  to  be  taken  into  Swedish  ports^ 
except  in  cases  of  proved  distress.  Our  subjects 
are  also  forbidden  to  buy  captured  effects  of  any 
kind  from  Foreign  Privateers. 

10.  When  a  Captain,  sailing  without  escort,  is 
met  in  open  sea  by  any  vessel  of  war  of  one  of 
the  Belligerent  Powers  havii^  right  to  examine 
his  ship's  papers,  he  must  neither  refuse  nor 
endeavour  to  avoid  the  search,  but  is  bound  to 
produce  his  papers  loyally  and  without  evasion, 
and  to  take  care  that  none  of  the  documents  con- 
cerning the  ship  or  its  cargo  be  abstracted  or 
thrown  into  the  sea,  either  after  the  vessel  is 
hailed,  or  during  the  search. 

11.  When  merchant  vessels  sail  under  escort  of 
vessels  of  war,  the  Captains  must  act  in  con- 
formity witii  the  prescriptions  of  the  Boyal  Ordi- 
nance of  10th  June,  1812. 

12.  The  Captain  who  observes  scrupulously  all 
the  above  regulations  is  entitled  to  enjoy,  in  ac- 
cordance with  treaties  and  tlie  law  ul  nations,  a 
free  and  uninterrupted  navigation,  and  il  he  be, 
notwithstanding,  molested,  he  has  a  right  to  expect 
the  most  energetic  support  on  the  part  of  oar 
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Ministers  and  Consuls  abroad  in  all  his  just 
attempts  to  obtain  reparation  and  indemnification, 
whereas  the  Captain  who  omits  or  neglects  to  ob- 
serve what  is  above  prescribed  for  his  goidance, 
will  only  have  himself  to  blame  for  the  unpleasant 
consequences  of  his  nej^ligence,  without  hope  of 
our  support  and  protection. 

13.  In  case  of  the  seizure  of  a  Swedish  vessel, 
the  Captain  should  remit  to  the  Swedish  Consul 
or  Vice-Consul,  if  there  be  one  in  the  port  where 
Ids  ship  has  been  brought^  or,  in  default,  to  the 
nearest  Swedish  Consul  or  Vice-Consul,  a  faith- 
ful and  duly  certified  report  of  the  circumstauces 
of  the  capture,  with  all  its  di  tails. 

We  direct  and  order  all  those  whom  it  may 
concern  to  conform  themselves  exactly  to  the 
above.  In  faith  of  which  we  have  signed  the 
present  with  our  hand  and  have  affixed  thereto 
our  royal  seal.

We,  Frederic  William,  by  the  grace  of  God, 
King  of  Prussia,  &c«  A  further  agreement  having 
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been  concluded  between  the  GOTemmentB  of  tibe 
States  of  the  ZoIIverein,  reUtire  to  carrjing  out 

the  arrangements  for  the  duties  on  foreign  svrups, 
do,  with  the  assent  of  the  Cbamberi^  decree  as 
foUows : 

§  1.  The  daly  of  two  thalere  per  centner  on 
foreign  B^rup,  prescribed  fay  the  ordinance  of  the 
11th  of  June,  1853  (Gesetz-Sammlung,  p.  441), 
from  the  1st  of  January,  1854,  to  the  end  of 
August,  1865,  shall  apply  only  to  ordinary  syrup, 
that  is  to  say,  to  such  as,  according  to  the  resulft 
of  the  tests  which  are  to  be  directed  for  this  pur- 
pose by  the  Customs*  authorities,  contains  no 
crystallizable  sugar,  or  only  a  small  quantity. 
Any  syrup  which  is  found  to  be  incompatible 
with  tiie  terms  of  the  aforesaid  rule,  shall  be 
charged  with  the  import  dn^  of  four  thalera  per 
centner. 

§  2.  This  order  shall  be  applicable  to  all  the 

clearances  already  effected,  from  the  1st  of 
January,  1854. 

§  3.  Our  Minister  of  Finances  is  charged  with 
the  execution  of  the  present  law.

DESPATCHES  have  been  received  at  this 
Office  from  Vice- Ail miral  Dundas,  Commander- 
in-Chief  of  Her  Majesty's  Ships  and  Vessels  in 
the  Mediterranean  and  Black  Sea,  of  which  the 
following  are  copies : 

No.  172.  Britannia,  off  Odessa, 

Sib,  April  2'2y  1854. 

I  beg  you  will  lay  before  the  Lords  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Admiralty  the  accompanying  Cor- 
respondence, relative  to  the  lire  of  the  batteries  at 
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Odem  on  the  Furioue  and  her  boat,  wlieii  ftjhag 
each  a  flag  of  trace,  which  will,  I  trust,  Adly  ex* 
plain  to  thdr  Lordships  the  exact  natnre  of  this 

uncivilized  act  of  aggression,  and  the  false  state- 
ments by  which  General  d'Osten  Sacken  has  been 
led  to  attempt  to  justify  it.  And  as,  in  addition  to 
the  fortress  of  Odessai  the  Russians  were  labouring 
day  and  night  in  strengthening  the  Moles  and 
erecting  formidable  sea  defences,  and  bad  also 
collected  between  20  and  t^0,000  men  for  the  pro- 
tection of  this  military  depot,  as  well  as  for  the 
security  of  vessels  seeking  shelter  under  the  guns 
of  the  place,  Admiral  Hamelin  and  I  decided  on 
sending  the  joint  demand  to  the  Governor,  of 
which  the  Enclosure  No.  5  is  a  copy. 

As  no  answer  had  been  received  up  to  7  a.m. 
this  morning,  tlie  combined  steam  division  noted 
in  tl)e  margin,"^  with  6  rocket<-boatS|  under  the 
immediate  orders  of  Captain  clones,  opened  fire  on 
the  Imperial  Fort  and  Mole,  and  Russian  vessels 
lying  there.  By  3  p.m.  the  magazine  was  blown 
up,  the  forts  were  destroyed,  and  the  ships  suuk 
or  burnt. 

The  city  of  Odessa,  and  the  Mole  containing 
the  merchant-vessels  of  all  nations  were  not  mo- 
lested, agreeably  to  the  commands  of  Her  Majestjr 

to  respect  private  property  as  much  as  possible. 

Our  loss  has  happily  been  small — one  killed  and 
ten  wounded  ;  and  the  damage  to  the  ships  by  the 
enemy*s  fire  can  be  repaired  at  sea.

Odessa,  April  14,  1 854. 
The  Aide-de-Camp,  General  Baron  d'Osten 
Sacken  believes  it  bis  duty  to  express  to  Admiral 

Dundaa  hi6  surpri&e  to  hear  it  asserted  tliat  i'rom 
the  port  of  Odessa  they  have  fired  on  the  Fury  * 
Frigate  when  covered  by  a  iiag  of  truce. 

On  the  arrival  of  the  Fury,  two  blank  guns 
were  firedi  in  consequence  of  which  the  vessel 
hoisted  the  national  flag,  and  stopped  out  of  gun 
shut  ;  immediately  there  leli  her  a  bout  under  a 
white  flag,  proceed! n^r  in  the  direction  of  the 
Moleii  where  it  was  received  by  the  othcer  on  duty, 

♦  Furious,** 
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who^  on  the  question  of  the  English  officer,  replied 
thftt  the  English  Consul  had  already  left  Odessa. 
Without  farther  conversatton^  the  boat  retook  the 

direction  of  the  ressel,  bnt  as  it  went  to  rejoin 
her,  the  frigate,  in  place  oi  awaiting  her,  advanced 
in  the  direction  of  the  Mole,  leaving  the  boat  to 
the  left,  and  approached  the  batteries  within 
gnn-shot* 

It  was  then  that  the  Comnandant  of  the  Bat- 
tery of  the  Mole,  faithful  to  his  ordera  to  prevent 
all  enemies'  vessels  of  w;ir  to  come  within  shot, 
felt  it  his  duty  to  iire,  no  longer  on  a  Hagoi  truce^ 
which  had  been  respected  until  the  end  ot  its 
mission,  but  on  an  enemy's  veas/A  which  advanced 
too  near  the  land  after  having  received,  by  the  two 
first  blank  pruns,  intiniatiun  to  stop. 

This  siriiple  exposition  of  facts,  such  as  they 
have  been  reported  to  His  Miyesty  the  Emperor, 
ought  to  destroy  of  itself  the  supposition,  other- 
wise inadmissible,  that  in  the  ports  of  Russia  they 
do  not  respect  a  flag  of  truce,  of  which  the  invio- 
lability is  |:^unranteed  by  laws  common  to  all 
civilized  nations.

I  have  carefully  read  the  letter  of  the  Go* 

vernor  of  Odessa,  on  the  subject  of  the  batteries 
havinir  fired  at  the  flag  of  truce,  on  Saturday, 
April  8. 

His  statement  is  entirelv  untrue.  On  that 
occasion  Her  Majesty's  Ship  under  my  command 
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niade  Odessa  at  dajlight,  and  at  5  50  when 
at  about  4  mi W  distance^  the  English  oolours  and 
a*  flag  of  truce  were  hoisted. 

It  was  not  until  at  least  20  minutes  afterwards 
(about  ^  past  6  a.m.)  that  two  blank  guns  were 
fired  from  the  battery. 

As  I  considered  these  guns  as  an  intimation  that 
T  was  not  to  proceed  any  further,  the  engines  were 
immediately  stopped,  and  tlie  helm  put  hard  a  port, 
and  from  that  time  until  tl>e  return  of  the  boat  the 
wheels  were  not  again  moved,  and  the  ship  gra- 
dually drifted  off  shore,  in  consequence  of  the 
moderate  N.W.  wind  which  was  blowing  off  the 
shore  and  on  her  port  beam. 

Her  stern  wus  towards  the  Lazaretto,  and  I 
carefully  abstained  from  opening  the  main-deck 
portSy  or  clearing  away  the  upper-^deck  bulwarks, 
ao  that  there  should  not  be  the  lightest  indication 
of  hostility  on  my  part 

Seven  shotted  guns  were  fired  :  the  first  one 
was  evidently  intended  for  the  l)oat  (tlien  about  a 
mile  off  shore),  as  it  fell  about  60  or  70  yards 
short  of  her,  and  she  was  then  somewhat  to  the 
southward  of  the  line  between  the  battery  and 
the  ship.  The  remainder,  which  all  fell  short, 
may  have  been  intended  for  either  boat  or  ship, 
as  si  e  pulled  more  into  the  straight  line. 

Lieutenant  Alexander  when  at  the  Mole  asked 
to  see  the  English  Consul ;  he  was  told  that  he 
was  not  down  there,  and  that  it  was  too  early,  and 
that  the  Captain  of  the  Port  would  be  sent  oiT, 
and  he  was  desired  to  return  to  his  ship.  He 
asked  if  the  En^Uish  Consul  was  still  at  Odessa ; 
lie  was  again  told  by  the  officer  of  the  guard  to 
return  to  the  ship,  and  by  a  person  who  acted  aa 
interpreter  in  English,  ^^that  he  was  not  permitted 
to  say  anything  more." 

Throughout  the  whole  proceeding  the  English 
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colours  and  the  flag  of  trace  wero  conspieaoiialj 
displayed  on  both  ship  and  boat.

Evidence  taheti  tvith  regard  to  the  Russian  Forts 
€U  Odessa  Jiring  on  tlie  boat  of  Her  MajeU^s 
gieam-frigaie  Furious  with  a  flag  of  truce. 

On  the  morning  of  Saturday,  the  8th  April,  I 
saw  an  English  man  of  war  come  into  the  Roads 
of  Odessa,  with  a  flag  of  truce  flying  at  the  fore. 
I  then  observed  a  boat,  with  a  flag  of  truee  in  the 
bows,  leave  the  ship,  and  pull  towards  the  shore. 

I  was  present  when  the  boat  arrived  at  the 
back  part  of  the  Mole.  There  were  two  Govern- 
ment othcers  there,  when,  through  an  interpreter^ 
the  officer  of  the  boat  was  asked  bis  business. 
He  replied  that  he  had  come  to  take  the  English 
Consul  away.  He  was  informed  he  had  left 
several  days  ;  and,  to  the  best  of  my  belief,  the 
following  was  the  eonversutiun  that  pa«?efl  be- 
tween them.  Aiterwards  the  interpreter  said  the 
authorities  were  not  down  from  the  town,  and 
that  he  had  better  retuni  to  his  ship,  and  come  back 
again  in  an  Lour,  or  an  hour  and  a  half.  The 
boat  then  left  the  shore,  and  set  siiil  towards 
the  ship.  I  walked  a  little  distance  from  the 
spot  where  the  above  conversation  took  place» 
in  a  few  minntes  I  observed  some  excitement  and 
bnstle  on  a  six-gnn  battery  at  the  back  of  the 
Mole,  I  liieii  tuined  and  looked  towards  the  battery.

and  from  tbenee  to  the  bont^  ehe  was  at>oi]t  three* 

fourths  of  the  distance  between  the  shore  and  the 
man  of  war  steamer ;  at  that  moment  a  shot  was 
fired  from  the  battery  before  mentioned,  and  I 
observed  it  nearly  struck  the  boat ;  a  soldier  then 
ran  down  from  the  six-gun  battery  towards  the 
battery  on  the  Mole  head,  and  immediately  shotted 
guns  were  fired  irora  both  batteries  to  the  steamer, 
as  nearly  as  I  can  recollect  seven  shuts  were  fired 
at  the  man  of  war  and  the  boat ;  it  was  reported 
on  shore  that  one  shot  struck  the  steamer^s  paddle 
box ;  when  the  boat  reached  the  ship  the  steamer 
left  the  roads  without  firing  a  shot.

Yice-Admiral  Dundas  has  had  the  honour  to 
receive  from  General  Baron  D'Osten  Sacken,  a

Considering  that  the  letter  of  your  Excellency, 
dated  the  14th  April,  and  which  has  only  be^ 

received  by  us  this  morning,  contains  only  erro- 
neous statements  in  justificatioii  oi  the  uiiquuiitiable 
aggression  of  which  the  authorities  of  Odessa  have 
been  guilty,  with  respect  to  one  of  our  frigates  and 
her  boat,  both  of  them  bearing  a  flag  of  truce. 

Considering  that  notwithstanding  this  flag,  the 
batteries  of  that  city  have  Hred  several  shot,  as 
well  at  the  frigate  as  at  the  boat,  at  the  time  that 
the  latter  had  quitted  the  Mole  where  it  had 
arrived  with  perfect  confidence. 

The  two  Vice-Admirals,  Commanding  in  Chief 
the  combined  squadrons  of  England  and  France, 
believe  themselves  en  tilled  to  exact  reparation 
from  your  Excellency. 

In  consequence,  all  the  ("English,  French,  and 
Russian  vessels,  now  anchored  near  the  fortress  or 
the  batteries  of  Odessa,  must  be  delivered  imme- 
diately to  the  two  combined  squadrons. 

If  at  sunset  the  two  Vice-Admirals  should  not 
receive  any  answer,  or  should  have  received  a 
negative,  they  will  be  obliged  to  have  recourse  to 
force  to  revenge  the  insidt  that  has  been  com- 
mitted against  the  flag  of  one  of  the  combined 
squadrons,  although  the  intere^^tb  of  humanity  lead 
them  to  adopt,  witii  great  regret,  this  last  resolu- 
tion, of  wliich  they  throw  the  responsibiiity  upon 
him  who  has  the  right  to  bear  it.

Herewith  I  have  the  honour  to  forward  a  fist 

of  casualities  sustained  on  board  Her  Majesty's  ship 
under  my  cominantl,  in  the  attack  and  destruction 
of  the  Fort  and  Shipping  in  Port  Imperial  this  day, 
and  I  avail  myself  of  ihe  opportunity  to  express 
my  entire  satisfaction  at  the  conduct  of  the  Steam 
Division  which  }ou  did  me  the  honour  of  placing 
under  my  command. 

The  management  of  the  several  ships,  in  close 
proximity  to  each  other,  and  in  very  shallow 
water,  manoeuvring  for  several  hours,  required 
the  most  vigilant  attention,  and  were  executed 
without  an  accident  ;  but  as  these  proceedings 
were  under  your  own  immtHliate  eye,  it  is  not 
requisite  for  me  to  say  more  on  such  and  similar 
particulars* 

The  French  Steamer  Yauban,  was  oblige  to  re- 
tire at  an  early  period  of  the  attack  in  consequence 

of  some  red  hot  shot  from  tlie  batteries,  having 
made  a  lod^oment  in  the  lining  of  the  ship,  but  as 
soon  as  tlie  tire  could  bo  extinguished,  she  returned 
to  her  post  in  the  attack. 

The  conduct  of  this  ship^s  company  was  such  as 
might  be  expected  of  a  British  Crew  devoted  to 
their  (^ueen  and  Country,  and  the  arrangements 
in  detail  by  Lieutenant  Shute  B.  l^i^rs,  Qrst  of  this 
ship,  bad  provided  for  every  exigency. 

The  precision  with  which  the  captains  of  the 
guns  took  aim  elicited  my  warmest  commendation 
during  the  attack,  and  did  full  justice  to  the  care 
and  correctness  with  whic  h  Lieutenant  E.  Mc- 
ArtUur,  R.M«A.,  prepared  tlie  fuzes  for  the  re- 
quired range ;  as  Marksmen,  William  Barker, 
Gminer^s  Mate,  and  John  Edwards,  Sailmaker, 
were  especially  noticeable. 
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The  engine  was  worked  with  that  steady 
obedience  to  order  which  has  at  all  times  distin- 
guished the  conduct  of  Mr.  Jago^  whether  nndep 
fire  or  otherwise. 

Tlie  division  of  rocket-boats  under  Commander 
Dickson  were  admirably  managed,  and  contributed 
most  essentially  to  the  success  of  the  day. 

The  ships  and  vessels  in  Port  Imperial  amounted 
to  about  24,  most  of  which  being  sunk  or  on 
fire  at  the  time  of  your  making  the  recall,  and 
the  explosion  of  tiie  battery  on  the  pier  head, 
rendered  further  operations  in  that  quarter  un- 
necessaxy.

The  Cape  Hatteras  Light  will  be  a  First  Order 
Fresnel  Flashing  liens,  exhibiting,  in  every  20 
seconds  of  time,  a  brilliant  white  flash  of  8  second^ 

duration,  followed  by  a  total  eclipse  of  12  seeoncb^ 
duration. 

At  the  distance  of  14  to  18  miles  the  duration 
of  the  flash  will  be  somewhat  lesS|  and  that  of 
the  eclipse  proportionably  greater. 

The  height  of  the  tower  from  the  ground  to  the 

top  of  the  lantern  is  1 40  feet.

The  tower  is  placed  about  2  miles  from  the 
point  of  the  Cape^  on  the  southward  and  eastward

The  space  of  about  two  miles,  between  the 
lighthouse  and  the  pitch  of  the  Cape,  is  a  low  flat 
und  bare  sand  beach,  very  little  abovo  extreme 
high  water* 

The  light  will  be  loO  feet  above  the  level  of  the 
sea,  and  should  be  seen,  in  good  weather,  from  a 
position  1 5  feet  above  the  water,  at  the  distance 
of  about  19  nautical  or  22  statute  miles.

I.~R£POBT  TO  THE  EMPEROB. 

Serk,  Pans,  May  10,  1854. 

The  Treaty  of  Navigation  concluded  between 
France  and  England  on  the  26th  January,  1826, 
has  for  its  basis  an  entire  reciprocity.  Li  order 
to  insure  the  execution  of  the  Treaty,  an  Ordi- 
nance issued  on  the  8th  February  of  the  same 
year,  prohibited,  in  an  absolute  manner,  the  im- 
portation for  consumption  in  France  of  merchan* 
dize  the  produce  of  Asia,  AiHc%  and  America, 
laden  in  Epglish  entrep6ts. 
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The  same  Ordinance  prohibited  the  importation, 
under  the  British  Flag,  of  Europt  rui  produce,  ex- 
cept from  ports  of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  of  her 
possessions  in  Europe. 

These  restrictive  ndeasures  were  only  intro- 
doeed  into  oar  Custom-bouse  system  in  return  for 
corresponding  measures  which  in  virtue  of  the 
Navigation  Act  of  1666  figured  in  the  maritime 
code  of  England. 

These  restrictions  have  been  ever  since  their 
existence  the  subject  of  strong  remonstrances  on 
the  part  of  commerce  and  industry. 

On  sevenil  occasions  tlie  Government  has  de- 
parted iruiii  the  rigour  of  the  iirovisions  of  tlie 
Ordinance  of  1826;  for  instance,  an  Ordinance  of 
the  8th  July,  1834,  removed  the  prohibition  to 
the  importation  from  England  of  raw  silks, 
foulards,  India  cashmeres,  rum,  and  tafia. 

Quile  recentl}',  and  pursuant  on  the  enquiry  as 
to  the  situation  of  the  cotton^spinning  industry, 
your  Majesty,  earnestly  desirous  of  affording 
greater  facilities  to  that  industry,  made  a  Decree, 
on  the  80th  of  December  last,  abolishing,  in  the 
case  of  that  textile  material,  the  restrictions  pre- 
scribed in  the  Ordinance  of  1826.  At  tlie  same 
time  your  Majesty  ordered  mr.  to  examine  if  it 
would  not  be  desirable  entirely  to  abrogate  that 
prohibition* 

The  examination  to  which  I  have  devoted  my- 
self, in  concert  with  the  Departments  of  Foreign 
Affairs  and  Finance,  has  convinced  me.  Sire,  that 
no  interest  demands  the  further  maintenance  of 
prohibitions  which  have  lost  all  character  of  utility. 

In  consequence  I  have  the  honour  to  propose 
to  your  Majesty  to  approve  the  subjoined  Decree, 
the  object  of  which  is  to  replace  our  maritime  and 
commercial  relations  with  England  on  the  footing 
of  common  right.

L— REPORT  TO  THE  EMPEROR. 

SiBB,  Para,  \2th  Uay^  1854. 

The  development  of  the  commercial  and  mari- 
time relations  of  France  with  the  countries  situ- 
ated beyouiid  Cape  Horn  and  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  especially  with  Australia,  has  always  been 
the  object  of  your  Majesty's  solicitude.  With  this 
view  a  Decree,  issued  on  the  5th  March,  1852, 
reduced  from  20  to  15  per  cent,  the  duty  levied 
upon  raw  wools  imported  under  the  French  flag 
from  the  countries  situated  in  the  zone  above 
indicated. 

But  this  measure,  as  I  have  reported  to  your 
Majesty,  has  not  produced  all  the  effects  that 

might  have  been  expected  Irora  it.  The  difference 
between  the  general  duty  on  wools  and  the  special 
duty  established  on  Australian  wools  had  not 
sufficed  to  induce  sliipments,  which  are  always 
very  expensive,  and  the  results  of  which  are  long 
in  developing  themselves.  On  the  other  hand  the 
system  of  ad  valorem  duties  was  not  well  suited 
to  transactions  with  Australia. 
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Your  Majesty  had  ordered  me  to  devise  a  oom-^ 
bination  which,  without  prejadidng  the  interests 

of  our  agriculture,  might  be  more  adapted  to 
operations  which  it  is  so  important  to  encoura<re- 

It  appears  to  me  that  I  should  iuiiil  these  con- 
ditioDd  by  proposing  to  you,  Sire,  to  substitute  for 
the  Tariff  specified  in  the  Decree  of  the  5th  of 
March,  1852,  a  duty  according  to  weight,  calcn-^ 
luted  at  the  rate  of  10  per  cent,  on  the  value  of 
Australian  wools  in  French  port?.  Thus  classi- 
iied,  the  Tariff  will  be  of  easy  and  simple  percep- 
tion^ while  the  difficulties  which  arise  between  ^ 
Custom  House  and  the  trade  on  the  subject  of  the 
correctness  lof  the  values  declared  at  the  period 
of  importation  of  the  merchandize,  would  disap* 
pear. 

It  appears  to  me,  moreover,  that  the  benefit  of 
the  measure  should  be  extended  to  Cape  Town, 
which  is  the  seat  of  a  considerable  trade  in 

wool. 

Such,  Sire,  is  the  object  of  tlie  Decree  which  I 
have  the  honour  of  submitting  for  the  approbation 
of  your  Mfgesty.

I  beg  to  enclose  a  letter  from  Captain  Tel* 

verton,  of  tlic  Arrogant,  giving  an  account  of  a 
smart  operation  he  performed  at  Ekness,  12  miles 
in  the  interior  of  the  country.  Great  credit  is  doe 
to  him  for  his  perseverance  in  threading  up  so 
narrow  and  intricate  a  navigation ;  and  it  will 
sliow  the  enemy  they  are  not  safe  even  in  their 
country  towns. 

Captain  Yelverton  very  properly  abstained 
from  damaging  the  town. 

He  speaks  very  highly  of  the  gallantry  of  Cap- 
tain Hall,  of  the  Hecla  (who  I  am  sorry  to  say  is 
slightly  veounded),  as  also  of  Lieutenant  Haggard, 
first  of  the  vVrrogant,  and  Lieutonant  Crew  "Read, 
the  senior  lieutenant  of  the  Uecla,  which  gallant 
officer  has  received  a  severe  wound,  which  I  fear 
has  endangered  the  sight  of  his  eye.  All  the 
officers  and  men  behaved  as  British  seamen  and 
marines  were  wont  to.

I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  I  came 
into  the  inner  passage  yesterday,  in  company  with 
tlie  Heclo,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the 
channeL 

At  three  in  the  afternoon,  just  aa  I  was  ahout 
to  anehor  a  little  beyond  Teyerminne,  a  strong 

force  of  the  enemy's  troops  opened  their  fire  upon 
both  ships  from  behind  an  extensive  sand-bank  ;* 
the  eitect,  however,  of  a  few  broadsides  from 
Hecia  and  this  ship  soon  dispersed  them. 

No  one,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say,  was  hurt 
in  either  vessel. 

I  did  nothing  to  provoke  this  attack  on  the  part 
of  the  enemy. 

I  ascertained  from  a  pilot  who  lives  here  that 
three  large  Russian  loaded  merchant  ships  were  at 
Ekness,  eight  miles  to  the  northward.  I  lost  no 
time  in  proceeding  there  early  this  morning  ;  but 
did  not  expect  to  find  the  enemy  so  well  prepared 
to  receive  me.  Owing  to  the  Hecla's  light 
draught  of  water  she  led  the  way ;  a  task  not 
easy  to  perform  in  a  narrow  and  intricate  passage, 
exposed  as  she  was  to  the  first  of  the  enemy's  fire. 

In  addition  to  a  field  battery  of  five  guns  (two 
of  which  I  dismounted)  and  one  mortar,  they  had 
erected  a  strong  battery  which  tliey  supplied  very 
efficiently;  Captain  Hall  succeeded  in  dismounting 
and  bringing  off  three  of  the  guns.  The  engage- 
ment lasted  longer  than  I  expected,  as  they  re- 
turned to  their  guns  twice  in  the  midst  of  our 
fire,  and  were  only  compelled  to  leave  them  when 
their  gnns  were  destroyed  by  our  shot* 

On  reaching  the  anchorage  of  Ekness,  I  found 
that  two  of  the  merchantmen  were  aground,  but 
Captain  Hall  brought  out  one  under  the  iire  of  a 
battery,  which  my  draught  of  water  would  not 
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allow  me  to  near  sufficiently  to  completely  destroy. 
I  most  carefully  avoided  firing  one  shot  in  oriiear 
the  town  of  £kness,  directing  the  whole  of  the 
fire  of  the  guns  exclusiyely  to  the  batteries  and 
troops  attacking  us,  which  consisted,  in  addition 
to  the  brigade  of  Horse  Artillery,  of  a  considera- 
ble body  of  cavalry  and  infantry,  moving  abreast 
of  the  ship  as  she  advanced. 

I  cannot  give  sufficient  credit  to  Captain  Hall 
for  the  assistance  he  rendered  me  on  this,  as  on  all 
occasions,  since  he  has  been  under  my  orders  ;  the 
admirable  way  iu  which  he  went  in  and  brou;?ht 
out  his  prize,  under  a  galling  fire  from  the  enemy, 
deserves  the  greatest  praise. 

I  beg  also  to  call  to  your  favourable  notice 
Lieut  H«  y«  Haggard,  senior  lieutenant  of  this 
ship,  whose  most  zealous  services  at  all  times  were 
particuliirly  displayed  on  this  occasion,  and  also  that 
of  the  whole  of  tlie  officer?,  sen  men,  and  marines 
of  Her  Majesty's  ship  under  my  command. 

I  regret  to  say  that  I  had  one  man  killed,  and 
five  wounded.  I  must  not  omit  to  mention  how 
very  highly  Captain  Hall  speaks  of  Lieutenant 
Crew  Read,  First  Lieutenant  of  the  Hecla,  for  the 
support  he  had  from  liim,  throughout  the  engage- 
ment (until  he  was  unfortunately  wounded  and 
carried  below),  as  also  from  the  officers,  seamen, 
and  marines,  of  Her  Majesty's  ship  under  his 
command.

Present  State  of  the  Forts  on  the  Coasts 

of  cmcassia  and  georgia.

Sir,  Matj  25,  1854. 

I  beg  you  will  acquaint  the  Lords  Commis* 
sioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  the  Mogador 
arrived  yesterday  from  Redoubt  Kal(?,  on  the  coast 
of  Georgia,  having  left  Sir  Edmund  Lyons  with 
the  Agamemnon,  Charlemagne,  Sampson,  and 
Highflyer  there,  on  the  20th  instant,  and  I  expect 
him  to-night  or  to-morrow  morning, 

2,  I  have  not  yet  received  Sir  Edmund  Lyons* 
official  despatches,  which  shall  be  forwarded  as 
soon  as  I  gut  them  ;  but  the  result  of  his  move* 
mrnts  appears  to  be,  tliat  from  tlu^  entrance  of  the 
Sea  of  Azof  to  the  Turkish  Asiatic  Boundary,  the 
flag  of  Russia  only  flies  over  the  fortresses  of 
Anapa  and  Soujak,  and  the  only  two  vessels  that 
were  on  that  coast  have  been  captured,  as  noted 
in  my  letter  No.  214. 
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3*  All  the  places  were  evacuated,  and  the  forts 
ftnd  materiel  more  or  less  destroyed  (many  of  the 
guns  however  being  serviceable),  except  Redoubt 
Kal^  and  Poti,  from  which  the  Russian  soldiers 
were  driven  by  the  fire  of  the  French  and  English 
ships,  and  they  were  then  garrisoned  by  a  bat* 
taliou  of  Turkish  soldiers  who,  with  three  field 
pieces,  had  been  previouslv  embarked  on  board 
our  vessel)  at  St.  Nioolai  (Chefketil).  The  Rus« 
mmSf  aboQt  7  or  800  men,  are  supposed  to  have 
gone  in  the  direction  of  Khutais,  where  also  the 
garrison  of  Soukhuni  Kale,  2  or  3,000,  is  sup- 
posed to  have  directed  its  march. 

4.  The  Sampson  is  on  the  coast,  and  last  night 
the  Sans  PareU  and  two  Turkish  steamers  left 
for  Redoubt  Eal^  with  arms,  ammunition,  and 
200  to  300  Circassians. 

5.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  there  is  an  appear- 
ance of  more  unity  and  stronger  i'eeling  among 
the  different  trilies  against  the  Russians.

2.  The  operations  therein  detailed,  as  well  as 
the  intelligence  as  to  the  state  of  the  coasts  he  has 
visited,  are  very  important  and  interesting;  and 
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I  trust  my  Lords  will  consider  I  have  done  ri«:ht 
in  expressing  my  entire  approval  of  the  great 
•kill  nnd  judgment  displayed  by  Sir  £L  Lyons, 
and  his  colleagoe.  Viscount  de  Chabaones ;  and  I 
beg  to  add  my  testimony  to  the  ability  and  con- 
duct ot  Lieutenant  Rolland,  of  the  Agamemnon, 
of  whom  Sir  £•  Lyons  has  made  such  honourable 
mention.

Sitt,  Jfoy21»1854. 
I  have  great  pleasure  in  reporting  to  you 

tlmt  tlic  small  squadron  placed  under  my  orders 
by  you  and  Admiral  Hamelin,  have  been  the 
means  of  expelling  the  Russian  garrison  from 
the  only  place  on  this  extensive  coasts  with  the 
exception  of  the  strongholds  of  Anapa  and  Soiqak 
Kalcb,  near  the  Crimea,  that  the  Emperor  Nicholas 
exempted  from  the  general  abandonment  two 
months  ago. 

2.  At  Soukoum  Kaleh  I  learned  that  the  Russians 
were  still  in  possession  of  Redout  Kaleh,  and  that 

they  attached  great  importance  to  maintaining 
themselves  there  as  long  as  possible,  in  order  to 
fonvard  to  their  army  at  Kutais,  a  large  quantity 
of  anununition  and  stores  still  in  the  magaaines ; 
and  at  the  same  time  to  intercept  the  conununica* 
tions  of  Selim  Pacha  at  this  critical  juncture, 
aud  prevent  his  occupation  of  so  favourable  a 
port  for  the  introduction  of  supplies. 

3.  The  squadron  left  Soukoum  Kaleh  on  the 
morning  of  the  18th,  and  as  we  passed  Redout 
Kaleh  we  observed  a  body  of  about  a  thousand 
infantry  under  arms,  and  thai  the  few  guns  on  the 
sea  defi^i^ces  Mrere  manned.  If  we  had  opened  our 
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broadsides  we  oonld  have  obliged  the  enemy  to 

retire,  but  he  would,  no  doubt,  have  returned 
to  re-occupy  the  pLice  on  our  ditsappearuig,  and  I 
therefore  went  on  with  the  squadron  as  last  as 
possible  to  Chouruksoo,  in  hopes  of  inducing  the 
General  commanding  there  to  aid  me  with  a  sof- 
ficient  number  to  occupy  and  maintain  the  phice, 
after  we  should  have  driven  the  enemy  out  ot  it 
with  our  guns;  he  sent  an  express  to  8elim 
Pachay  whose  reply  arrived  early  on  the  following 
meming,  and  who  placed  at  my  disposal  a  battalion 
of  81)0  infantry  and  3  field  pieces,  which  were 
immediately  embarked  on  board  the  ships  of  the 
squadron  with  a  degree  of  alacrity  I  have  never 
seen  snrpassed. 

4.  At  4  p«M.  the  squadron  reappeared  off  Be- 
dout  Kaleh,  where  the  troops  were  disembarked, 
under  cover  of  the  steam-vessels,  about  two  miles 
from  the  batteries^  and  at  the  same  time  a  sum- 
mens  was  sent  to  the  Commander  of  the  Russian 
forces  by  Vicomte  de  Chabannes,  the  senior  officer 
of  the  French  division  of  the  squadron,  and  my- 
self, under  cover  of  a  flag  oi'  truce,  and  in  charge 
of  Lieutenant  Maxse,  of  this  ship,  by  whom  it 
was  delivered  to  an  officer  who  spoke  French 
fluently,  and  aUeged,  as  the  reason  why  an 
answer  could  not  be  given  without  considerable 
delay,  tliat  the  Commandant  was  not  on  the  spot 

o.  Atter  a  delay  of  nearly  half  an  hour  Lieu- 
tenant  Masse  left  the  shore  without  an  answer, 
and  consequently  the  Agamemnon  and  Charle* 
roagne  stood  in,  as  close  as  the  depth  of  water 
would  permit,  and  opened  their  fire  upon  the 
quarter  occupied  by  the  liussian  troops,  as  well 
as  on  the  sea  defences,  which  tried  an  ineffectual 
fire  on  the  boats.  The  enemy  soon  retired  out  of 
reach  of  the  ships'  guns,  and  the  Turkish  troops 
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advancing  rapidly  along  the  beach,  took  poaera^ 
aion  of  the  batteriesi  when  the  firing  ceaaed. 

6.  The  enemy  retreated  so  precipitately  from 
under  the  fire  of  the  ships,  tliat  he  failed  in  his 
attempt  to  ignite  the  combustibles  which  were  laid 
for  the  destruction  of  the  Military  Quarter,  but 
when  out  of  gun-flhot|  and  his  retreat  secured  by 
crossing  the  river  and  destroying  the  bridgei  he 
set  fire  to  the  magazines  and  storehouses,  and  at 
nightfall  the  Commercial  Town,  which  commenced 
at  some  distance  from  the  sea  and  extended  about 
a  mile  and  a*half  up  each  bank  of  the  river,  waa 
in  a  blaze,  so  that  in  the  morning  the  flourishing 
place  of  the  evening  presented  an  awful  scene  of 
desolation  ;  the  Mingrelian  inhabitants,  who  had 
rendered  themselves  very  obnoxious  to  the 
displeasure  of  the  Tuifai  having  retired  with  the 
liussiaus. 

7.  This  devastation  i^,  no  doubt,  deeply  to  he 
deplored,  but  it  is  some  consolation  to  have  de* 
prived  the  enemy  of  a  dep6t  of  military  stores, 
and  to  have  driven  him  from  a  place  of  so  much 
importance,  without  any  accident,  or  any  irregu- 
larity arising  from  success. 

8.  Nothing  could  exceed  the  cordial  co** 
operation  and  assistance  I  received  from  my 
French  colleague,  the  Vicomte  de  Chabannes,  as 
well  as  from  Commandant  Wailly  of  the  "  Moga« 
dor,**  Captain  Jones  of  the  "  Sampson,"  Captain 
Symonds  of  this  ship,  and  Captain  Moore  of  the 

Highflyer,^  and,  indeedi  from  every  officer  in 
the  combined  squadron,  during  this  fatiguing  day; 
but  I  should  be  doing  injustice  to  a  highly  de-^ 
serving  oliicer,  if  I  did  not  particularly  mention 
the  senior  Lieutenant  of  the  Agamemnon^"

9.  Yesterday  and  to  day  working  parties  from 
the  combined  squndron  have  been  assisting  the 
Turks  in  putting  the  place  in  a  good  state  of 
defence,  and  I  am  highly  pleased  with  the  quantity 
of  work  they  have  accomplished;  but,  as  the 
Bossiana  are  probably  not  far  distant,  I  think  it 
would  not  be  prudent  to  leave  the  Turkish  garri- 
son without  some  support;  I  therefore  venture  to 
consider  it  your  pleasure,  that,  on  my  quitting 
this  anchorage  to  night  in  the  further  execution 
of  your  orders,  the  Sampson*  should  be  left  behind 
for  that  purpose  ;  and  I  enclose  a  copy  of  the 
instructions  I  have  ^>;iven  to  Captain  Jones. 
.  10.  I  have  also  the  honour  to  enclose  the  copy 
of  a  letter,  which  the  Vicomte  Chabannes  and  I 
have  addressed  to  the  Muchir  Selim  Pacha,  and  I

With  reference  to  my  letters  of  the  17th  and 
21st  instant,  Nos.  20  and  21,  I  feel  that  my  report 
of  the  viiiit  of  the  allied  squadron  under  my  orders 
to  the  coast  of  Circassia  would  be  very  incomplete 
if  I  were  not  to  relate  that  we  were  every  where 
welcomed  as  deliverers  by  the  remarkable  race  by 
whom  it  id  peopled. 

2.  The  weather  was  finCi  and  the  water  deep» 
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so  we  approached  very  near  the  land,  and  alwajt 
by  daylight;  and  as  we  opened  each  beautital 
▼alleji  with  our  English  and  French  colourg 
flying,  the  Circassians  flocked  to  the  beach,  and 
testified  their  joy  by  firing  inusquets  and  waving 
^ags  and  handkerchiefs. 

3.  On  landing  at  the  principal  places  then:iti\'e3 
assisted  us  out  of  our  boats,  and  after  giving 
expression  to  their  delight  for  a  few  minates, 
formed  a  circle  around  us,  preserving  the  most 
perfect  order,  while  their  chieft  came  forward  and 
a<](lressed  the  Viscount  de  Chabannes  and  me, 
speaking  fluently  and  sensibly  and  with  an  air  of 
self-esteem,  which,  combined  with  their  handsome 
and  lofty  mien,  and  their  manner  of  carrying  their 
weapons,  was  exceedingly  striking.  They  in- 
variably said  that  wliile  they  turned  towards 
England  and  France  with  gratitude  and  admira- 
tion, as  the  instruments  in  the  hands  of  Providence 
for  delivering  them  from  their  invaders,  they 
confessed  that  they  considered  it  the  just  reward 
of  their  j>utrintism  and  constancy. 

4.  They  are  certainly  a  iin<^  intelligent  racp,  and 
I  can  readily  believe  them  to  be  second  to  none 
in  desultory  mountain  warfare.

The  light 
revolves,  shewing  a  bright  flash,  once  in 
every  minute,  and  burns  at  the  height  of 
300  feet  above  the  level  of  high  water,  and 
may  be  seen  bj  estimation  at  the  distance  oi 
eight  leagues.

The  second  Lighthouse  at  Shorthand's  Bluff 
being  now  nearly  completed,  Mariners  are  re- 
quested to  take  notice  that  on  and  after  tlie  iirst 
day  of  January  next,  a  Fixed  Red  Light  will  be 
exhibited  thereon  from  sunset  to  sunrise. 

The  leading  Lighthouse  Tower  is  built  of  wood»

bearings  of  south  one  quarter  west  round  (westerly) 
to  south-west  one  quarter  west. 

The  two  lighthouses  by  dav^  and  lights  by 
night,  kept  in  one  line  of  bearing,  lead  in  mid* 
channel  between  Points  Lonsdale  and  Nepean  ; 
but  strangers  are  cautioned  not  to  attempt  the 
entrance  by  night,  nor  against  the  strength  of  the 
ebb  tide  by  day. 

BsACON  ON  Swan  Point* 

Mariners  are  requested  to  take  notice  that  a 
Cone-shaped  Iron  Beacon,  painted  white,  elevated 
fifty  (50)  feet  above  the  level  of  the  water,  has 
be^  erected  on  Swan  Point,  bearing  from  the 
low  lighthouse  on  Shortland's  Bloff  north  forty-one 
(41)  degrees  east  This  beacon,  kept  open  to  the 
eastward  of  the  low  lighthouse,  leads  in  clear  of 
Point  Lonsdale  Reef,  and  the  flagstaff  on  Short- 
land's  Bluff,  kept  half  a  cable's  length  open  to  the 
westward  of  the  low  lighthouse  leads  in  dear  of 
the  Corsair  Rock,  and  the  other  sunken  dangers 
lying  off  Point  Nepean ;  but  in  all  practicable 
cases,  Mariners  waiting  the  turn  of  tide,  entering 
or  leaving  the  harbour,  are  recommended  to  keep 
the  Point  Lonsdale  shore  aboard,  as  the  tide  there 
runs  fairer,  and  in  bud  weather  suiall  vessels  incur 
less  risk  on  the  Point  Lonsdale  shore  irom  the 
tide  ripples  than  towards  Point  Nepean. 

No  alteration  has  taken  place  in  the  Upper 
Lighthouse  on  Shortland's  Bluff,  which  is  as  here- 
tofore a  bright  stutiuuiuy  light,  one  liundred  and 
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nine  (109)  feet  above  ihe  level  of  the  water,  seen 
in  ordinary  weather  twenty  (20)  miles  to  seaward, 
within  the  bearings  of  south  round  by  west  to 
iOQth^west  hj  west 

The  bearings  are  hj  compass,  and  heights  at 
mean  high  water. 

Floating  Lightship,  Hobson's  Bat. 

A  Flouting  Light  is  established  at  the  north 
end  of  the  West  Channel  leading  into  Port  Philip 
Bay,  in  the  same  position  as  that  hitherto  oceu-^ 
pied  by  the  North  Fairway  Baoy,  which  is  now 
removed. 

The  Lightship  is  painted  Jiedy  and  exhibits, 
between  sunset  and  sunrise,  Two  (2)  Bright 
Lights,  twenty-four  (24)  feet  apart,  and  lifty  (50) 
feet  above  the  level  of  the  water. 

These  Lights  may  be  seen  from  all  parts  of  the 
horizon  within  the  distance  of  nine  (9)  miles  in 
clear  weather. 

Vessels  approaching  the  Lightship  by  night  or 
by  day,  are  warned  to  be  canttoua  in  avoiding 
collision.

1.  I  transmit  herewith,  for  the  information  of 
my  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  the  ac- 
companying communicationa  as  per  sehedole  from 
Captain  O'Callaghan,  of  Her  Mqjesty'a  ship 
Encounter. 

These  communications  contixin  the  ]):irti(Uilars 
of  a  very  serious  contiict  between  considerable 
numbers  of  the  Chinese  Imperialist  soldierSi  em- 
ployed in  the  siege  of  Shanghae^  and  the  naval 
force,  commanded  by  Captain  0*Callaghan,  in 
conjunction  with  the  commander  of  the  United 
States  sloop  of  war,  Plymouth,  and  assisted  by  a 
body  of  volunteers  from  the  factories  in  that 
vidpity. 

2.  The  operations  reported  by  Captain  O'Cal- 
laghan  appear  to  have  originated  in  the  necessity 
for  taking  vigorous  measures  for  the  defence  of 
the  British  and  other  factories,  and  to  have  led 
eventually  to  the  seizure  of  the  Chinese  war-jonks^ 
and  to  the  expulsion  of  the  Chinese  soldiers  from 
the  camps  they  occupied  contiguous  to  the  borders 
of  the  settlement. 

3*  1  regret  that  it  is  not  in  my  power  to  afford 
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their  Lordships  any  further  official  information  on 
this  subject,  beyond  that  which  is  contained  in 
Captain  O'Cailaghan's  reports  herewith  traaa- 
mitted, 

4.  In  bringing  this  sabjeet  to  their  Lordships' 
notioe,  I  b^  to  point  attention  to  the  very  gallant 
conduct  evinced  by  Captain  O'CaUaglian  and  by 
all  the  officers,  seamen,  and  marines  engaged.

Keane,  and  of  Lieutenants  Dew  and  Miyendiei 
and  of  a  party  of  10  marines,  who  resolntely 
withstood  the  attack  of  an  enormously  superior 
force,  is  particularly  c(>mmended  by  Captain 
O'^Callagban,  and  I  trust  it  may  be  considered 
such  as  to  merit  some  mark  of  their  Lordships' 
favour  and  approval.

Her  Majesty  's  Steam-sloop  Encounter ^ 
Sir,  Shangae^  April  4,  1854. 

I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you,  that  a 
collision  has  taken  place  between  the  Imperialist 

Forces  before  the  city  of  Shanghae  and  ourselves, 
under  the  following  circumstances. 

2.  At  about  4  p.m.  on  the  3rd  instant  I  observed 
the  signal  (previously  arranged)  for  the  small  arm 
men  of  Her  Miyesty's  ships  to  land,  which  was 
promptly  obeyed. 

3.  I  shortly  received  a  message  from  Comman- 
der the  Honourable  G.  D.  Keane  (who  happened 
to  be  on  the  spot  at  the  time)  tiiat  the  Imperial 
troops  were  firing  on  our  people,  and  the  ground 
was  being  held  by  the  marines  oi  the  main  guard. 
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4.  I  advanced  with  the  Encouiiter'a  men  to  tbb 
•pot  indicated  (the  race  eottrse),  which  is  witbiii 

the  limits  of  our  boundary,  where  a  sharp  tiring 
was  being  maintained  on  either  side. 

&.  Her  Majesty's  Consul  and  Vice-Consul  were 
there ;  and  at  the  former's  requisition,  and  quite  in 
accordance  with  my  own  views,  I  determined  oo 
at  once  acting  on  tlie  oiil^nsiv«.\  and  having  cloarlj 
ascertained  the  camp  from  which  the  aggression 
had  been  made,  took  it  and  burnt  it,  which  I  am 
happy  to  say  was  effected  without  loss,  as  the 
troops  retired  the  moment  we  opened  fire  upon 
them. 

6.  Comnianrier  Kelly,  of  the  United  States  ship 
Plymouth,  also  lauded  his  crew,  and  having 
anranged  with  him  for  tlie  protection  of  the  settle* 
ment  during  the  night  by  means  of  strong  patrols, 
the  rest  of  the  crews  were  re-embarked. 

7.  Her  Majesty's  Consul  deemino^  it  advisable 
to  take  further  steps  for  the  security  of  the  settle- 
ment, I  suggested  the  taking  possesdon  of  the 
CliineBe  Fleet,  and  holding  it  until  a  camp  (which 
most  unnecessarily  has  been  pitched  close  to  the 
boundary,  and  from  which  most  wanton  attacks 
have  frequently  been  made)  was  removed,  and  in 
this  he  concurred. 

8«  In  accordance  with  the  above,  I  sent  the 
boats  of  the  Grecian,  with  the  pinnace  of  the  lb- 
counter  (commanded  by  Lieutenant  Dew)  under 
the  command  of  Commander  the  Honourable  G. 
D.  Eeane,  to  take  possession  of  the  junk%  and 
bring  them  down  imder  the  Eneounter^s  gmu^ 
which  he  eflfected  most  judiciously ;  and  I  take 
this  opportunity  of  stating  that  from  him  I  received 
every  assistance  that  adruitne^  and  promptitude 
could  afibrd. 

9.  I  think  it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  conduct  of  Lieutenant  Majeudie,  of  Her  Ma« 
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je«t]r*8  sloop  Grecian  ;  he  was  officer  of  the  ^unrd 
at  the  time  the  aggression  took  place,  and  on  being 
sent  for  repaired  to  the  spot  with  In  marineSi  and 
there  kept  a  eonsiderable  body  of  men  at  bay  until 
raiirfbreed^  and  I  feel  it  due  to  Lieutenant  R.  Dew, 
Ist  Lieutenant  of  this  ship,  to  mention  the  promp* 
titude  and  smartness  with  which  the  crew  of  the 
Snooanter  were  landed.

10.  Since  the  above  was  written  I  have  the 
honour  further  briefly  to  inform  you,  that  at  the 
request  of  Her  MqeAt/s  Consul,  in  accordance 
with  the  other  Consuls,  we  have  found  it  requisite 
to  attack  the  Imperial  camps  near  our  boundary, 
which  have  been  most  gallantly  taken.  I  have  not 
time  to  enter  into  details,  as  I  am  writing  this  on 
the  field. 

1 1.  The  Imperialists  have  retired  in  consider* 

able  force  (4  to  5,000  men)  to  the  main  camp. 
My  object  will  be  now  to  defend  the  settlement^ 
but  the  force  at  my  disposal  is  small,  and  I 
urgently  request  a  reinforcement^  if  possible  some 
troops  ;  indeed  so  critical  do  I  deem  our  position 
that  I  have  resolved  on  ordei  ing  the  Styx  up,  if 
the  senior  officer  at  Amoy  can  spare  her. 

12.  I  cannot  too  strongly  praiae  the  conduct  of 
Commander  KeanCi  and  Lieutenant  Dew,  who 
most  gallantly  stormed  the  very  strong  works 
thrown  up. 

13.  I  am  anxious  this  should  reach  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  for  this  purpose  the  Nymphe  clipper 
will  sail  to  night  or  to  morrow  morning. 

14.  Our  available  fuiee  is  about  300  men  with 
the  Americans.    Captain  Kelly  with  his  gallant 

crew  lias  operated  with  me  in  a  most  elective  aud 
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cordial  munner.  I  am  moch  indebted  to  the  gallaai 

and  steady  conduct  of  himself,  officers,  and  men, 
and  to  all  under  my  command.  (Enclosed  is  a 
list  of  the  killed  and  wounded).  Her  Majesty's 
Consul  and  Vice-Consult — the  latter  with  40 
gentlemen  of  the  settlement^— have  been  with  me 
in  the  tield,  and  afibrded  me  much  assistiuiee. 

15.  I  will  take  the  earliest  opportunity  of 
affording  you  a  more  detailed  account ;  but  of  this 
you  may  rest  assured^  that  the  extreme  measures 
taken  were  positiTely  requisite  for  the  safe^  of 
the  community.

T  received  on  the  22nd  your  reports,  dated  on 
the  4th  aad  5th  instant,  written  iroia  the  scene 
of  action,  describing  the  operations  and  arrange^ 
ments  in  which  you  had  been  engaged  up  to  the 
latest  of  those  dates,  and  containing  expla- 
nations of  some  of  the  circumstances  which  had 
led  to  the  very  serious  collisions  you  describe^ 
with  the  forces  of  an  Empire  at  peaoe  with  Her 
Majesty. 

On  a  full  review  of  those  communications,  it  is 
toy  duty  to  point  out,  that  it  belongs  to  the  Crown 
alone  to  declare  war  ;  and  that  the  orders  and 
instructions  of  the  Admiralty  prohibit  the  conH 
mission  of  acts  of  hostility  towards  the  subjects  of 
foreign  countries,  and  that  Naval  Officers  will  be 
held  most  strictly  responsible  for  any  departure 
from  the  line  of  duty  thus  marked  out. 

In  the  particular  case  oomprised  in  your 
reports,  it  is  clear  that  the  seizure  of  the  Chineee 

cam[>s  and  junks  were  acta  of  hostility  against  the 
public  forces  of  a  State,  not  only  at  peace  with 
the  Crown,  but  towards  whom  we  are  enjoined  to 
shew  the  utmost  con8iderati<m«  No  such  acta  can 
be  justified  on  the  ground  that  they  were  reeom- 
mended  or  called  lor  by  any  Consular  Officer. 
They  can  only  be  justified  by  the  iuuuediate  and 
unavoidable  necessities  of  your  position  at  the 
time,  and  it  is  by  the  proof  you  adduce  of  the  ex- 
istence of  such  necesaitieSy  that  the  Admiralty  will 
judge  of  the  propriety  of  such  a  departure  from 
its  positive  iuj  unctions. 

1  have  considered,  as  it  is  my  duty  to  do,  the 
circumstances  you  relate^  and  I  am  bound  to 
acknowledge  that  they  appear  to  have  been  such 
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Aa  to  liaye  left  you  no  altemattye,  consisteiit  with 

the  safety  of  the  interests  you  had  beeu  ordered  to 
protect,  but  to  pursue  the  course  you  took  upon 
the  drd  aad  4tb  instaQt ;  but  I  must  apprise  you, 
that  in  cases  of  this  nature,  it  is  not  for  me  to 
pronoonoe  a  oondosive  judgment 

With  respect  to  the  measures  you  took  for 
effixting  the  objects  you  had  in  view,  supposing 
thqse  to  have  been  justifiablei  1  am  at  liberty  to 
form  a  more  decided  opinion  i  and  I  have»  there« 
fore,  to  inform  you  that  your  personal  conduct, 
and  that  of  the  gallant  captain,  olficera,  and  men 
who  co-operated  with  you  Irom  the  United  States* 
ship  Plymouth)  and  the  conduct  of  Commander 
Eleane,  and  of  Lieutenants  Dew,  Hemsted, 
Majendie,  and  Montgomery,  and  of  the  seamen 
and  marines,  and  gentlemen-volunteers  engaged 
on  the  occasion?  referred  to,  iias  elicited  my 
warmest  admiration ;  and  I  shall  take  an  oppor- 
tunity to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Admiralty  the 
names  of  the  officers  you  particularly  mention, 
and  of  the  10  marines  who  so  resolutely  withstood 
the  attacks  of  a  very  superior  force  upon  the  3rd 
of  the  month.

Her  Majesty*$  Ship  Amphion^  Coast  of 
Sat,  ICourtand,  May  18,  1854. 

I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  I 

arrived  off  the  port  of  Libau  on  the  evening  of 
May  10th,  in  company  with  Her  Majesty's  Ship 
Conflict,  and  having  received  infonuation  from 
various  sources  that  the  town  was  defended  bj 
only  oOO  or  600  soldiers,  and  two  or  three  guns, 
and  that  several  Kujssiau  merchant  vessels  lay  dis- 
mantled in  the  port,  I  determined  to  bring  them 
out. 

On  the  morning  of  the  17th  we  stood  in  to* 
wards  the  entrance  of  the  river,  and  by  careful 
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sounding  with  boats  ahead  sooceeded  in  anchoring 
both  ships  within  gun  shot  of  part  of  the  town.  I 
then  directed  Captain  Cummiug  to  take  a  sum- 
mons to  the  Governor,  under  a  flag  of  truce, 
calling  on  him  to  surrender  the  merchant  vessels 
within  three  hours.  The  Governor  refused,  but 
said  that  a  final  answer  wooid  be  sent  before  the 
time  specified  in  my  letter.  At  3.30  p.m.,  Cap- 
tain Cumiaing,  who  had  informed  me  that  there 
was  a  considerable  body  of  troops  in  the  town, 
again  landed  to  receive  the  answer — a  letter,  which 
I  enclose.  On  ascertaining  its  contents  I  took  the 
armed  boats  of  both  ships,  with  Captain  Cum- 
ming  in  command  of  those  of  Conflict,  into  the 
river.  With  the  exception  of  one  or  two,  the 
soldiers  kept  out  of  sight,  and  not  a  shot  was  fired, 
at  was  well  for  us  that  tiiej  did  so,  as  we  pulled 
up  the  creek,  which  was  fifty  yards  broad,  for  one  * 
and  a  half  miles  before  iiri  iving  at  the  shipping. 
1  desired  the  authorities  to  point  out  tlie  Russian 
vessels,  of  which  I  then  directed  Captain  Cum- 
ming  and  Lieutenants  Wodehouse  and  Here  to 
take  possession^  I  detained  a  small  steamer 
(originally  Rus&iun,  now  owned  by  a  Dane),  got 
her  steam  up,  and  kept  her  as  a  refuge  lor  the 
boats  in  case  of  an  attack. 

The  magistrate  stated  that  they  were  induced 
to  yield  thus  submissively,  from  their  being  con* 
vinced  that  if  they  were  to  overpower  us,  a  large 
force  would  be  sent,  and  the  tow  n  perhaps  des- 
troyed. 

The  boats  captured  eight  merchant  vessels  all 
new  and  well  found,  but  dismantled,  sails  unbent, 

some  seultli  d  and  aground,  nevertheless  they  were 
all  brought  out  and  taken  in  tow  by  Amphion  and 
Conflict,  before  9  F.M. 

The  private  property  found  on  board  was 
restored  to  the  owners  on  application  for  it.

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Although  I  had  the  opportunity  of  destrojiog  a 
large  amount  of  the  enemy's  property,  such  as 
their  houses,  vessels  on  the  stocks,  and  vessels 

repairing,  I  did  not  consider  it  right  to  do  so,  as 
the  troops  had  left  the  town  so  pitifully  to  its  fate, 
and  the  people  had  assisted  in  getting  the  vessels 
out,  by  opening  the  bridge.  &c.,  which  would  have 
detained  us  some  considerable  time,  had  we  been 
obliged  to  blow  it  up,  though  I  was  prepared  to 
do  so. 

The  fact  of  the  town  of  Libau  containing  10,000 
inhabitants  and  formed  by  nature  with  unusual 

facilities  for  defence,  being  temporarily  taken  pos- 
session of  by  130  men  without  a  shot  being  tired, 
I  attribute  almost  entirely  to  the  judicious  conduct 
of  Captain  Gumming  during  his  conference  with 
the  magistrates  when  he  landed  with  a  flag  of 
truce. 

I  liave  great  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  exem- 
plary behaviour  of  all  the  officers,  seamen,  and 
marines,  employed  on  this  service.

The  duty  of  summoning  you  to  surrender  the

I  would  willingly  spare  the  town  and  the  lives 
of  the  inhabitants ;  if,  therefore,  the  steam  vessel, 
and  all  the  Russian  merchant  vessds  in  the  port 
(above  and  below  the  bridge),  are  sent  out  in 
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their  present  condition,  within  three  hours  after 
the  receipt  of  this  letter,  not  a  shot  shall  be  fired. 
The  men  bringing  them  out  shall  be  hinded  under 
a  flag  of  trace. 

If  at  the  expiration  of  that  time  this  demand 
is  not  complied  with,  the  consequences  rest  with 
you.  In  which  case  I  trust  that  you  will  cause 
the  women  and  children  to  leave  the  town,  and 
the  invalids  to  be  removed  to  some  conspienous 
building,  which,  if  indicated  hy  a  flag,  will  be 
respected.

The  notification  addressed  by  Her  Britannic 
M^je8ty's  Commander  of  the  Amphion,  to  deliver 
up  the  Bussian  merchant  vessels  in  the  port  of 
Libau,  has  been  received  by  the  magistrates  of 
this  town,  there  being  no  Military  or  Civil 
Governor. 

The  town  of  Libau  being  in  a  defenceless  state 
has  no  power  to  resist  the  demand. 

The  peaceable  inhabitants  are  compelled  to  snb* 

mit  tliemselves  to  any  demands  put  to  them  ;  they 
expect,  however,  that  Fler  Britannic  Majesty's 
power  will  only  undertake  that  which  is  consistent 
with  humanity  and  honour. 

The  ships  demanded  cannot,  and  will  not,  be  re- 
fused; but  it  is  entirely  impossible  to  deliver  them 
in  the  time  prcscrihed,  as  the  most  of  them  are 
unrigged  and  lying  on  a  swampy  ground. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  magistrates  can 
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only  reply  that  Her  Majesty's  CJommander 
should  convince  himself  of  the  impossibility,  and 
resolve  in  which  way  the  said  merchant  veaaeb 
are  to  be  brought  out  of  harbour.

Whereas  by  an  Act,  passed  in  the  fourtli  year 
of  tlie  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled 

An  Act  lor  the  regulation  of  tlie  duties  of  post- 
age," power  is  given  to  the  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury,  from  time  to  time,  by  War- 
rant  under  their  hands,  to  alter  and  fix  any  of  the 
rates  of  British  or  lulanrl  |»ostagi',  payable  by  law 
on  the  transmission  by  the  post  of  Foreign  or 
Colonial  letters  or  newspapers,  or  any  other 
printed  papers,  and  to  subject  the  same  to  rates  of 
postage  according  to  the  weight  thereof,  and  a 
scale  of  wtMglit  to  be  contained  in  such  Warrant, 
and  from  time  to  time  by  Warrant  as  aforesaid,  to 
alter  or  repeal  any  such  altered  rates,  $iid  to  make 
and  establish  any  new  or  other  rates  in  lieu 
thereof. 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  regulations 
should  be  made  for  the  transmission  by  the  post  of 
the  letters  and  packets  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Now  we,  the  Conmiiasionera  of  Her  Maiesty's 

Treasury,  in  exurcibe  of  the  power  or  autkurity  in 
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us  for  sach  paq>ose  vested  in  and  by  the  said  Act, 
and  of  all  other  powers  enabling  ns  in  this  behalf 

do  by  this  War  runt  (under  the  hands  of  two  of  us 
tlie  said  Commissioners  by  the  authority  of  the 
Statute  in  that  case  made  and  provided),  order  and 
directi  that  on  every  letter  not  exceeding  half  an 
ounce  in  weight,  transmitted  by  the  post  between 
any  place  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  any  of  Her 
Majesty's  colonies  next  hereinatter  mentioned 
(direct  or  through  any  other  colony,  or  through 
any  foreign  country)  that  is  to  say,  New  South 
Wales,  Victoria,  South  Australia,  Uarbadoes,  Nova 
Scuiia,  and  New  Brunswick  (which  colonics  are 
hereinafter  throughout  this  Warrant  termed  '^the 
colonies  hereinbefore  particularly  mentioned"), 
there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  in  lieu  of  any 
rates  of  British  postage  now  payable  by  law  on 
such  lelt(*rs,  an  uniform  British  rate  of  sixpence. 

And  we  direct,  that  on  every  letter  not  exceed- 
ing half  an  ounce  in  weight,  transmitted  by  the 
post  between  any  of  the  colonies  hereinbefore  par- 
ticularly uientit>ned  through  the  United  Kingdom 
direct  or  through  any  other  colony,  or  any  foreign 
country,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  in  lieu 
of  any  rates  of  British  postage  now  payable  bylaw 
on  such  letters,  an  uniform  British  rate  of  one 
shilling. 

And  we  direct,  that  on  every  letter  not  exceed- 
ing half  an  ounce  in  weight,  transmitted  by  the 
post  between  any  of  the  colonies  hereinbefore  par- 
ticularly mention  i  d,  and  any  other  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty's colonies,  or  any  foreie^u  country,  through 
the  United  Kingdom  (whether  through  any  colony 
or  foreign  country  or  not),  there  shaJl  be  charged 
and  taken,  in  lieu  of  any  rates  of  British  postage 
now  payable  by  law  on  such  letters,  thu  rates  of 
British  postage  following ;  that  is  to  say : 

For  the  conveyance  of  every  such  letter  between 
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any  of  the  colonies  hereinbefore  pardedaify  raesoK 
tioned  and  my  port  of  the  XTnited  Kingdom  a 
rate  of  sixpence,  and  for  the  conveyance  of  every 
such  letter  between  the  port  in  the  United  iaaug- 
dom  of  the  departure  or  arrival  of  the  packet 
or  ship  conveying  the  same,  and  the  cdony  or

rROCLAMATIOX. 

The  Royal  Administration  of  Marine  announces^ 
for  the  information  and  guidance  of  Mariners, 

that  according  to  His  Majesty's  gracious  Decree 
of  the  2nd  February  last,  a  Lighthouse  to  be 
erected  on  Winga  Point,  near  to  tiie  one  which 
is  there  at  present,  and  provided  with  a  Lens 
Light  of  the  Fourth  Degree,  "  h  courtes  ^Upses," 
or,  as  it  is  also  called,  a  leu  fixe  varic  p:n*  des 
Eclats,"  of  the  same  description  as  th«'  light  which 
is  to  be  put  up  this  summer  at  Ko^te^.  The 
Winga  Light  is  to  be  ready  in  time  to  be  used  at 
the  beginning  of  the  autumn  of  this  year. 
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In  connexion  with  this  the  Light  at  Baakor, 
situated  within  Winga,  which  at  present  is  pro* 
vided  with  white  window  glass,  is  to  have  red 
glass,  by  which  means  this  Harbour  Light  will 
present  a  red  appearance,  distinguishing  it  from 
the  lights  at  Winga  and  Bottd. 

Further  provimons  concerning  tiie  times  for 
lighting  the  Winga  Lighthouse,  and  the  direction 
of  the  new  h'ghthouse  and  its  distance  from  the 
present  fixed  light,  will  henceforth  be  announced 
in  the  Official  Gazette.

Report  of  his  proceedings  in  the  Gulf  of  Bothnia, 
from  the  5th  May  to  the  10th  June,  by  which 
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their  LordshipB  will  observe  that  he  has  destroyed 
forty-six  vessels,  afloat  and  on  the  stocks,  amount* 

ing  to  1 1 ,000  tons  ;  from  40,000  to  50,000  barrel.?  of 
pitch  and  tar;  60,000  square  yards  ufrougli  pitch; 
a  great  number  of  stacks  of  timber,  spars,  plank, 
and  deals,  sails,  rope,  and  various  kinds  of  naval 
stores,  to  the  amount  of  from  3  to  £400,000,  %vitb- 
out  the  loss  uF  a  man.  Admiral  Pluuiridge  Ijis 
had  to  contend  with  innumerable  rocks  and  sijuals, 
incorrectly  laid  down  in  the  charts,  and  met 
the  ice  up  to  the  30th  May  ;  nevertheless  though 
several  of  his  squadron  have  touched  the  ground, 
T  am  ]ia|>|>y  to  say  they  have  received  no  damage 
tliat  he  is  not  able  to  repair  with  his  own  means*

From  the  hindrances  the  squadron  have  encoun- 
tered in  this  service,  it  has  spread  over  a  greater 
space  of  time  than  I  at  first  contemplated ;  the 
intricacies  of  the  ice,  navigation,  innumerable 
rocks,  shuals,  and  the  imperfect  stale  of  the  charts 
as  to  soundings  on  the  Russian  side  of  the  Gulf, 
together  with  the  difficulties  we  experienced 
in  disentangling  the  squadron,  up  to  the  30tb 
May,  from  the  floes  and  fields  of  ice  (of  which  we 
saw  the  last  this  morning),  could  not  be  sur- 
mounted in  less  time,  or  with  less  vigilance,  bj 
the  officers  in  command,  and  that  of  the  captain 
of  my  flag-ship,  together  with  the  constant  perse- 
verance and  zeal  evinced  by  Mr.  George  B.  F. 
Swain,  the  master  of  the  Leopard  ;  which  ship  I 
may  here  observe,  to  the  credit  of  these  two 
officers,  has  led  the  squadron  from  leaving  the 
Aland  Islands. 

I  feel  it  incumbent  on  me  to  notice  how  sensibly 
I  feel  the  zealous  co-operation  of  Captains  Buckle, 
Gifiard,  Glasse,  and  Scott,  as  well  as  the  good 
arrangements  oif  their  ships'  boats  for  service. 

The  letters  from  No.  8  to  6,  show  the  names  of 
the  several  lieutenants  and  boats  commanded  by 
Lieutenant  B.  P.  Priest,  of  this  ship,  and  seconded 
by  my  iiag-lieurenant,  L  U.  liammet.  To 
them  and  the  other  officers,  those  subordinate,  the 
seamen,  marines,  and  their  lieutenants  (Davis, 
Lewis,  and  Thelwall),  my  thanks  are  fully  due. 

Any  credit  that  may  arise  from  such  extensive 
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<lamag6  having  been  executed,  will,  I  trust,  pardon 
me  for  thus  bringing  to  your  special  notice  the 
name  of  that  steady,  old,  and  deserving  o&cer. 
Lieutenant  B.  Priest,  who  held  the  boat  oomnuuid 
from  Brahestad  to  Uleaborg  and  Tomea. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  again  reverting  to  the 
ability  and  exertions  of  Captain  George  Giffard^ 
feeling  as  I  do  that  it  is  mj  duty  to  take  thia 
opportunity  of  bringing  some  of  his  merits  belbre 
you.

Her  Majcsty^s  ship  Valorotu  al  sea^ 
Sir,  May  15,  1854. 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  to  you  that  in 
«  consequence  of  thick  foggy  weather,  I  did  not 
reach  Grisselhamn  until  noon  of  the  6th  instant. 

On  landing  to  communicate,  I  found  that  the 
commandant  was  absent  at  Stockholm,  but  the 
officer  in  command,  Captain  Billbery,  very  oblige 
iugly  alibrded  me  all  the  information  in  his  power, 
through  the  interpretation  of  Captain  Fahnelyelm, 
the  Director  of  the  Electric  Telegraph,  which  was 
to  be  in  operation  in  about  a  week.  No  pilots  for 
the  Aland  Islands  could  be  obtained,  and  I  believe 
they  are  not  permitted  to  serve  in  our  ships  of 
war.     The  commandant  observed  that  he  be- 
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lieved  there  were  not  more  than  1000  troops  at 
Bomarstmdy  and  that  300  of  them  had  lately  been 
relieved  by  500  from  Rassia ;  he  did  not  appear 

to  know  anything  about  the  gun-boats.  The  only 
information  I  could  obtain  relative  to  the  Aland 
Islands  was,  that  the  inhabitants  appeared  to  be 
well  disposed  towards  the  English^  and  that  they 
had  declined  taking  up  arras  to  oppose  us.  He 
was  anxious  to  know  whether  their  Post-boat, 
Eckero,  would  be  intercepted  by  us.  I  replied  it 
wonld  not,  unless  it  contained  military  despatches 
to  or  from  the  Russian  Oovemment^  but  that  I 
considered  it  advisable  that  a  passport  should  be 
obtained  from  the  CoiomanJer-in-Chief,  to  be  pro- 
duced when  boarded  by  our  cruisers. 

2*  I  proceeded  next  morning  in  the  direction  of 
Wardo  Island  and  Bomarsund,  but  in  the  after* 
noon  found  inysulf  near  some  shoals,  with 
ice  on  some  of  the  patches  ;  £  therefore  anchored 
to  sound,  and  a  fog  soon  came  on  which 
prevented  my  moving  until  noon  on  the  fol- 
lowing day.  On  standing  to  the  southward, 
on  the  8th  instant,  towards  Wardo  Island,  I 
observed  a  barque  running  to  the  southward  among 
the  island^  and  on  my  steering  to  cut  her  off»  she 
bore  up.  I  therefore  stood  in  cautiously,  and 
finding  a  good  channel  close  to  sonic  rucks  and 
small  islands,  I  proceeded  in,  anchoring  in  15 
fathoms,  with  Vulture  in  company,  within  a  mile 
of  the  barque,  in  a  good  harbour  formed  by  the 
Island  of  l^iggo  and  numerous  others.  On  send* 
lug  the  boats,  the  baniue  was  found  to  be  aground 
and  deserted,  in  a  small  cove.  Russian  colours 
and  a  paper  found  on  board  proved  her  to  be  the 
Princess  of  Uleaborg,  of  346  tons,  with  a  cargo 
of  salt  (part  having  been  landed),  from  At.  Vhesy 
bound  to  Abo.  Observinj^  a  boat  pulling  away 
liroai  her,  I  sent  a  gig  which  brought  her  back| 
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with  the  master,  mate,  and  three  men,  the  ship's 

papers  and  their  private  effects.  I  have  sent  her 
to  Faro,  with  a  prize  crew  of  eleveu  men  from  the 
Valorous  and  Vulture,  in  charge  of  the  second 
master  of  this  ship.  Hie  village,  consisting  of 
half  a  dozen  cottages,  was  deserted,  with  the  ex- 
ception  of  an  old  woman.  I  lef  t  :i  paper  in  the 
largest  house,  on  which  I  caused  the  master  of  the 
captured  vessel  to  state  that  the  English  would 
not  molest  them,  or  touch  their  property,  but  would 
pay  for  anything  they  had  to  dispose  of,  and  this 
was  likewise  explained  to  the  woman.  We  also 
found  a  cutter,  of  about  35  tons,  deserted  and 
empty,  called  the  Alfred,  which  the  master  of  the 
Princess  said  was  a  revenue  vessel.  The  barque 
having  been  got  afloat  and  brought  out  during  the 
night,  I  started  the  following  afternoon  witli  the 
Vulture,  towing  the  barque,  and  the  cutter  not 
being  worth  removing  I  directed  her  to  be  burnt. 

S.  While  catting  the  anchor,  three  or  four 
cables'  length  from  where  we  had  been  lying,  the 
ship  touched  on  a  sunken  rock. 

4.  The  prize  parted  company  in  the  evening, 
and  I  proceeded  with  the  Vulture  in  the  direction 
of  Bomarsund.  The  master  of  the  Princess  stated 
that  he  had  been  three  weeks  at  Marsund,  and 
that  the  Russians  had  500  troops  there  and  loOO 
at  different  parts  among  the  islands,  but  princi- 
pally at  Bomarsund.  Some,  he  said,  were  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  spot  at  which  we  had  capture<l  his 
vessel,  and  several  watch-fires  which  were  kept  up 
during  the  night  on  the  adjoining  hills,  which  are 
rocky  and  covered  with  pine-trees,  supported  the 
assertion,  though  we  saw  none* 

Next  morning,  the  Vulture  in  company,  T  j)ro- 
ccednd  in  the  direction  of  Bomarsund,  but  ibund 
the  channels  very  intricate  between  the  inntmae* 
rable  small  islands  and  rocks,  which  did  not  cor* 
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respond  with  any  of  the  charts,  and  which  appear 
to  be  far  from  correct  Having  no  pilot,  I  pro- 
ceeded cautiously  by  the  eye  and  lead^  the  water 

being  perfectly  smooth.  About  two  p.m.  I  observed 
a  part  of  the  works  of  Boruarsund,  which  proved 
to  be  two  casemated  batteries,  one  of  which  ap- 
peared to  have  double  loop  holes  below,  and  both 
with  embrasures  on  the  summit,  with  chimneys 
appearinqr  between  them,  a  sketch  of  which,  as  I 
observed  it  to  be  from  our  mastheads,  was  taken 
by  Mr.  Broadrick,  mate,  is  inclosed  herewith,  the 
distance  was  about  five  miles  from  Bomarsund*  I 
was  led  there  by  observing  the  mastheads  of 
several  vessels  over  the  land.  In  standing  cau- 
tiously towards  them  the  ship  touched  the  ground 
once,  but  I  succeednrl  in  anchoring,  in  company 
with  the  Vulture,  about  a  mile  from  the  vessds. 
We  made  out  six  or  seven,  and  I  sent  in  seven 
boats  from  the  two  ships  ;  they  found  them  de- 
serted, six  being  small  schooners,  and  the  other 
was  a  brigantine,  —  all  empty  and  scarcely  of  any 
value.  The  boats  brought  out  the  brigantine  and 
two  schooners,  the  latter  had  the  appearance  of 
being  fitted  for  gun-boats  :  I  therefore  burnt  them. 
The  others  were  apparently  unseaworthy,  except 
the  brigantine ;  but  as  she  was  very  badly  found, 
and  not  fit  for  a  voyage  to  England,  and  belong- 
ing^ apparently  to  the  poorer  people  of  the  j)lace, 
whose  good-will  I  consider  it  advisable  to  gain,  I 
leSt  her  untouched.  The  li^rhts  of  Bomarsund 
were  visible  above  the  trees  of  the  adjoining  island 
from  the  masthead,  and  with  the  assistance  of  a 
glass  the  sketcli  was  acf^nratcly  made. 

We  started  next  moniini^  witliout  meeting  with 
any  opposition,  only  a  few  of  the  people  of  the 
village  being  seen  at  a  distance.  The  channels 
between  the  innumerable  rocks  and  islands  are  so 
intricate,  and  so  ditif'erent  from  the  positions  on 
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the  charts,  that  I  considered  it  unsafe  to  proceed 
further  south  than  Wardo  vviiiiout  a  pilot,  nor 
could  I  find  the  cbaoQel  track  bjr  which  I  entered  9 
fortunateljy  the  water  was  very  smooth  and  dear, 
and  the  rocks  bold,  so  that  I  could  steer  through 
them  by  the  eye  and  lead,  which  generallj  indi- 
cated the  approach  to  shoal  water. 

6.  On  the  12th  instant  I  met  the  Odin,  and 
received  the  rendesEVous  from  her,  since  which  I 
have  been  drawn  away  to  the  N.W.  by  chasing 
several  vessels  which  proved  to  be  Swedes  and 
Norwegians*  I  have,  &c.

I  have  the  honour  to  forward  the  enclosed 
report,  from  Lieutenant  Benjamin  P.  Prie8t(aenior 
lieutenant  of  this  ship),  of  the  operations  of  the 
boats  of  the  squadron  under  his  commam],  sent 
into  Brahesta<l  harbour  on  the  30th  ultimo  ;  and 
have  great  pleasure  in  reporting  the  very  good 
conduct  of  every  officer  and  man  employed ;  the 
boats  having  been  away  upwards  of  seven  hours, 
immediately  after  clearing  tlic  ice  in  which  the 
squadron  had  been  blocked  up  for  the  previous 
twenty-four  hours.

In  obedience  to  your  orckrs,  I  this  afternoon 
proceeded  with  detachments  of  boats  from  Her 
Majesty's  steam  frigates  Leopard,  Vulture,  aud 
Odiiii  into  the  harbour  of  Brahestadi  where  I 
damaged  enemT^s  property  as  follows  :

As  the  inhabitants  yielded  immediately  to  otir 
force,  I  was  very  careful  not  to  damage  the  pri- 
vate houses ;  at  the  same  time  I  satisfied  myself 
by  personal  inspection,  that  there  was  no  contra* 
band  of  war  within  those  storcliouses,  which  were 
situated  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  and  inside 
the  town,  which  I  did  not  destroy. 

Two  large  stores,  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town, 
were  found  to  contain  flour  ;  these  were  not 
destroyed,  as  I  had  reason  for  supposing  it  to  be 
private  property. 
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All  the  oflieers  placed  under  my  orders,  vied 
with  me  in  preventing  unnecessary  alarm  to  the 
iohabitants ;  and  I  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  report 
the  alacrity,  great  steadiness,  and  good  conduct 
shown  by  all  the  officers  and  seamen  employed  on 
this  service. 

It  is  almost  superHuous  to  add  that  the  royal 
marines  under  Lieutenants  Thelwali,  B.M.  A., 
showed  their  admirable  discipline.

I  have  the  honour  to  enclose  the  reports  of 

the  officers  commanding  the  several  detachments 
of  boats  ot  the  squadron  sent  from  this  ship  on  the 
Ist  and  2nd  instant,  after  the  ships  had  anchored 
within  range  of  the  town  of  UlealK)rg ;  and  I  have 
much  pleasure  in  again  bringing  the  seal  and 
ability  of  Lieutenant  Benjaniin  P.  Priest,  who 
commanded  the  principal  force,  to  your  notice. 

All  the  officers  and  men  engaged  in  this  trpng 
duty  for  nearly  12  hours  (and  during  a  snow 
storm  of  six  hours*  duration)  conducted  themselves 
entirely  to  my  satisfaction,  and  the  destruction  of 
enemy's  shipping  and  property  has  been  very 
great. 

From  the  enemy  having  sunk  all  their  shipping, 

it  was  found  that  no  vessels  could  be  rendered 
serviceable  to  embark  niiy  of  the  valuable  property 
without  great  loss  of  time,  and  it  was  burnt  with* 
out  a  murmur  or  thought  of  price  money* 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  report  to  you  the 
unwearied  zeal  and  ability  of  Mr.  George  B, 
Swain,  master  of  this  ship,  assi&ted  by  Mr.  D.  M. 
Jago,  the  master  of  Her  M^lesty's  ship  Odin,  and 
their  assistants,  in  sounding  and  buoying  the 
intricate  and  shallow  channels  for  upwards  of  80 
miles  leading  to  this  port,  they  being  employed

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Taking  possession  of  the  town  of  Uleaborg,  I 
spent  two  hours  in  examining  the  buildings,  of 
which  none  appeared  to  belong  to  the  Russian 
Grovernment,  except  the  Cossacks'  Barracks, 
situated  in  the  very  heart  of  the  town ;  and  as  its 
destruction  by  fire  would  have  involved  the  burn- 
ing of  a  large  number  of  private  houses,  if  not  of 
the  whole  town  (containing  several  thousand  in- 
habitants), I  judged  it  better  to  spare  it. 

In  tlius  acting  I  had  the  less  reason  to  expect 
your  disapprobation^  as  it  was  little  better  than  a 
collection  of  hovels. 

Tlie  storehouses  within  the  town  were  for  the 
most  part  cleared  out ;  no  naval  stores  were  found 
in  any  of  them,  and  as  their  burning  would  also 
have  endangered  the  town,  they  were  spared. 

I  next  detached  Lieutenant  L.  U.  Hammet, 
(flag  lieutenant)  in  command  of  a  division  to 
examine  both  the  sides  of  a  river,  below  the 
narrows,  to  recover  any  of  the  sunken  vessels,  if 
practicable  in  a  short  time ;  otherwise  to  destroy 
all  the  enemy's  shipping  and  naval  stores  ;  im- 
pressing upon  him  your  orders  to  be  caret  ul  not  to 
damage  any  private  dwelling,  a  service  which  he 
performed  with  discretion  and  ability. 

Proceeding  myself  with  the  other  division  to  the 
island  opposite  to  the  town,  I  fired  and  destroyed 
all  the  ships  building,  together  with  the  storehouses 
containing  ship-building  materials,  and  workshops, 
and  continuing  destroying  as  I  passed  down  on 
both  sides  of  the  river,  I  rejoined  Lieutenant 
Hammet  and  returned  on  board. 

During  the  performance  of  this  service,  the  men 
were  exposed  to  great  trials  and  temptations^  both 
from  the  almost  uninterrupted  sleet,  with  very  cold 
weather,  and  tlie  large  number  of.^pirit  stores  open  ; 
yet,  notwithstanding  this  their  general  behaviour 
gave  me  the  greatest  confidence  in  their  devotion 
and  daring,  had  the  enemy  shown  opposition. 
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Of  the  condact  and  discipline  of  the  marines 
under  Lieutenant  W.  S.  Davis,  (B.M.A.)  I  cannot 
saj  too  much  in  praise,  exposed  so  much  to  tempta- 
tion when  sentries  in  the  town. 

All  the  shipping,  boats,  &c.,  were  found  scuttled 
and  sunk  $  and  as  considerable  time  would  have 
been  required  to  weigh  and  load  them,  all  were 
burnt  and  destroyed. 

The  whole  service  lasted  nearly  twelve  hours, 
and  the  following  list  shows  the  loss  wliich  has 
been  inflicted  on  the  enemy,  which,  at  a  low  eati* 
mate,  cannot  be  valued  under  £200,000:

I  beg  leaTe  to  transmit  to  their  Lordships  the 
accompanying  letter  from  Rear- Admiral  PImn«* 
ridge,  enclosing  one  from  Captain  Glasse,  of  the 
Vulture  (which  ship  arrived  here  yesterday),  giving 
an  account  of  an  unfortunate  failure  in  an  attack 
on  Gamla  Carleby,  in  the  Gulf  of  Bothnia,  by 
the  boats  of  the  Vulture  and  Odin.

Previous  to  leaving  the  neighbourhood  of  Ulea* 
borg,  on  the  4th  instant,  I  gave  Captain  Glasse, 
of  the  Vulture,  the  accompanying  order,  aaJ 
parted  company  from  that  ship  and  the  Odin. 

After  having  iinished  the  service  I  went  toper- 
form  at  and  near  Tomea,  with  this  ship  and  the 
Valorous,  we  rejoined  the  Vulture,  and  Odin,  on 
the  night  of  the  10th  instant,  ul  the  previous 
appointed  rendezvous  (No.  6). 

The  accompanying  letters,  returns,  and  papers, 
I  have  recexYed  from  Captain  Glasse,  detailing  a 
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failure  in  the  service  he  intended  to  execute  ;  the 
perusal  of  these  letters  and  returns,  has  caused  me 
considerable  concern  from  the  severe,  and  I  am 
sorry  to  add  Tery  extensivOi  lossi  sustained  in 
ofBoers  and  men  killed  and  others  wounded. 

From  what  I  am  able  to  discern,  it  would  appear 
to  me  that  this  serious  catastrophe  has  resulted 
from  surprise,  and  a  subsequent  want  of  suitable 
management.

Having  in  obedience  to  jTOur  orders  pro- 
ceeded off  Old  Carleby,  on  tlie  morning  of  the 
6th  instant,  the  state  of  the  weather  obliged  me  to 
put  to  sea  again  ;  but,  on  the  following  daj,  the 
7th,  the  wind  moderating,  we  were  able  to  return, 
and  anchored  abreast  of  TrullOn  Island,  as  near  as 
we  prndentlj  could  to  the  bar,  in  foor  frthoms 
water,  the  Odin  in  Company. 

The  boats,  as  per  enclosed  list  (1),  were 
despatched  under  charge  of  the  senior  lieutenant 
of  the  Vulture,  Mr.  Charles  A.  Wise,  with 
signals  and  directions  for  his  guidance^  as  per 
enclosures  (Nos.  2  and  3). 

It  is  my  painful  duty  to  report  that  they  were 
met  in  force  by  the  enemy,  and  beaten  oS,  with 
the  loss  of  the  Vulture's  paddle-box  boat 

bunediately  on  perceiTing  the  attack,  the  re« 
serve  was  ordered  away,  consisting  of  one  paddle- 
box  boat  from  each  ship,  accompanied  by  Captain 
Francis  Scott,  in  his  gig,  who  having  gallantly 
Tolunteered  his  services,  I  readily  entrusted 
with  the  charge  of  bringing  the  boats  out  of 
action,  as  I  observed  the  fire  of  the  enemy  evi- 
dently proceeded  from  an  overwhelming  force. 

The  following  day  under  a  flag  of  truce,  Lieu- 
tenant Wise  proceeded  with  a  letter  to  the 
Grovemor  of  Gamla  Carleby  ;  he  returned  without 
communicating,  the  flag  not  being  acknowledged, 
and  reported  tliat  a  regiment  of  regular  troops 
were  drawn  up  during  the  time  the  boat  remained 
off  the  beach,  and  apparently  a  second  regiment^ 
from  the  difference  of  their  uniforms,  employed 
throwing  up  breastworks,  with  embrasures. 
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From  there  being  only  thirteen  feet  water  on  the 
deepest  part  of  the  bar,  and  the  impossibility  of 

getting  ships  of  tlie  draft  of  water  of  the  Vulture 
and  Odin  over,  1  considered  our  l  urther  operations 
there  impracticable,  and  sailed  at  six  p.m.,  for  the 
rendesTOus  at  Hallgrund  Beacon,  off  Jacobatad^ 
but  the  unfavourable  state  of  the  weather  has 
prevented  our  einployiug  our  force  iu  its  imme- 
diate neighbourhood.

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Having  anchored  the  boats  in  line  abreast, 
their  guns  poiuted  towards  the  beach,  I  bonded  in 
the  gig  with  a  flag  of  truce,  for  the  purpose  of 
eolimiimcating  with  some  persoDS  whom  I  obeerred 
on  the  adjacent  shore.  The  flag  was  duly  re- 
ceived, and  I  addressed  one  who  styled  himself 
the  Burgomaster,  demanding  that  all  the  property 
of  the  Emperor  of  Russia  should  be  given  up  to 
me,  and  that  on  this  condition,  in  compliance  with 
Admiral  Plumridge's  notice,  tiie  town  and  priTate 
property  would  be  respected.  Not  being  able  to 
obtain  a  satisfactory  answer,  and  assistance  in 
communicating  with  the  Governor  being  denied 
me,  re-embarked  and  directing  lieutenant  Car* 
rington  to  proceed  ahead  in  a  boat  of  light 
draught  to  sound,  ordered  the  l>oats  to  weigh  and 
form  in  two  lines  abreast,  but  betore  this  was 
executed  the  enemy's  fire  from  storehouses  on  our 
right,  opened  with  field  pieces  and  musketry, 
which  yf(X6  prouiptlj  returned  by  our  guns  and 
small  linns. 

The  enemy  being  in  great  force  and  rapidly 
increasing-^their  position  well  chosen,  and  pro* 
tected  among  wood  and  houses,  behind  which  they 

were  completely  concealed,  and  from  which  they 
poured  a  most  destructive  fire — I  deemed  it  ex* 
pedient  to  withdraw  the  boats,  and  according^ 
made  the  signal  for  the  general  recall. 

I  did  not,  however,  accomplish  this  without  the 
loss  of  the  paddle-box  boat  of  this  ship,  which  was 
destroyed  by  the  enemy's  fire;  and  it  is  with  sor- 
row I  contemplate  the  severe  loss  of  oflieers  and 
men  we  have  sustained.  Lieutenant  Carrington, 
of  the  Odin,  fell  while  in  the  act  of  carrying  out 
my  orders.  His  boat,  a  cutter,  was  the  object  of 
the  enemy's  first  fire,  by  which  she  had  eleven 
struck  down,  and  gave  us  first  notice  of  their 
proximi^.   Mr.  N.  J.  Morphy,  mate^  in  chaigie 
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of  the  Vulture's  paddle-box  boat,  I  observed  en- 
couraging hia  crew  with  great  gaUantvy.   Mr*  C. 

F.  H.  Montague  (mate),  Odin,  I  am  sorry  to  say 
fell  Jiiortally  wounded  while  most  gallantly  doing 
his  duty  in  tlie  paddle-box  boat  of  that  ship.  I 
have  to  add  that  the  conduct  of  every  officer  and 
man  was  most  exemplary.  I  cannot  dose  this 
report  without  mentioning  my  approbation  of  the 
cool  and  praiseworthy  conduct  of  Lieutenants 
Madden  and  Feliowesi  who  commanded  the  other 
two  boats  with  guns.
